BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION. 


FIVE  HUNDRED  TWENTY-SIXTH  MEETING. 

The  eighteenth  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  June  4, 
1883.

Williams,  who  was  elected  at  the  last  chaiter  election  for  the  term 
of  three  yeaw  from  June  1,  1883.

The  Secretary  culled  the  meeting  to  order,  and  on  motion  of 
Mr.  McCalK  Mr.  Flinn  was  made  temporary  chairman.

Albany,  June  4,  1883. 

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction : 

In  conformity  with  the  rule  of  the  Board,  the  Committee  on 
Examinations  submit  this,  their  Annual  Report : 

During  the  year  the  various  departments  have  been  the  sub- 
jects of  formal  written,  and  informal  oral,  examinations  by  the 
Superintendents  of  Schools.  The  impression  made  by  these  ex- 
aminations and  their  results  will  be  made  known  as  u:sual  by  Su- 
perintendent Cole,  in  his  Annual  Report  to  the  Board. 

In  addition,  five  written  examinations,  under  the  direction  of 
this  committee,  of  the  graduating  or  **  A"  classes  in  the  Grammar 
Schools,  have  been  held.  Question  papers  on  the  various  subjects 
taught  in  these  classes  were  prepared  with  great  care,  and  the 
results,  as  shown   by  the  table  accompanying  this  report,  are 
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highly  satisfactory.  The  slovenliness  and  great  want  of  neatness 
which  characterized  the  work  of  many  pupils  in  former  years,  have 
led  your  committee  to  make  the  mechanical  execution  of  the 
papers  a  subject  for  marking ;  and  it  is  gratifying  to  notice  that, 
in  nearly  all  the  schools,  a  great  improvement  in  this  respect  is 
manifest. 

An  encouraging  advancement  in  essential  points  is  more  and 
more  evident  each  succeeding  year.  The  conditions  for  good  and 
successful  teaching  are :  —  well-constructed  and  well-furnished 
school  buildings  ;  properly  graded  schools ;  courses  of  study  cai-e- 
fully  prepared  and  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  pupils  ;  and,  above 
all,  skillful  teachers  and  eflScient  supervision.  With  reference  to 
the  first  condition — that  of  well-constructed  and  well-furnished 
school  buildings — we  are  able  to  say,  that  while  much  remains  to 
be  done,  yet  a  great  deal  has  been  effected  in  the  last  few  years. 
The  erection  in  1871  of  School  No.  15,  was  the  inauguration  of  a 
new  plan  of  building  school  edifices  in  this  city.  This  was  the 
first  in  which  the  system  of  separate  rooms  was  adopted.  Its  suc- 
cess was  so  decided  that,  since  that  time,  nine  others  have  been 
built,  all  on  the  same  general  plan,  but  with  such  modifications 
as  experience  has  suggested;  Seven  have  been  altered,  conforming 
to  the  same  pattern  as  nearly  as  their  original  construction  would 
admit.  The  building  of  another  will  soon  be  commenced,  when 
only  four  of  the  old  style  will  remain.  Modern  appliances  for 
the  successful  prosecution  of  school  work  have  been  introduced. 
The  course  of  study  has  been  carefully  revised  and  in  many  re- 
spects improved.  With  very  few  exceptions  the  teachei-s  are 
competent,  zealous  and  faithful ;  and,  in  point  of  ability  and  suc- 
cess, will  compare  favorably  with  those  of  any  other  city.  Of 
course,  in  so  large  a  number  there  will  be  found  much  difference 
in  qualifications,  some  being  superior  in  scholai-ship,  othei-s  in 
management  and  discipline.  The  personal  qualities  of  teachers 
are  the  most  impoiiant  factors  in  impressing  the  minds  of  pupils. 
Gfentleness,  firmness  and  tact,  contribute  more  to  the  highest  suc- 
cess, than  the  ripest  scholarship  or  strictness  of  discipline.  As 
regards  the  supervision  to  which  our  schools  are  subjected,  we 
believe  that  our  principals  are,  as  a  class,  most  competent  and 
thoroughly  devoted  to  their  profession,  zealous  and  desirous  to 
raise  to  the  highest  point  of  efBciency,  the  schools  committed  to 
their  charge.  As  most  of  the  principals  have  held  their  positions 
for  many  years,  it  is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  the  good  condition 
and  high  efficiency  of  the  several  schools,  must  be  largely  attributed 
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to  their  efforts.  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  also  possesses,  and 
has  exercised  with  much  discretion  and  wisdom,  a  powerful  in- 
fluence in  supervising  and  directing  the  operations  of  these  insti- 
tutions. 

It  cannot  be  said  with  truth,  of  our  schools  what  is  so  often  as- 
serted of  others,  that  undue  attention  is  given  to  certain  branches 
of  study  to  the  neglect  of  others.  Arithmetic  and  Grammai- 
demand,  and  are  entitled  to,  more  time  than  other  studies. 
Arithmetic  in  particular,  being  a  more  difficult,  and,  to  boys  es- 
pecially, a  most  important  study,  calls  for  the  greatest  amount  of 
ability  and  labor  which  the  teacher  hiis  to  bestow.  It  may  be  a 
question  whether,  in  this  study,  too  many  topics  are  not  taught ; 
whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to  drop  out  some  of  the  least  useful 
processes,  giving  more  time  and  attention  to  those  of  greater  prac- 
tical importance.  In  Grammar,  the  tendency  of  the  day  is  to  give 
up,  in  a  large  measure,  the  technical  and  analytical  portions  of 
the  study,  and  to  substitute  therefor  synthetic  methods.  In  Geog- 
raphy, less  attention  is  now  given  to  the  petty  details,  si^ch  as  the 
situation  of  insignificant  places,  rivers,  etc.,  and  more  to  the  gen- 
eral features  of  a  country,  its  commerce  and  manufactures,  the 
nature  of  its  productions  and  its  relations  to  other  countries.  In 
such  studies  pupils  acquire  with  immense  difficulty  the  small  and 
useless  details  which  they  forget  with  the  most  astonishing  facility. 
In  fact  it  is  too  often  the  case  that  these  studies  are  taught  as  if 
to  be  able  to  answer  all  the  questions  in  the  text-books  was  the 
great  end  of  education.  Teachers  should  always  remember  that 
the  object  of  school  training  is  to  enable  pupils  to  educate  them- 
selves. The  limited  time  for  which  the  great  majority  of  children 
are  able  to  attend  school  forbids  the  success  of  the  attempt  to 
instil  all  manner  of  knowledge  into  their  minds.  All  that  a  teacher 
cap  reasonably  expect  to  do  is  to  start  the  pupil  on  the  road  to 
learning,  to  cultivate  a  taste  for  reading  and  study,  and  a  habit  of 
observation  which  will  lead  in  the  future  to  constant  acquisitions 
of  knowledge. 

It  must  be  apparent  to  all  who  think  upon  the  subject  that  good 
and  efficient  teachers  are  absolutely  essential  to  the  success  of 
schools.  All  other  conditions  being  fulfilled,  failure  may  be 
predicated  with  cei1;ainty  if  the  teacher  be  incompetent.  It  ought, 
therefore,  to  be  a  matter  of  conscience  with  all  of  us  to  exercise 
the  utmost  discretion  in  the  selection  of  teacheis  to  fill  vacancies. 
It  is  not  enough  that  the  applicant  has  a  certificate  ;  all  that  this 
signifies  is,  that  the  recipient  has  studied  certain  subjects  and  has 
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acquired  a  certain  aniouut  of  knowledge  concerning  them.  It 
does  not,  and  c^muot,  certify  to  the  possession  of  other  more  desir- 
able qualities.  We  ought  invariably  to  Ije  actuated  in  the  appoint- 
ments which  we  make,  by  considerations  which  relate  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  schools,  and  not  be  influenced  by  sympathy  with  the 
need  of  the  applicant  or  a  desire  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of 
personal  or  political  triends. 

Never  have  the  schools  of  Albany  been  moi'e  deserving  of  popu- 
lar support  than  at  present.  It  can  be  said  with  truth  that  most 
of  the  school  buildings  are  comfortable,  convenient  and  well  venti- 
lated ;  that  the  teachei-s  are  more  competent  than  the  average  of 
private  school  teachers  who  are  reciuired  to  pass  no  examination, 
and  in  many  ca^es  betake  themselves  to  teaching  because  they  can 
earn  a  living  in  no  other  way. 

It  has  been  usual  to  confer  diplomas  on  the  best  scholai-s  in  the 
graduating  classes,  and  your  committee  therefore  ofler  the  follow- 
ing resolution  and  recommend  its  adoption  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Examinations  is  hereby 
authorized  to  procure  not  more  than  fifty  diplomas,  to  be  awarded 
to  those  scholai-s  Tn  the  graduating  classes  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
who  have  been  distinguished  for  their  scholarship  and  good  deport- 
ment.

The  facts  that  no  catalogue  of  the  books  in  the  library  had  been 
published  for  several  years  and  that  a  large  number  of  volumes 
had  been  purchased  in  the  meantime,  induced  the  committee  to 
ask  the  librarian  to  undertake  the  task  of  preparing  a  revision. 
The  work  was  completed  in  the  fall,  and  an  edition  of  2,000 
copies  was  published  at  a  total  expense  of  $137.64.     The  cata-

logue  is  a  simple  alphabetical  list  of  the  books,  together  with  the 
library  number  and  the  author's  name.  It  is  arranged  by  sub- 
jects and  is  supplied  to  the  public  at  ten  cents  a  copy.  Only  295 
copies  have  been  sold  thus  far,  surely  a  very  small  proportion, 
considering  the  whole  number  of  persons  who  use  the  library. 

By  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  the  librarian  retains  the  money 
received  for  catalogues  until  the  sale  amounts  to  $50,  as  pay  for 
extra  sei-vices  in  preparing  the  revision  and  reading  the  proof, 
work  which  was  necessarily  performed  at  home.  All  proceeds 
above  the  sum  last  named  will  be  deposited  with  the  Chamberlain 
to  the  credit  of  the  library. 

Your  committee  has  been  somewhat  surprised  at  the  small  cir- 
culation of  the  library  ;  but  believe  it  will  steadily  increase  as  our 
citizens  become  more  fully  aware  of  their  free  opportunities. 
The  location  of  the  library  m  the  interior  of  the  High  School 
building  renders  it  impracticable  to  open  it  to  the  public  during 
the  school  sessions.  This  limits  the  hours  when  it  is  accessible  to 
two  and  one-half  each  day.  Were  it  possible  to  place  the  library 
where  it  could  be  open  the  entire  day  without  Interference  with  the 
exercises  of  the  school,  the  circulation  would  doubtless  mpidly 
increase.  Your  committee  hopes  that  the  day  is  not  very  distant 
when  the  Board  will  feel  justified  in  placing  the  library  in  such  a 
suitable  location  as  its  importance  and  widespread  usefulness 
demands. 

Your  committee  takes  great  pleasure  in  commending  the  faith- 
fulness and  assiduity  of  the  librarian,  and  would  recommend  as  a 
recognition  of  her  increased  usefulness  that  her  salary  be  adva  jced 
to  the  rate  of  $400  per  annum,  being  an  addition  of  $50  to  the 
amount  now  paid.

Your  Committee  on  Law,  to  whom  was  referred  two  resolutions, 
having  reference  to  the  salary  of  the  late  Prof  Lloyd,  respectfully 
report  that  they  have  given  the  matter  considerable  attention  and 
find  that  one  resolution  is  based  upon  the  theory  that  all  teachers 
of  the  schools  are,  or  should  be,  hired  for  ten  months  and  no  more, 
and  the  other,  that  they  are  employed  for  a  salary  pei*  annum, 
payable  monthly.  It  has  been  the  custom  of  the  Board  to  pay 
the  teachers'  salaries  in  twelve  monthly  payments  ;  yet  it  might  he 
better  to  change  the  custom  and  pay  a  tenth  of  their  salary 
monthly  instead  of  a  twelfth. 

Teachei-s  are  hired  for  the  school  year — ten  months,  but  with 
the  understanding  that  their  salaries  are  to  be  paid  in  twelve 
equal  payments.     This  rule  hjis  given  siitisfaction  to  all. 

By  the  Manual,  section  33,  the  school  year  is  fixed  at  ten 
months,  commencing  September  1st  and  ending  with  June.  Sec- 
tion 34  makes  July  and  August  vacation  months.  Section  61 
says  :  **  The  teachers  elected  at  such  annual  election  shall  hold 
their  office  for  one  school  year,"  etc.,  and  section  70  that 
"  Salaries  of  teachers  shall  commence  at  the  time  they  enter 
upon  their  duties  and  are  payable  at  the  end  of  each  month." 
Your  committee  finds  that  neither  of  the  resolutions  propose  any 
gratuity  or  anything  in  conflict  with  the  law  governing  the  Board  ; 
that  the  question  is  a  question  of  propriety  which  should  be  settled 
by  the  Board.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  teacher  does  his 
work  during  the  full  ** school  year"  he  is  entitled  to  his  salary, 
yet  the  Board  might  control  the  payment  thereof  according  to 
its  custom  ;  that  the  legal  representatives  of  the  late  Prof.  Lloyd 
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are  entitled  to  such  portion  of  his  salary  as  has  not  been  paid,  at 
the  rate  of  $1,485  for  ten  months,  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  we 
so  report.

The  Executive  Committee  on  the  High  School  respectfully 
reports  that  the  sixteenth  annual  examination  of  candidates  for 
admission  to  the  High  School  wtis  held  at  Schools  Nos.  6,  11,  12 
and  14,  on  the  13th,  14th  and  15th  days  of  June. 

Three  hundred  thirty-six  (336)  candidates  presented  themselves 
for  examination. 

The  Regents'  questioas  were  used  in  arithmetic,  grammar, 
geography,  spelling  and  American  history.  Test  exercises  in 
drawing,  music  and  penmanship  were  also  given.  The  pupils' 
work  in  all  these  subjects  is  worthy  of  high  commendation,  except 
in  American  history.  The  committee  (eels  that  the  n^sults  of  this 
test  do  not  represent  the  work  done  in  our  schools  in  this  subject. 
The  paper  offered  by  the  Regents  is  prepared  for  scholars  two  or 
three  years  older  than  those  who  j  early  participate  in  the  exam- 
ination for  admission  to  the  High  School.  In  justice  to  pupils 
and  teachers,  it  would  be  better  hereafter  to  submit  a  paper  in 
American  history,  prepared  upon  the  basis  of  the  text-book  used 
and  the  work  done  in  our  own  schools.  As  the  result  of  the 
examination,  the  following,  299  in  number,  have  been  duly  admit- 
ted to  the  High  School :

The  Committee  on  Construction  and  Eepairs  respectfully  re- 
ports, that  in  conformity  to  the  requirements  of  section  25,  article 
3  of  the  by-laws,  it  has  visited  the  several  school  premises,  and 
reports  them  in  a  cleanly  and  comfortable  condition  generally. 

The  following  i-epairs  are  needed,  and  are  hereby  i-econmiended  : 

School  No.  1. — Fifteen  desks  placed  in  second  story  reciUitiou 
room,  and  ten  in  recitation  room,  third  story  ;  four  window  cur- 
tains on  windows  facing  east. 

School  No.  2. — Latrines  and  urinal  placed  in  cellar,  to  l>e 
used  during  the  erection  of  the  new  building,  to  be  so  constructed 
as  to  be  easily  removed  to  the  new  building  when  ready  to  receive 
them. 

School  No.  6. — Ceiling  in  class-rooms  pointed  and  repaired  ; 
fence  in  boys'  yard  repaired.  On  account  of  the  frequency  of  dis- 
missing rooms  B  and  I,  during  the  winters,  since  the  alteration  of 
the  building,  because  of  the  failure  to  raise  the  temperature  to  a 
comfortable  degree,  it  is  recommended  that  the  regitster  in  the 
former  room  be  lowered  below  the  black  boards,  and  that  a  stove  of 
greater  heating  capacity  be  placed  in  the  latter  room.  Complaint 
has  been  made  frequently,  and  is  now  renewed,  that  at  tunes 
almost  intolerable  odors,  arising  from  the  privy  vault,  enter  the 
class-rooms,  endangering  the  health  of  the  occupants  ;  your  com- 
mittee recommend  that  the  privies  be  removed,  the  vaults  filled  up, 
and  that  latrines  and  urinals  be  placed  in  the  basement,  the  cost 
of  which,  with  the  necessary  cleansing  and  cement  washing  of 
the  cellar,  will  not  exceed  $550.00. 

School  No.  7. — Wire  netting  over  cold  air  flue  ;  privy  roof 
repaired  ;  additional  black  board  for  class-room,  second  story  ; 
window  curtains  for  third  story  re^^itation  room  ;  whitening  ceil- 
ing of  lower  floor  to  improve  the  light ;  one  cold  air  register  in 
each  recitation  ro6m,  second  and  third  stories. 

School  No.  8. — Rear  vestibule  painted  and  yard  pavement 
repaired. 

School  No.  9. — The  walls  and  ceilings  of  second  and  third 
stories,  and  lower  hall,  pointed  and  kalsomined,  and  the  fences 
repaired. 

School  No.  10. — No  material  repairs  needed. 
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School.  No.  11. — The  front  door  repainted  ;  privy  roof  re- 
paired ;  walls  of  L  and  G  rooms  pointed  ;  wood  wainscoting  in 
the  halls  to  be  raii^ed. 

School  No.  12. — No  nmterial  repaii's  needed. 

School  No.  \3. — Sidewall^  (»n  Lawrence  street,  and  cellar 
pavement  lepaired  ;  slight  repairs  to  plaster  in  rear  lower  hall 
1111(1  ceiling  of  rear  main  hall ;  sash  and  d(K)r  of  girls*  water 
closet  repaired.  The  floors  of  this  Imilding  being  very  nnieh 
worn  are  in  such  condition  that  it  is  diflScult  to  properly  scrub 
or  clean  them  ;  it  is  recommended  to  re-floor  such  rooms  as  are 
in  the  woi-st  condition. 

School  No.  14. — The  front  door  and  vestibule  painted ;  the 
ceiling  of  rear  hall  repaired  ;  also  wood  casing  of  sinks  on  north 
M(lc  of  cellar  ;  concrete  of  yards  and  cellar  pavement.  The  space 
in  the  yard  formerly  covered  by  the  privies  need  to  be  graded 
ami  concreted,  the  cost  of  which  will  not  be  less  than  $(>0,  and 
inasmuch  as  it  is  on  the  Pearl  stre(*t  lot,  and  that  there  is  20  fevt 
in  width  of  yard  on  the  south  side  of  the  building,  17  feet  (i  inches 
on  the  rear,  and  28  feet  on  the  north  side,  your  committee  recom- 
mend the  sjile  of  the  whole  or  a  portion  of  the  Pearl  street  lot 
in  the  discTetion  of  the  committee,  to  avoid  the  expense  of  re- 
paifs,  not  deeming  it  needed  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

School  No.  15. — Concrete  of  yai  ds  repaired  ;  also  the  drain 
near  south  fence ;  the  lattice  work  before  boys'  urinal  partly  re- 
moved. It  l)eing  determined  that  the  experiment  of  burning  pea 
coal  be  made  during  the  coming  school  year,  a  new  furnace  grate 
will  lie  needed,  the  present  one  being  too  coai"se  for  the  purpose  ; 
the  front  door  repainted,  and  as  much  of  the  balance  of  the  build- 
ing as  may  be  deemed  nece.ssiiry  by  the  committee. 

School  No.  16. — No  material  repaii-s  needed. 

School  No.  17. — Brick  wall  of  outhouse  repaired. 

School  No.  18. — No  material  repairs  needed. 

School  No.  19. — No  material  repairs  needed. 

School  No.  20. — The  present  number  of  heatei-s  being  found 
inadequate  to  beat  the  building  properly,  it  is  recommended  that 
an  additional  heater  be  supplied  and  the  distribution  of  heat  re-ar- 
nuiged.  ITic  ceiling  and  walls  of  this  building  wei-e  thoroughly 
painted  last  year,  it  is  recommended  that  they  be  kalsomined  this 
year.  The  sash-raisers  should  be  renewed  throughout  the  build- 
ing, the  present  ones  being  too  slight  for  the  purpose.  The  yard 
pavement  repaired. 

School  No.  21. — Iron  fence  with  gate  at  front  entrance,  walls 

[pub.  ws.]  7 
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of  vestibule  painted  ;  barbed  wire  put  on  top  offences  ;  ceas-pool, 
wall  of  out-house,  conductor  and  concrete  of  yards  repaired  and 
a  partion  of  the  lattice-work  in  front  of  out-house  cut  away  to 
admit  more  light  to  the  interior.  The  present  number  of  furnaces 
being  found  insufficient  to  heat  the  building  during  the  colder 
days,  necessitating  frequent  dismissals  of  some  of  the  rooms,  a 
redistribution  of  the  heat  should  be  made,  and  a  portable  heater 
put  in  the  hall  of  the  second  floor  to  heat  the  class-rooms  in  the 
west  of  the  building  on  the  third  floor. 

School  JNo.  22. — No  niaterial  repaii-s  needed. 

School  No.  23. — The  fences  straightened  and  repaired,  and 
the  yard  pavement  repaired. 

School  No.  24. — The  front  of  building  and  front  fence  painted 
in  one  coat ;  the  wood  work  on  the  outer  part  of  the  entire  build- 
ing painted  in  two  coats  ;  the  cellar  pavement,  in  front  of  boys' 
closets,  regraded  and  cemented,  and  an  additional  window  cut  in 
wall  opposite  the  siime  ;  the  pavement  of  girls'  cellar  repaired, 
also  the  sills  of  cellar  windows ;  two  new  grates  oyer  cess-pools, 
in  yards,  and  board  walk  repaired;  the  fountain  in  yard  removed 
and  the  flagging  near  the  same  repaired.

So  well  adapted  are  these  premises 
for  business  or  other  uses  that  a  sum  will  be  realized  from  the  sale 
which  will  ot  only  suffice  to  buy  a  lot,  but  will  also  assist  materi- 
ally in  providing  means  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building. 

With  regard  to  building  extensions  to  Schools  Nos.  12  and  21,

Dear  Sir — The  attendance  at  this  school  on  this,  the  opening 
day,  so  &r  exceeds  my  expectations  and  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  building,  that  I  deem  it  proper  to  transmit  to  you  a  statement 
of  the  condition  of  aifaira.  The  number  present  was  737.  I  had 
hoped,  by  making  promotions,  to  provide  room  for  quite  a  large 
number,  but  the  old  pupils  returned  in  such  force  as  to  render 
this  impossible.  Then  it  was  propc^ed  to  have  half-day  sessions 
in  the  lowest  two  rooms,  and  thus  provide  for  96  ;  but  the  studies 
in  the  second  of  these  rooms  are  such  that  half-day  sessions  are 
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absolutely  impracticable.  We  are  accordingly  i*estricted  to  the 
use  of  the  lowest  room,  the  seating  capacity  of  which  is  40,  for 
this  experiment ;  and  when  we  have  done  this,  there  will  still  re- 
main about  100  pupils,  who,  so  far  as  I  can  see,  will  have  to  be 
sent  home. 

Although  it  is  not  my  province  to  make  any  suggestions  for 
the  relief  of  the  school  beyond  the  limits  of  its  own  walli?,  I  will 
venture  to  add  that  if  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  could  pro- 
vide temporary  quarters  in  the  neighborhood,  for  100  pupils,  I 
think  I  could  take  care  of  the  remainder  for  the  coming  year.

Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
The   Superintendent  of  Schools   presented  his  annual  report, 
which  was  received  and  ordered  to  be  printed  in  the  minutes. 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  September  3.  1883. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction : 

GsNTLEMEN — I  havc  the  honor  to  submit  this  my  Sixth  Annual 
Keport  upon  the  condition,  progress  and  needs  of  the  public 
schools  of  this  city. 

Attendance. 

The  prediction  was  ventured  in  my  last  report,  that  the  attend- 
ance on  our  schools  during  the  next  year  would  exceed  any  num- 
ber previously  attained.  During  the  months  of  September  and 
Octolier  there  seemed  to  be  no  doubt  of  the  fulfilment  of  the 
prediction.  In  September,  the  average  attendance  reached  the  un- 
pi*ecedented  numb)er  of  9985  ;  in  October,  it  waa  9924,  and  all 
the  indications  were  that  tlie  average  for  the  year  would  be  from 
four  to  five  hundred  greater  than  that  of  any  previous  year. 
During  the  mouth  of  November,  however,  epidemic  diseaaes 
raged  among  the  children  of  the  city  to  a  remarkable  degree;  nor 
did  they  wholly  abate  for  several  months.  The  disease  most  pre- 
valent was  measles ;  although  there  were  many  cases  of  scarlet 
fever  and  diphtheria.  For  November  the  number  of  cases  of 
sickness  reported  from  all  the  schools  was  5829  ;  in  December 
the  number  reported  was  3741 ;  in  January  5703 ;  in  February 
2699  and  in  March  3699.  The  figures  thus  reported  for  Novem- 
ber, December  and  January  were  largely  in  excess  of  those  given 
for  cori'esponding  months  in  the  previous  year.  It  must  not  be 
inten-ed  that  all  of  the  large  number  thus  reported  were  seriously 
ill.  All  cases  arising  from  colds,  headaches,  or  other  slight  illnesses 
which  were  sufficient  to  detain  childx*en  at  home  for  a  day  or  two, 
arc  included.  Discounting  such  caaes  and  the  duplications  made 
by  the  absence  of  the  same  pupil  several  times  duiing  a  month,  at 
fifty  per  cent.,  there  still  remains  an  extraordinary  amount  of 
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absence  caused  by  epidemics,  and  by  the  withdrawal  of  pupils 
whose  parents  feai-ed  contagion.  In  Deceml>er,  the  average  attend- 
ance dropped  to  8284,  being  485  less  than  the  lowest  point 
reached  during  the  preceding  year.  From  that  date,  the  monthly 
average  attendance  slowly  Improved,  reaching  9069  in  March  ; 
but  it  was  impossible  for  our  attendance  to  recover  entirely  from  the 
staggering  blows  it  received  in  the  fall  and  winter  ;  so  that  the 
average  for  the  school  year,  9059,  falls  291  below  that  of  last  year. 
The  I'^istei'ed  numlier  for  the  year  was  13914,  seventy  less  than 
hist  year.  The  average  memlierehip  was  9833,  a  loss  of  two 
hundred  thirty-five.  The  percentage  of  attendance  compared 
with  the  total  enrollment  was  65  ;  compared  with  the  average 
membership,  92 ;  exactly  the  same  figures  that  were  reported  last 
year. 

The  experience  of  this  year  shows  the  hazard  attending  predic- 
tions ;  we  will,  therefore,  only  express  the  hope  that  no  such  dis- 
astrous occurrences  will  mark  the  history  of  the  attendance  on  our 
schools  during  the  coming  year,  as  blasted  our  late  high  expecta- 
tions. 

School  Census. 

As  no  actual  census  of  our  school  population  has  been  taken 
for  some  years,  we  are  dependent  upon  the  periodical  enumera- 
tions made  by  the  national  and  state  authorities  for  any  exact 
knowledge  of  the  number  of  our  re&iidents  of  legal  school  age. 
These  enumeiations  occurring  but  once  in  five  years,  we  are  com- 
pelled to  estimate  any  inci-ease  or  decrease  for  the  intermediate 
years.  The  census  of  1880  made  our  school  population  35500. 
Our  estimate  for  the  present  year,  based  upon  the  attendance  on 
the  schools  during  the  fall  months,  before  the  epidemics  above 
referred  to  had'  depleted  our  ranks,  gives  a  total  of  35855.  When 
it  is  recalled  that  the  legal  school  age  in  this  state  extends  from 
five  to  twenty-one  years,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  13914  who 
attended  the  public  schools  and  the  5000  who  ai-e  in  private, 
academical  and  parochial  schools,  embrace  fift3-tive  per  cent,  of 
the  school  population.  Compared  with  other  localities  in  this 
state,  this  is  a  favorable  exhibit.  Practically  the  school  age  ex- 
tends from  five  to  sixteen  years,  since  only  about  six  hundred  chil- 
dren above  the  latter  age  attend  our  schools.  Upon  such  a  basis 
the  numl)er  of  attendants  would  be  about  ninety  per  cent,  of  the 
total,  or  within  five  or  six  per  cent,  of  the  highest  point  reached 
in  cities  of  other  states  whose  limits  of  school  age  are  those  last 
assumed.     The  appointment  of  truant  officers  to  aid  in  the  enforoe- 
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ment  of  the  compulsoiy  education  act,  might  bring  into  our 
schools  the  three  or  four  hundred  children  who  are  wandering 
through  the  streets  and  in  whom  the  seeds  of  vice  and  ignorance  are 
rapidly  fructifying ;  but  such  action  is  not  now  recommended  ; 
not  bt^cuuse  its  iuipoi-tunce  is  not  felt,  but  because  the  Board  has 
need  of  all  the  means  at  its  disposal  for  the  erection  of  buildings  in 
order  to  properly  accommodate  those  who  stand  ready  to  attend 
without  compulsion.  Still,  it  is  thought  that  the  Board  should  be 
looking  forward  to  the  not  very  distant  day,  when  the  provision 
of  ample  school  room  will  no  longer  constantly  exhaust  its  re- 
sources, and  when  attention  can  be  given  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  statutes  compelling  the  attendance  of  every  child  upon  some 
school. 

Tardiness  and  Haup-day  Absences. 

Subjoined  to  this  report  will  be  found  a  fcible  giving  a  compar- 
ative statement  of  tardiness  and  half-day  absences  for  the  past  live 
yeai-s.  An  examination  of  that  table  will  show  that  our  schools 
have  steadily  improved  both  in  punctuality  and  regularity  of  at> 
tendance.  While  we  regard  these  as  potential  elements  in  the 
promotion  of  the  efficiency  of  our  schools  and  in  the  tbrmation  of 
individual  character,  we  look  upon  them  as  a  means  and  not  as  an 
end.  We  will,  therefore,  while  not  relaxing  our  watchfulness,  be 
content  should  our  records  in  future  years  show  no  retrogression.

These  figures  fully  vindicate  our  belief  that  the  increase  in  half- 
day  absences,  which  for  two  years  accompanied  the  diminution 
in  tardiness  would  cease  when  pupils  and  parents  had  been  in- 
duced to  cooperate  with  the  teachers  in  their  eflForts  to  promote 
regularity  and  punctuality  of  attendance.

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Attendance  op  Teachers. 

Had  all  the  teachers  been  present  every  day  there  would  have 
been  in  all,  47,900  days  of  attendance.  Of  this  numl)er,  813 
days  were  lost  by  the  regular  teachei-s.  The  per  cent,  of  absence 
was  1"A-  or  -jV  less  than  last  year.  The  average  Io^js  of  time  was 
thi-ee  and  one-third  days.  These  absences,  under  the  rules,  entail 
no  expense  in  money  to  the  city,  as  the  deductions  for  al>sences 
are  sufficient  to  pay  the  cost  of  substitution.  There  were  sixty- 
three  cases  of  tardiness,  of  which  fifteen  are  charged  to  one  person, 
who  sei-ved  but  three  months,  and  who  declined  a  permanent 
appointment,  having  become  convinced  of  her  want  of  qualifica- 
tion for  the  teacher's  vocation.  Altogether  our  corps  of  teachers 
is  entitled  to  great  credit  for  their  regular  and  punctual  at- 
tendance, too  often  given  at  the  expense  of  their  strength  and 
health. 

The  Recess  Question. 

A  trial  of  nearly  two  years  has  confirmed  the  belief  that  the 
disuse  of  the  time-honoi'ed  but  wholly  unessential  mid-session 
recess,  has  tended  to  the  well-being  of  the  schools  in  their  mental, 
moral  and  physical  I'elatious. 

The  extended  discussion  of  this  theme  presented  last  year  at- 
tracted considerable  attentioil  from  the  newspaper  and  educational 
press.  Both  favorable  and  unfavorable  comments  have  l)een 
made.  While  it  is  unnecessary  to  go  over  the  whole  ground 
again,  the  positions  taken  by  an  eminent  educational  writer  in  the 
columns  of  a  prominent  paper  devoted  to  school  mattei*s,  seem  to 
demand  some  notice.  This  writer  founds  his  whole  argument 
against  our  plan  upon  the  false  assumption  that  no  mid-session 
recesses  mean  no  intermissions.  He  admits  that  our  shortened 
hours  somewhat  compensate  for  the  lack  of  a  recess ;  but  fails  to 
note  the  provisions  we  have  made  for  intermissions.  Ignoring 
the  facts  that  we  give  the  pupils  of  the  first  three  years  in  school, 
a  ten-minute  recess  during  each  sessicm ;  that  the  widest  liberty 
of  individual  recesses  is  given,  and  that  between  succeeding  school 
exercises,  teachers  are  enjoined  to  give  a  whispering  recess,  with 
freedom  of  physical  movements,  besides  the  regular  calisthenics, 
he  argues  that  our  plan  must  result  iu  mental  and  physical  evils. 
It  is  to  be  pi'esumed  that  the  writer  had  not  been  ftilly  informed 
as  to  the  details  of  our  plan,  for  these  details  fully  answer  and 
controvert  all  the  objections  raised  in  his  essay.  Wherever  the 
mid-session  recess  has  l)een  abolished,  with  all  the  precautions 
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which  wc  have  taken,  the  plan  has  met  with  almost  unqualified 
approval.  Until  we  can  be  convinced  that  its  disuse  is  harmful 
by  actual  experience  and  not  by  theoretical  arguments,  we  cer- 
tainly will  not  resume  a  practice  which  we  know  to  be  fraught 
with  multiform  evils. 

Examinations. 

Bedsides  some  two  hundred  pei'sonal  visits  of  inspection  and  ex- 
amination of  the  condition  of  cliisses  and  of  the  work  and  methods 
of  teacherd,  the  Superintendent  has  tested  the  scholarahip  of  all 
the  gi-ades  twice  during  the  year  by  means  of  written  exercises. 
These  tests  occurred  nt  the  close  of  each  semt^ster,  in  January  and 
July,  and  were  conducted  in  a  similar  manner  to  those  described 
in  previous  reports. 

The  subjoined  table  collated  from  the  reports  of  the  Principals, 
sets  forth  the  condition  of  our  schools  as  to  scholarship  in  a  form 
easily  understood.

The  whole  number  of  classes  examined  exceeds  that  of  last  year 
^»y  216,  the  increase  arising  mainly  from  the  fact  that  all  the 
classes  in  reading  were  examined  in  June  on  a  plan  and  for  the 
l)urpo?ies  which  will  he  hereinafter  described.  The  number  of 
excellent  classes  compared  with  the  number  last  reported,  has  in- 
creased by  370,  and  236  of  these  being  classes  in  reading,  a  net 
increase  is  left  of  134.  The  number  of  good  classes  has  decreased 
by  61,  the  diflFerence  going  to  swell  the  number  oi  excellent     The 
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fair  classes  show  an  increase  of  seven ;  while  the  numbei*  oihad 
remains  the  same,  viz.,  five.  These  resnlts  are  wholly  satisfactory, 
and  evince  a  steady  progress  in  the  work  to  which  our  schools  are 
devoted. 

The  dipcQSsions  of  the  separate  branches  of  study  which  follow 
are  pre'dicated  upon  the  reports  of  the  several  Principals  and  the 
personal  observation  of  the  Superintendent. 

Reading. 

Especial  attention  has  been  given  during  this  year  to  practice 
in  reading  at  sight.  In  order  to  stimulate  effort  in  this  direction, 
it  was  determined  to  add  reading  to  the  subjects  of  the  semi-an- 
nual examinations  and  to  make  the  standing  of  each  pupil  in 
reading  of  equal  value  with  that  in  other  studies,  in  determining  pro- 
motions. The  Regents  having  added  rejiding  at  sight  to  their 
other  requirements  for  preliminary  certificates,  the  Superintendent 
heard  all  the  pupils  of  the  Ninth- Year  Class  read  and  marked 
them  according  to  his  judirment  of  their  proficiency.  All  the 
classes  below  the  Ninth- Year  were  tested  in  like  manner  by  the 
Principals  of  the  seveml  schools.  The  stimulus  given  to  the 
reading  classes  by  these  examinations  was  quite  noticeable. 
Teachers,  especially  those  of  the  higher  grades  who  had  slighted 
the  exercise  of  reading,  began  to  devote  more  time  and  eflTort 
to  this  study  as  soon  as  they  found  that  their  work  was  to  be 
closely  criticised,  and,  as  a  matter  of  course,  the  reading  of  their 
classes  rapidly  improved,  and  this  was  accomplished  without  neg- 
lecting or  infringing   upon  the  time  assigned  to  other  subjects. 

Knowing  that  proper  progress  in  all  other  subjects,  especially 
in  Geography,  Histoiy  and  Language,  depends  largely  on  the 
ability  of  pupils  to  read  intelligently  the  text  of  the  books 
placed  in  their  hands,  and  finding  many  who  are  hindered  by 
their  inability  to  so  read,  the  Superintendent  submitted  to  the 
Principals  an  amended  and  somewhat  enlarged  coui-se  in  readino*. 
After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  our  course  was 
too  restricted  for  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  Accordingly,  two 
additional  books  were  inserted  in  the  coui-se  for  regular  class 
work,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board,  viz. :  the  Third  Advanced 
Reader  of  the  Franklin  Series,  heretofore  used  jis  a  sight  reader 
only,  and  Monteith's  Popular  Science  Readei-.  It  is  believed  that 
the  latter  book,  which  will  be  read  in  the  last  half  of  the  Sixth 
and  the  fii^st  half  of  the  Seventh  Year,  will  prove  useful  by 
enlarging  the  vocabulary  of  pupils,  and  by  bringing  under  their 
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purview  many  scientific  facts  and  explunations  of  familiar  physical 
phenomena,  will  prepare  them,  better  than  hitherto,  to  take  up  the 
more  advanced  portions  of  the  other  text-books  in  the  course. 
The  daily  exercises  in  sight,  and  the  frequent  opportunities  for 
silent  reading  already  provided  will  not  be  interfered  with  or 
diminished  by  this  re-arrangement  of  the  course  in  reading.  In 
addition  to  the  magazine  *'  Our  Little  Ones,"  which  has  proved 
so  useful  in  our  primary  grades,  teachers  generally  furnish,  from 
their  own  stock,  magazines,  newspapers  and  appropriate  books 
which  are  lent  to  pupils  for  the  pui*pose  of  encouraging  them  in 
acquiring  the  habit  of  silent  and  thoughtful  reading.  It  would 
Imj  well,  should  the  condition  of  (vur  funds  permit  it.  to  subscribe 
for  at  least  one  magazine  like  the  St.  Nicholas,  for  use  in  the 
higher  grades.  Twenty  copies  would  furnish  one  for  each  school 
having  pupils  of  sufficient  maturity  to  appreciate  and  profit  by 
their  reading. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  teachere  of  all  primary  classes  in 
re;iding  hereafter  omit  the  attempt  to  teach  phonics.  The 
experience  of  the  pjist  five  years  has  convinced  me  that  the  teach- 
ing of  these  elements  is  not  founded  upon  sound  principles  and 
is  au  olwtruction  to  the  progress  of  the  child  in  learning  to  read. 

Spelling. 

The  majority  of  our  teachers  have  abandoned  the  practice  of 
•*oral"  spelling  and  many  have  given  up  the  dictation  of  mere 
lists  oi  words  and  use  complete  sentences  only,  in  all  their  spelling 
exercises.  The  reasons  for  these  changes  in  method  have  been  so 
fully  set  forth  in  previous  repoits  that  it  is  unnecessary  to  dwell 
upon  them  now.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  in  the  lower  grades  where 
the  methods  alluded  to  have  been  more  carcfuUy  and  conscien- 
tiously practiced,  the  results  attained  have  been  excellent.  Rarely, 
now,  does  any  class  of  the  three  firat  years  fall  below  90  per  cent, 
in  spelling,  at  the  semi-animal  examinations.  In  the  higher  gmdes 
where  the  (Jd  spelling-book  plan  has  been  adhered  to,  far  less  pro- 
ficiency is  shown.  The  spelling  of  the  higher  grades  is  by  no 
means  bad  ;  but  it  is  believed  that  were  more  natural  methods  of 
iujjtruction  used,  they  would  give  more  satisfactory  results. 

Three  hundred  twenty-nine  of  our  pupils  were  examined  at  the 
Kegents'  test  in  June  last.  Two  hundred  fifty  of  these  spelled 
coiRvtly  the  number  of  words  required.  While  the  list  of  words 
presented  was  somewhat  more  difficult  than  usual,  and  the  num- 
ber who  passed  will  probably  compare  favorably  with  that  of  other 
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localities,  still  the  number  who  passed  is  54  less  than  last  year. 
It  would  seem  that  there  should  not  have  been  so  large  a  falling 
off;  especially  as  the  Regents'  lists  of  words  are  decidedly  easier 
than  those  in  daily  use  in  our  Ninth- Year  Classes. 

Arithmetic. 

An  important  modification  of  our  course  in  Arithmetic  has 
been  approved  by  the  Board  and  will  be  put  into  use  in  September 
next.  Hereafter  the  work  in  numbers  in  the  primary  grades  will  be 
founded  upon  the  general  principles  of  what  is  known  as  the 
Grubc  method,  modified  to  suit  the  rapid  progress  towards  prac- 
tical work  so  essential  to  that  gi'eut  majority  of  our  pupils  who 
can  give  no  more  than  four  or  five  yciirs  to  school.  The  leading 
features  of  this  method,  i)ased  as  it  is  upon  objective  development 
lis  opposed  to  the  rote-memorizing  of  abstract  numloei's,  are  so 
well  undei-stood  that  it  would  be  idle  to  discuses  them  fully.  It  will 
suffice  to  say  that  although  the  method  proposed  had  met  with 
universal  approval  among  those  who  make  the  subject  of  education 
a  constant  study,  we  did  not  determine  to  adopt  it  until  some  two 
years  of  trial  in  several  classes  had  convinced  us  of  its  superiority. 
Proceeding  from  the  known  to  the  unknown,  from  the  particular 
to  the  general,  by  natural  and  simple  steps,  the  pupils  are  led  for- 
ward by  a  process  apparently  slow,  but  really  of  great  rapidity, 
to  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  properties  of  numl)ers.  We  may 
safely  Jissert  that  pupils  will  progress  farther  in  two  yeai-s  than 
they  have  hitherto  in  three,  when  proceeding  upon  the  rote  and 
memorizing  plan. 

Several  of  our  teachers  have  adapted  themselves  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  new  method  with  perfect  success,  and  there  is  no 
doubt  that  all  who  will  now  be  obliged  to  conform  thereto  will  do 
as  well,  although  they  may  meet  with  some  difficulty  in  entirely 
throwing  aside  some  hal)its  of  instruction  ingrained  by  years  of 
use. 

A  primary  arithmetic  made  on  the  plan  of  the  natural  develop- 
ment of  numbers  hns  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  every  primary 
teacher,  and  although  it  does  not  quite  meet  our  idciis  of  what 
such  a  book  should  be,  it  will  serve  as  a  general  guide  in  the  daily 
work,  until  a  more  satisfactory  hand-book  can  be  obtained. 

It  nuist  l>e  understood  that  the  new  course  does  not  contemplate 
the  use  of  any  tex^book  by  the  pupils.  For  the  firet  four  yeare, 
the  instruction  in  numbei's  is  wholly  oral. 
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When,  however,  a  text-book  za  placed  in't he  hands  of  scholars,  it 
should  be  such  a  one  as  will  supplement  the  work  already  done  and 
lead  the  scholai-s  consecutively  to  the  more  advanced  portions  of 
the  subject.  The  antiquated  text-book  now  used  does  not  fulfil 
these  conditions,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  soon  as  a  book 
which  meets  our  requirements  can  be  found,  the  Board  will  direct 
its  adoption  in  place  of  one  which  is  ol)8olescent  in  form  and 
matter,  if  it  is  not  already  obsolete 

The  examination  of  the  Ninth-Year  Class  upon  the  Regents' 
questions  in  arithmetic,  resulted  quite  satisfactorily.  Two  hundi*ed 
tifly  (250)  of  our  pupils  fulfilled  the  requirements — twenty-four 
(24)  mine  than  last  year.  The  semi-annual  examination  of  the 
other  grades  gave  an  average  of  eighty-nine  (89)  per  cent.,  which 
is  five  (5)  per  ceiit.  higher  than  the  attainments  of  the  previous 
year. 

Geography. 

In  the  last  report,  in  speaking  of  this  subject,  the  following 
words  were  used  :  **  Better  teaching  of  geography,  it  is  thought,  is 
now  done  than  ever  heretofore ;  this  is  especially  true  in  the  lower 
grades  where  the  teaching  is  almost  or  entirely  oraV^  This  com- 
niendation  applies  equally  to  this  year's  work ;  particularly  as  to 
the  latter  statement.  Wherever  teachera  have  freed  themselves 
from  the  toils  of  text-books,  the  classes  have  made  ample  pro- 
gress. The  oral  insti-uction  of  Third- Year  Clas.es  is  assuming  a 
form  which  tends  to  a  natural  and  intelligent  development  of  the 
subject.  In  the  fourth  year,  some  of  our  teachei-s  have  preferred 
to  continue  a  course  of  oral  work  instead  of  confining  the  class 
to  the  rigid  lines  of  the  primary  geography.  These  classes  have 
been  noticeable  for  intelligent  grasp  of  the  subject.  The  more 
advanced  classes,  that  is,  those  which  use  the  Grammar  School 
Geogi-aphy,  are  also  well  conducted,  being  in  charge  of  teachers 
of  considerable  experience  who  readily  separate  the  chaff  from 
the  wheat  of  the  text>book.  In  those  classes  in  which  the  Pri- 
mary Geography  is  closely  followed  the  results  are  not  commcn- 
Kui-ate  with  the  labor  bestowed.  The  commendation  passed  upon 
the  oitil  lessons  alone,  in  last  year's  report,  of  course,  meant,  by 
implication,  that  the  text-book  work  was  not  worthy  of  as  high 
praise.  This  year's  experience  shows  a  similar  condition  and  the 
cause  of  this  partial  failure  has  been  sought  for  carefully.  After 
considerable  investigation  and  mature  deliberation,  the  conclusion 
has  seemed  inevitable,  that  the  trouble  rests  largely  with  the  form 
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of  the  text-book,  and  this  criticism  applies  not  only  to  the  pai-ti- 
cular  one  which  we  use,  but  to  all  primary  geographies  made 
upon  the  same  plan. 

We  begin  our  lessons  in  geography  in  the  only  proper  way  of 
opening  any  line  of  study,  that  is,  by  building  the  knowledge 
structure  upon  the  sure  foundation  of  familiar  facts,  and  then 
leading  the  pupil  to  complete  the  edifice  by  adding  new  materials 
drawn  largely  from  his  own  observation.  The  process  continues 
naturally  and  steadily  until  suddenly-  the  pupil  is  confronted 
by  a  text-book  which  proposes  to  guide  him  in  a  fer  diflerent  way. 
lie  is  now  asked  to  memorize  a  great  number  of  definitions,  often 
expi*essed  in  unfamiliar  language,  which  conveys  little  or  no  mean- 
ing to  his  immature  mind,  and  then  to  test  his  undei-standing  of 
the  things  defined  by  applying  them  to  equally  imfamiliar  condi- 
tions of  matter  as  presented  on  maps  or  charts.  No  wonder  the 
pupil  is  balked  in  his  progress,  and  equally  no  wonder,  what  has 
hitherto  been  a  delightful  study,  appealing  every  day  to  his  active 
curiosity,  becomes  dry  and  distiisteful  drudgery — mere  task-work. 

Now,  one  of  the  two  methods  outlined  must  be  wrong  in  prin- 
ciple. The  one  proceeds  from  the  known  to  the  unknown,  from 
the  conci*ete  to  the  abstract,  from  particulars  to  genei-als,  the 
other  reverses  these  processes.  There  can  \ye  no  two  sides  to  this 
matter.  The  fii'st  is  the  only  one  which  deserves  recognition  as  a 
method. 

Unless,  then,  pi-imary  geographies,  constructed  upon  correct 
principles  and  offering  stronger  inducements  than  well  engmved 
and  prettily  colored  maps,  be  offered  for  use  in  our  schools,  it  will 
be  well  to  consider  whether  much  more  cannot  l)e  done  for  our 
primary  pupils  by  continuing  the  oral  instruction  upon  a  plan 
consistent  with  coirect  principles  of  teaching,  until  they  reach  the 
senior  grades.  It  will  be  obsei-ved  that  the  views  advanced  here 
are  entirely  consistent  with  the  statement  quoted  at  the  begiiniing 
of  this  topic,  for  it  can  be  truly  reiterated  that  the  teaching  of 
geogi*aphy  is  better  than  in  the  past,  especially  in  classes  where 
the  instruction  is  whoUy  oral. 

Two  hundred  sixty-two  (262)  of  our  Ninth- Year  pupils  passed 
the  Regents'  examination  in  geography  this  year — twenty-three 
less  than  last  year.  The  other  classes  averaged  eighty-seven  j^er 
cent  at  the  written  examination  in  June.  The  primary  schools  in 
which  the  instiniction  is  mainly  oral,  averaged  ninety-two  per 
cent.,  and  the  other  schools  eighty -five. 
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Language. 

The  changes  made  in  the  course  of  instruction  in  language 
have  been  in  the  details  rather  than  in  the  general  plan  of  the  work 
laid  out.  It  has  l>een  well  said  by  Prof.  Marcius  Willson  :  **  the 
great  error  in  our  systems  of  instruction  is  the  prevalent  idea 
that  we  should  view  every  subject  as  a  completed  science, — that 
we  should  then  reduce  the  science  to  its  so-called  elements  and 
b^in  our  teaching  with  these.  What  we  now  call  the  elements 
of  a  subject  are  the  expi*essions  of  its  general  truths,  the  final 
i-esults,  the  few  general  principles  which  science  hsis  deduced  from 
a  large  collection  of  facts  after  the  structure  has  been  completed  ; 
and  as  neither  national  nor  individual  culture  begins  with  these 
elements,  so  they  should  not  fii-st  be  presented  to  children." 

In  the  study  of  a  dead,  a  completed  language,  the  principles  of 
which  are  fixed  and  unalterable,  it  is  well  to  beghi  with  the  ele- 
ments which  the  research  of  ages  has  determined  to  be  primal,  and 
by  gradual  approaches  to  master  the  science  of  the  tongue  studied  ; 
but  in  learning  a  living  language,  whose  chief  characteristic  is 
its  constant  tendency  to  change,  whose  form  and  structure  are  sub- 
ject to  the  ilictates  of  usage — that  nof^ma  jusloquendi  from  which 
there  is  no  appeal,  and  which  has  made  the  English  of  to  day  so 
widely  different  a  thing  from  the  English  of  Chaucer  or  even  of 
Shakespere — a  radically  different  course  must  l)e  pui"sued.  It  is 
only  necessary  to  appeal  to  the  consciousness  of  evei*y  speaker  or 
writer  to  get  the  ready  admission  that  none  of  whatever  facility  in 
the  use  of  language  he  may  possess,  ctime  from  the  study  of  English 
Gmmmar  as  pursued  in  our  schools.  No,  wo  must  learn  to  write 
and  to  speak  correctly  as  a  child  leanis  to  talk,  by  constantly  re- 
peated imitations  ;  and  accordingly  as  the  models  we  follow-r-and 
we  do  follow  the  models  presented  to  us  by  our  every  day  com- 
panions, whether  they  be  books  or  men,  implicitly,  though  perhaps 
unconsciously — are  good  or  bad,  so  will  our  writing  and  speaking 
be  good  or  bad. 

The  important  thing,  then,  in  our  guidance  of  children  towards 
the  acquirement  of  ease  and  correctness  of  expression — ^the  early 
fixing  of  habits  of  usage  in  language  that  so  soon  become  a  second 
nature — is  to  see  that  from  the  earliest  moment  in  school-life,  every 
bpoken  or  written  sentence  that  comes  under  their  observation  be 
correct  and  even  elegant.  That  this  shall  be  done  must  be  made  the 
constant  care  of  every  teacher.  The  pupil  watches  the  movements 
and  imitates  the  words  and  actions  of  his  teacher  to  a  far  greater 
extent  than  the  teacher  is  perhaps  ever  conscious  of.     Let  the 
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teacher  never  speak  incorrectly  himself  nor  permit  an  incorrect  ex- 
pression of  a  scholar  to  pa88  unheeded,  and  we  will  see  and  hear 
such  forms  of  language  from  our  scholars,  as  would  honor  even 
"  a  well  of  English  undefiled." 

To  attain  such  a  result  or  as  close  an  approximation  thereto  as 
mortals  prone  to  err  can  attain,  is  the  design  of  our  reconstructed 
course  in  Language,  and  the  arrangement  of  its  details  is  such 
that  if  faithfully  carried  out  we  can  make  marked  improvement 
upon  the  work  of  the  past.  It  is  believed  that  while  in  this  coui-se, 
even  in  the  more  advanced  grades,  the  science  of  granmiar  is  con- 
stautiy  subordinated  to  the  art  of  expression,  nevertheless  the 
pupils  will  be  made  really  better  granmiarians  than  heretofore. 

While  the  text-book  in  English  Grammar  and  Composition, 
heretofore  used,  is  not  mentioned  in  the  course  of  study,  its  use  is 
to  be  permitted  in  any  of  the  Eighth  or  Ninth- Year  Classes,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  teacher.  As  long  as  we  use  the  Regents'  ques- 
tions as  a  test  for  admission  to  the  High  School,  so  long  must  we 
prepare  our  scholars  for  an  examination  in  technical  granmmr ; 
unless  by  some  happy  inspiration  the  questions  should  im  largely 
confined  to  practical  tests  of  ability  to  use  correctly  the  language 
which  our  children  are  studying  and  must  daily  employ. 

At  the  last  Regents'  examination,  two  hundied  seven  (207) 
passed  in  Grammar  being  forty  nine  (49)  less  than  hist  year  and 
eighty-one  (81)  less  than  two  yeai*s  ago.  At  the  June  semi- 
annual examination,  the  Language  claji^ses  averaged  eighty-seven 
(87)  per  cent,  on  a  more  difficult,  but  more  practical  set  of  papei's 
than  those  offered  by  the  Regents. 

BkSTORY  OF   THE   UnITED  StATES. 

All  the  classes  in  American  History,  examined  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, upon  the  basis  of  the  text-hook  now  in  use,  were  marked 
excellent,  except  two,  which  were  ranked  nsgood.  Of  the  Ninth- 
Year  Classes,  which  were  tested  by  the  Regents'  questions,  two 
were  ranked  as  excellent,  eleven  as  good,  and  two  as  fair.  The 
excellent  classes  in  this  study  outnumber  those  of  last  year  by  four. 
The  inference  is  a  fair  one,  from  this  result,  that  the  change  of  text- 
books made  last  year  was  a  wise  one. 

In  the  last  report,  the  test-paper  offered  by  the  Regents  was 
criticised  at  considerable  length.  Much  of  the  same  line  of  criti- 
cism will  apply  to  the  paper  given  this  year  ;  but  upon  the  whole, 
it  was  by  no  means  an  unfair  one.  The  questions  are  evidently 
prepared,  however,  for  scholars  at  least  two  years  older  than  our 
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pupils  average  at  the  time  of  admission  to  the  High  School.  The 
Regents  classify  American  History  as  an  academic  study,  and 
with  propriety  adjust  their  test  to  the  somewhat  mature  academic 
scholars  who,  throughout  this  state  generally,  participate  in  the 
advanced  examinations.  They  cannot  be  asked  to  lower  their 
!»tandard,  which  is  cerUiinly  none  too  high  to  meet  the  conditions 
of  average  academic  classes  in  this  subject.  To  subject  our  com- 
paratively young  pupils  to  this  test  is  manifestly  unfair  to  them 
and  to  their  instructoi-s.  The  result  does  not  justly  represent  the 
work  done  in  American  Histoiy  in  our  schools.  We  are  sure, 
from  other  tests,  that  the  instruction  given  in  History  is  as  good 
as  in  any  other  branch  pursued  in  the  schools.  It  is  suggested, 
therefore,  that  the  candidates  be  examined  for  admission  upon  a 
paper  prei)ared  so  as  to  determine  their  proficiency  and  still  keep 
in  view  their  age  and  the  character  of  their  instruction.  In  this 
way  both  teachers  and  scholars  will  be  spared  the  humiliation  of 
what  we  know  are  only  apparent  failures.  In  order  that  the 
pupils  may  undertake  the  Regents*  paper  while .  fresh  from  the 
study,  it  is  also  suggested  that  the  examination  in  History  for  ad- 
mission to  the  High  School  take  place  a  week  or  two  before  the 
date  of  the  Regents*  Examinations.  These  papers  can  then  be 
examined  and  marked;  and  on  the  day  appointed  by  the  Regents, 
their  test-papei-s  can  be  submitted  to  the  candidates  as  heretofore. 
This  plan  will  remove  all  the  objections  uiged  against  the  use  of 
the  Regents*  [)aper  in  History,  and  still  retain  the  advantages  now 
gained  from  an  examination  of  scholars  who  have  just  completed 
their  coui-se  in  the  study. 

Penmanship. 

hiist  year  ninety-seven  (97)  classes  were  marked  excellent  in 
|)enniansLip  ;  this  year  one  hundred  forty-two  (142)  cla^«es  were 
given  tiiat  rating.  This  sufficiently  evidences  the  rapid  improve- 
ment we  are  making  in  this  important  art.  No  change  of  plan 
hjis  lieen  made ;  but  it  is  thought  that  added  experience  has 
enhanced  the  skill  of  our  instructor.  The  fact  that  penmanship 
is  made  an  equal  factor  in  determining  promotions  with  other 
branches,  supplies  all  the  stimulus  needed  to  lead  all  concerned 
to  pmiseworthy  eflbrt. 

Drawing. 

The  more  presence  of  the  more  than  three  thousand  citizens  who 
attended  the  exhibition  of  Drawing  on  Decoration  Day  attests  the 
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strong  hold  the  pursuit  of  art  has  already  takeu  in  our  schools. 
The  day  was  wisely  chosen  ;  for  very  many,  released  from  business 
cares  and  their  usual  avocations,  were  glad  to  give  an  hour  or  two 
to  the  viewing  of  our  scholai-s'  ait-work  who  could  not  have  been 
drawn  from  their  labors  upon  ordinary  week  days. 

The  exhibition  was  by  far  the  finest  yet  given  by  our  schools. 
Its  superiority  consisted  largely  in  the  greater  range  of  work 
shown  and  the  finish  of  its  execution.  Heretofore,  while  the 
drawings  have  been  sufliciently  meritorious,  there  has  been  a  mono- 
tony in  the  general  effect  of  the  exhibition  which  wjis  rather  pall- 
ing in  its  influence  on  the  visitors.  This  year,  the  large  variety  as 
well  as  the  general  excellence  of  the  drawings,  elicited  consider- 
able enthusiasm  among  the  throngs  that  viewed  them.  The 
univei-sal  plaudits  which  met  the  ear  on  this  occasion  fully  com- 
pensated our  energetic  and  skilful  drawing  master  for  the  manj' 
hours  of  labor  and  anxiety  he  had  given  to  the  preparation  of  the 
classes  which  finally  produced  work  so  creditable  to  themselves 
and  their  instructors. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  award  the  Lynch  Art  Medal 
reported  at  the  Commencement  Exercises  of  the  High  School  that 
while  they  had  hesitated  for  some  time  before  they  could  decide 
the  I'espective  merits  of  two  of  the  drawings  submitted  in  com- 
petition, they  had  finally  decided  that,  as  the  medal  wjus  offered 
for  the  best  specimen  of  industrial  drawing,  Miss  Susie  H.  King 
was  entitled  to  the  prize.  The  Committee  feeling  that  the  other 
drawing  in  question  was  of  such  superior  merit  as  to  deserve  more 
than  ordinary  commendation,  presented,  on  their  own  account, 
another  gold  medal  to  Miss  Alice  M.  Hotaling  who  had  pro- 
duced the  drawing  which  had  called  forth  this  evidence  of  their 
high  appreciation. 

Both  of  these  medals  were  presented  to  the  young  ladies  men- 
tioned in  a  well-timed  and  graceful  speech,  by  James  F.  Tracey,  Esq. 

That  our  work  in  the  depai-tment  of  drawing  compares  favor- 
ably with  that  of  other  localities  is  shown  by  the  following  awards 
made  at  the  competition  for  prizes  offered  by  the  Dixon  Crucible 
Co.  this  year,  viz.:

It  is  cei-tainly  creditable  that  Albany  should  be  awarded  nine 
out  of  the  seventy-five  prizes  competed  for  by  hundreds  of  draw- 
ings sent  from  all  parts  of  the  Union.  Our  drawing  master  and 
the  Conuiiittee  in  charge  of  this  department  feel,  nevertheless, 
that  these  achievements  are  but  the  beginnings  of  the  ait-career 
of  our  schools,  and  l)espeak  for  the  department  the  same  heaity 
support  it  has  always  received  at  the  hands  of  the  Board. 

Music. 

The  new  program  arranged  by  the  Committee  on  Music  and  the 
Musical  Director  had  been  in  successful  operation  for  seven  months, 
when  all  connected  with  the  schools  wei-e  stiddened  by  hearing 
that  our  director  had  been  attacked  by  a  sudden  and  severe  illness, 
and  within  a  few  days  our  sadness  was  turned  into  deepest  grief 
by  the  announcement  that  the  esteemed  teacher  and  beloved  friend 
was  no  more. 

This  was  no  common  loss  ;  for  during  his  fifteen  years  of  ser- 
vice in  our  schools  Thomas  Spencer  Lloyd  had  so  endeared  him- 
self to  teac bet's  and  pupils  that  each  one  felt  that  he  had  been 
bereaved  of  a  pei*8onal  friend. 

Of  the  worth  of  Mr.  Lloyd's  professional  services  it  is  not 
nec^ssjuy  to  speak.  Albany  has  possessed  no  other  such  thorough 
musical  scholar  and  versatile  musician  and  composer.  The  musical 
world  is  familiar  with  the  tender  melodies,  the  grand  symphonies 
and  the  glorious  chants  that  emanated  from  his  poetic  brain. 

Mr.  Lloyd's  connection  with  our  schools  began  as  instructor  in 
the  High  School  alone,  in  1868.  At  the  opening  of  the  next 
school-year,  September,  1869,  the  charge  of  the  department  of 
MhsIc  in  all  the  city  schools  was  entrusted  to  him.  From  that 
time  until  the  day  of  his  sudden  illness,  he  labored  unceasingly  to 
raise  the  standard  of  attainment  in  his  beloved  ait  among  our 
pupils.  By  a  gradual  but  progressive  process,  he  finally  elimi- 
nated all  mere  rote  or  memorized  singing  from  the  course  aud 
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established  a  system  of  thorough  instruction  ,  in  the  theory  of 
music,  combined  with  constant  voice-culture,  that  at  the  period 
immediately  preceding  his  death  was  producing  such  results  si^s 
called  forth  the  strongest  expressions  of  adiniration  even  from 
those  who  were  disposed  to  criticise  unfavorably  the  teaching  of 
music  in  our  schools. 

The  feeling  of  the  Board  upon  the  merits  of  Mr.  Lloyd's  in- 
struction and  the  sense  of  the  loss  sustained  by  his  death  is 
attested  by  the  following  report  adopted  April  16,  1883  : 

''Albany,  Apml  16,  1883. 
**  To  the   Boiird  of  Public  Inslriiclion  : 

**  It  has  become  the  sad  duty  of  the  committee  having  charge  of 
the  department  of  music,  to  announce  to  the  Board,  the  death  of 
Thomas  Spencer  Lloyd,  for  many  years  the  director  of  the  study 
of  music  in  our  schools. 

'*  In  September,  1868,  Mr.  Lloyd  took  charge  of  vocal  music  in 
the  newly  organized  High  School,  and  at  the  beginning  of  the 
following  school  year,  at  the  unanimous  and  unsolicited  request 
of  the  Boaid,  he  assumed  the  direction  of  that  branch  of  instruc- 
tion in  all  the  public  schools.  From  that  day  until  his  bust  brief 
illness,  a  period  of  about  fouiteen  years,  Mr.  Lloyd  gave  the  best 
efforts  of  his  untiring  and  vei-satile  talents  to  the  development  of 
a  good  musical  taste  and  a  widespread  knowledge  of  his  beloved 
art  among  the  thoussuuls  of  children  attendant  upon  his  instruc- 
tion. 

'*Al)out  six  years  ago,  the  plan  of  instruction  in  this  department 
was  modified  so  as  to  give  special  prominence  to  the  science  of 
music.  Although  the  new  departure  entailed  additional  and 
severe  labor  upon  the  director,  he  undertook  the  work  with 
cheerful  enthusiasm,  and,  seconded  by  our  faithful  and  energetic 
corps  of  teachers,  produced  such  excellent  results  as  have  called 
forth  the  strongest  praise  from  competent,  and  in  some  cases, 
even  prejudiced  critics. 

**  Aside  from  the  high  encomiums  which  your  committee  is  moved 
to  utter  upon  the  eminent  professUmal  usefulness  of  Mr.  Lloyd, 
whose  works  of  genius  will  sing  his  praises  long  after  his  pemon- 
ality  has  faded  into  forgetfulness,  your  committee  wishes  to  bear 
the  warmest  testimony  to  his  worth  as  a  man.  No  stronger 
evidence  of  the  esteem  in  which  he  wjis  held  by  those  with  whom 
he  was  in  daily  contact  can  be  adduced  than  the  throngs  of  friends 
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and  pupils,  chiefly  from  the  public  schools,  who  crowded  the 
aisles  and  filled  all  available  space  during  the  funeral  services,  and 
who  had  patiently  stood,  for  hours,  in  their  anxiety  to  pay  their 
last  tribute  of  respect  to  a  departed  friend. 

**  Your  committee  feels  that  the  schools  of  Albany  have  suffered 
a  serious  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Lloyd,  whose  faithful  anu  well- 
(lii-ected  labors  have  made  a  permanent  impress  upon  the  system 
in  which  he  was  so  important  a  factor.  Your  committee,  there- 
foi-c,  thinks  it  befitting  and  requests  that  this  brief  rec*itiil  of  the 
:^ntiments  of  the  school  authorities  be  spread  in  full  upon  the 
minutes  of  the  Board.

By  none,  except  his  own  family,  was  the  death  of  Mr.  Lloyd 
so  keenly  felt  as  by  those  who  were  his  almost  daily  companions 
in  school-work.  He  was  accustomed  to  consult  with  your  Super- 
intendent every  week  concerning  the  special  interests  of  his  de- 
partment, anu  it  is  a  pleasant  though  sad  privilege  to  testify  to 
his  earnest  devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  vocation.  His  eminent 
professional  ability  and  his  peculiar  success  in  holding  the  atten  ' 
tion  of  a  class,  and  by  pure  will-power  and  a  forceful  presence, 
in  carrying  large  groups  of  singers  through  the  mazes  of  the  most 
difficult  music,  made  him  singularly  well  fitted  for  the  iK)sition 
he  so  long  and  so  ably  filled.  But  by  those  with  whom  he  was 
brought  into  daily  and  intimate  contact,  his  gentle  yet  manly 
character  will  be  l)est  iememl)ered.  Incapable  of  working  an 
injury  upon  another,  he  possessed  a  most  uncommon  and  charm- 
ing confidence  in  the  general  goodness  of  mankind,  which  was 
but  the  reflection  of  his  own  guileless  and  simple  character.  To 
him  the  poet^s  characterization  of  the  ideal  man  : 

"Integer  vitce  aceleriaque  puma," 

applies  with  peculiar  fitness. 

The  sentiments  of  his  co-workers  in  our  schools  are  set  forth  in 
the  following  expreijsion  adopted  with  heartfelt  unanimity  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Grammar  School  Principals : 

The  deiith  of  Thomas  Spencer  Lloyd,  lat(*  director  of  music  in 
the  public  schools  of  this  city,  is  to  us  an  irreparable  loss  and  a 
subject  of  profound  sorrow. 

Endowed  by  nature  with  musical  genius  of  superior  order,  pos- 
sessing excellent  judgment,  studious  inclinations  and  indomitable 
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pei-severance,  he  not  only  succeeded  in  attaining  a  high  position 
88  a  composer  and  a  performer,  but  in  achieving  the  most  gratify- 
ing success*  as  a  teacher.  Master  of  his  subject  himself,  he  set  a 
high  and  exacting  standard  of  attainment  before  his  pupils ;  yet 
he  always  allotted  their  task  with  considerate  regard  to  their  age, 
capacity  and  circumstances,  and  was  withal  so  slow  to  find  fault, 
so  quick  to  bestow  merited  commt^ndation,  so  obliging,  kind  and 
courteous  in  his  intercoui*se,  alike  with  pupils  and  fellow  tt?«chei"s, 
that  he  will  ever  be  held  by  both  in  grateful  and  aiSectionate 
remembrance. 

Although  assembled  as  educators  for  the  purpose  of  paying  a 
tribute  of  respect  to  the  memoiy  of  a  beloved  professional  brother, 
we  cannot,  as  men,  refrain  from  expressing  our  admiration  of  his 
character  as  displayed  in  all  the  other  relations  he  sustained  in  this 
community.  The  record  of  his  life  as  citizen,  husl)and,  father, 
companion,  friend  and  neighbor  ;  of  his  usefulness,  his  integrity, 
his  industry,  and  his  successful  devotion  to  his  chosen  profession, 
is  a  volume  to  which  his  friends  can  refer  with  pride,  and  which 
may  be  commended  to  all  as  abounding  in  examples  worthy  of 
imitation. 

We  will  attectionately  cherish  his  memory,  and  fondly  indulge 
the  hope  that  he,  whose  life  was  devoted  to  the  ministry  of  that 
delightful  ait  which  contributes  so  largely  to  the  joy  of  earth,  and 
which  is,  by  a  universal  instinct,  associated  with  the  m(»st  enlight- 
ened conceptions  of  Heaven,  has  entered  into  the  enjoyment  of  a 
blissful  immortality. 

To  the  meml>ei-s  of  his  stricken  family  we  extend  our  hesirtfelt 
sympathy  and  invoke  for  them  the  most  abundant  consolation.

The  system  of  instruction  established  by  Mr.  Lloyd,  was  so 
firmly  implanted  and  so  well  understood  and  carried  out  by  all 
the  teachers,  that  the  work  in  this  department  wiis  succe^fsfully 
maintained  to  the  close  of  the  school  year  without  the  assistance 
of  a  new  director.  The  June  examination  in  the  theory  of  music 
showed  only  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  percentage  obtained  ;  and 
that  diminution  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  questions 
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were  prepared  upon  the  basis  of  the  directions  given  in  the 
Manual,  which  differed  somewhat  from  the  plan  pui*sued  by 
direction  of  Mr.  LU)yd  during  the  year. 

It  is  suggested  that  during  the  coming  year  no  director  of 
music  be  employed.  A  more  explicit  outline  of  the  course  in 
music  should  be  prei)ared  and  furnished  to  the  teachei's,  who  it  is 
believed,  will  then  be  able  to  conduct  the  exercises  successfully. 
This  plan  will  work  well,  provid(»d  that  all  newly  appointed  teachere 
are  properly  fitted  to  continue  the  work.  This  can  be  done  eco- 
iionucally,  for,  ;w  it  is  necessary  that  a  special  teacher  of  music 
should  i)e  provided  for  the  High  School  in  the  preparation  of  all 
pul)lic  exercises  as  well  Jisfor  regular  weekly  instruction,  the  same 
person  could  continue  the  instruction  heretofore  given  by  Mr. 
Lloyd,  to  the  pupil  teachers  in  the  Teachers*  Training  Class,  and 
thus  keep  up  our  supply  of  well-grounded  teachei*s  of  the  theory 
of  music.  This  plan  can  be  carried  out  for  a  small  sum  cohipared 
with  the  amount  heretofore  paid  for  instruction  in  music. 

Discipline. 

Slowly  but  inevitably  the  conviction  is  forcing  itself  upon  the 
minds  of  teachei-s  and  school-olficers  that  their  efforts  to  mold  and 
form  the  characters  of  children  by  means  of  pressure  from  with- 
out, rather  than  by  development  from  within,  have  been  futile 
and  too  often  even  harmful.  The  strongest  evidence  of  this  grad- 
ual awakening  to  the  true  principles  of  school-government  is  found 
in  the  rapid  tendency  eveiy  where  shown  towards  the  laying  aside 
of  the  rod  as  the  major  factor  hi  discipline. 

Two  years  ago  1236  cases  of  corporal  punishment  were  reported 
from  our  schools.  Last  year  there  were  677  cases  reported,  and 
this  year  only  336.  This  decrease  of  about  fifty  per  cent,  per 
anmim,  if  continued,  will  soon  wipe  out,  without  resoit  to  ofllcial 
repression,  a  custom  as  revolting  to  the  best  impulses  of  hu- 
manity as  it  is  useless  and  futile  of  good  effects.  The  day  is 
rapidly  psissing  away  when  our  children  are  to  be  regarded  and 
treated  as  criminals  past  reformation,  and  that  better  da}'  is  dawn- 
ing when  the  constant  effort  of  teachei's  will  be  directed  to  leading 
thcin  to  right  action  by  implanting  and  developing  such  motives 
as  will  tend  to  the  construction  of  good  character. 

The  highest  numlier  of  cases  of  corporal  punishment  in  one 
month  last  year  was  103,  the  highest  this  year  was  54.  The  least 
number  last  year  in  one  month  was  38,  this  year  it  was  9.     It  is 
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hoped  that  next  year  we  may  be  permitted  to  report  more  than 
one  month  as  having  passed  without  any  resort  to  the  rod. 

Two  years  ago  two  schools  reported  no  cases  of  l)odily  punish- 
ment; last  year  five  schools  made  the  same  pleasing  report,  and  this 
year  seven  schools  had  no  occasion  to  use  the  rod,  while  in  two  others 
it  Was  applied  but  once.  May  these  shadows  thus  constantly 
grow  less  I 

It  has  been  contended  by  some  advocates  of  corporal  punish- 
ment that  great  evil  would  follow  fron^  its  disuse  through  a  con- 
sequent increjise  in  the  number  of  suspensions.  Our  experience 
shows  that  no  such  increase  follows  from  a  less  frequent  use  of 
this  means  of  discipline.  In  1880-1  we  had  eighty-six  cases  of 
suspension;  in  1881-2,  exactly  the  same  numl)er;  and  this  year 
we  have  had  eighty-two  cases.  There  seems,  then,  to  be  no 
ground  for  the  fear  expressed  that  suspensions  will  increase  in 
number.  Indeed,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect,  on  the  contrary,  that 
when  more  rational  methods  of  discipline  prevail  in  all  theschools, 
the  number  of  suspensions  will  decrease.  It  is  noticeable  that  the 
school  which  reports  the  largest  number  of  suspensions  has  also, 
with  one  exception,  the  largest  number  of  cases  of  punishment, 
while  three  of  the  schools  which  report  none  of  the  latter,  also 
report  none  of  the  former. 

The  resoit  to  coi*poral  punishment  is  sometimes  compelled  by 
the  inefficiency  of  assistimt  teachei-s.  Either  from  poverty  of  re- 
sources or  from  lack  of  patience,  they  too  often  apply  the  most 
stringent  means  of  discipline  to  the  correction  of  minor  ofienses  ; 
so  that,  when  a  graver  oflense  is  committed,  they  have  no  severer 
measure  to  employ  ;  and  perforce  the  culprit  is  sent  to  the  princi- 
pal, who,  upon  inquiry,  finds  that  the  teacher  has  already  used 
the  dernier  resai^l  permitted  her  by  the  regulations,  and  that  nothing 
is  left  for  him  to  do,  should  he  find  it  necessary  to  sustain  her  au- 
thority, but  to  apply  the  rod,  however  repugnant  the  task.  Were 
assistant  teachers  more  careful  to  mete  the  punishments  they  inflict 
in  proportion  to  the  gravity  of  the  oflense  and  to  try  a  series  of 
milder  measures  before  attempting  the  heroic  remedies  which  ad- 
mil  of  no  gradation,  they  would  seldom  be  forced  to  appeal  to 
higher  authority  for  support. 

At  our  Teachers'  Training  School,  the  pupil  teacheis  are  en- 
joined to  practice  such  methods  of  government  as  will  prc»clude 
the  use  of  corporal  punishment,  and  when  the  full  influence  of 
the  principles  there  inculcated  is  felt  throughout  the  schools,  it 
is  believed  that  this  custom  will  be  consigned  to  the  realms  of  tra- 
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dttion.  /  It  speaks  well  for  the  good  influences  of  our  teachers  to 
be  able  to  report  a  decrease  of  113  in  the  number  of  cases  of  tru- 
ancy, although  the  total,  537,  is  much  larger  than  we  would  like 
to  record. 

Promotions. 

The  publication  of  the  tables  giving  the  number  of  promotions 
made  by  each  school  has  produced  the  salutary  effect  intended. 

The  whole  number  of  promotions — there  being  at  least  two  op- 
portunities for  pi-omotion  during  each  year — this  year  was  18,941, 
or  182  per  cent,  of  the  average  memberehip — 9,833 — .  r  in  real- 
ity 95  per  cent,  from  a  possible  100,  an  improvement  of  nine  per 
cent,  upon  the  general  i-esult  of  last  year.  While  fifteen  schools 
fall  somewhat  below  the  average,  only  a  few  are  so  low  as  to  call 
for  special  attention.  The  lowest  percentiige  is  103.  On  account 
of  this  failure  and  for  other  reasons  affecting  the  well-being  of  the 
school,  the  Board  refused  to  re-elect  the  principal  reporting  this 
meagre  result.  Two  other  schools  fall  below  150  yiev  cent,  of 
promotion.  The  causes  o'  these  palpably  insuj£cient  results  will 
be  inquired  into.  It  is  hoped  the  cause  lies  in  some  clerical 
error  in  making  the  report,  rather  than  in  failure  to  advance 
pupils  who  are  prepared  for  promotion. 

Admission  to  the  High  School. 

Three  hundred  thirty-six  (33ri)  candidates  were  examined  for 
admission  to  the  High  School  this  year — four  more  than  last 
year.  Thiee  hundred  twenty  nine  (329)  of  these  were  from  our 
own  school  and  seven  (7)  from  private  or  parochial  institutions. 
Ceilificates  of  admission  were  granted  to  two  hundred  ninety- 
nine  (299).  Thirty -two  of  the  thirty-seven  refused  admission  were 
from  ouis,  and  five  from  private  schools  ;  that  is,  ninety  percent, 
of  our  pupils  succeeded  and  thirty  per  cent,  of  those  from  other 
schools. 

Two  hundred  fifty-two  (252)  candidates  met  the  requirements 
of  the  Regents'  test  in  arithmetic  ;  two  hundred  sixty-four  (264) 
in  geography  ;  two  hundred  nine  (209)  in  £!:rammar ;  two  hun- 
dred fifty -two  (2.52)  in  si>elling  ;  and  eighty-six  (86)  in  American 
History. 

One  hundred  fifty-two  (152)  Regents'  certificates  are  claimed. 

The  genend  average  of  our  scholars  in  the  leading  subjects  of 
the  examination,  is  as  follows  :

No  change  in  the  conduct  of  this  examination  is  recommended, 
except  the  one  fiilly  set  forth  in  the  discussion  of  ihe  topic  of 
History.

No  lovelier  day  ever  smiled  upon  a  happy  coujpany  of  three 
hundred  youth  than  Thursday,  the  28th  of  last  Juue.  The  recur- 
rence of  this  f^te  day  had  been  looked  forwai-d  to  with  joyous 
anticipations  for  weeks  by  those  who  were  to  receive  from  approv- 
ing officials  the  testimonials  which  bore  witness  to  their  meritori- 
ous work  as  pupils  of  the  Grammar  Schools. 

The  stage  was  adorned  with  manv-hned  and  fragrant  flowera  ; 
the  addresses  were  crisp,  cheery  and  congratulatory  :  the  choruses 
were  inspiriting  ;  and  when  the  proud  recipients  of  diplomas  and 
certificates  filed  across  the  platform,  and  passed  ofl*  adorned  with 
tiny  bouquets,  all  who  wi  nessed  the  beautiful  scene  rejoiced  at  the 
sight  of  the  beaming,  exuberant  happiuess  that  pervaded  those

AWARD  OF  CERTIFICATES  OF  ADMISSION  TO  HIGH  SCHOOL.

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High   School. 

The  registered  number  of  pupils  attending  the  High  School  this 
year  was  586 — an  increase  of  6.  The  average  daily  attendance 
was  527 — an  increase  of  17.  The  monthly  average  for  September 
was  562,  for  June  492.  Seventy -six  (76)  students  were  graduated. 
The  class  just  admitted  numbers  29S^  Should  the  416  pupils 
l)el()nging  to  the  school  after  deducting  the  graduates,  and  the 
whole  of  the  new  class,  attend  in  September,  the  total  would  reach 
715.  But  past  exix'rience  has  shown  that  a  considerable  number 
of  the  old  pupils  will  not  return  and  that  many  of  the  newly 
admitted  will  not  join  the  school.  Probably  fifteen  per  cent,  of 
the  full  numl)er  will  not  appear,  thus  leaving  a  total  for  next  year 
of  about  600.     For  this  number  the  building  has  ample  room. 

Members  of  the  Committees  on  Examinations  and  the  High 
School  attended  the  oral  examinations  in  January  and  June. 
Their  opinion  of  these  exercises  and  of  the  general  conduct  of  the 
school  hiis  already  been  reported  to  the  Board.  Your  Superiu- 
teiid(»nt  listened  to  many  of  these  examinations,  and  made,  during 
the  year,  a  number  of  speciiil  visits  to  the  regular  recitations,  and 
he  is  glad  to  say  that  thorough  and  satisfactory  as  has  been  the 
work  of  this  scliool  in  the  pjuit.  he  believes  this  year  ha^  been  the 
most  fruitful  of  its  existence. 

The  strongest  testimony  that  can  be  adduced  of  the  permanent 
good  performed  by  this  institution,  is  the  esteem  in  which  its 
eight  hundred  graduates  are  held  by  this  community.  The  friends 
and  promotei-s  of  this  school  point  with  pardonable  pride  to  the 
many  men  and  women  of  its  Alumni  who  are  occupying  positions 
of  usefulness,  honor  and  trust.  We  are  specially  proud  of  the 
presence  of  two  of  our  High  School  graduates  in  the  Board  of 
Public  Instruction. 

The  Connnencement  Exercises  this  year  were  attended  by  the 
usual  throng  of  intelligent  and  appreciative  citizens,  and  were  of 
the  usual  high  and  interesting  character. 

The  details  pertaining  to  this  year's  work  of  the  High  School 
will  ]ye  found  in  the  ac».companying  able  and  exhaustive  report  of 
its  Principal. 

Teachers'  Training  Class. 

The  Board  and  all  interested  in  the  well-being  of  the  rising  gen- 
erations of  this  city — and  who  of  our  citizens  would  willingly  l)e 
excluded  from  these  ? — are  heartily  congratulated  upon  the  suc- 
cessful establishment  of  our  Teachers'  Traiuing  Class.     No  such 
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important  eutei^rise,  fraught  with  far-reaching  influence  for  good, 
has  been  inulei'taken  by  the  Board  since  the  founding  of  the  High 
School. 

It  is  now  well  recognized  that  a  training  department  for  the 
instruction  of  those  who  are  to  become  the  teachers  in  a  system  of 
graded  schools,  together  with  an  opportunity  to  put  the  principles 
inculcated  into  pi-actiee  under  the  direct  supei-vision  of  experienced 
teachei-s,  is  as  essential  to  the  production  of  skilled  instructors 
who  will  l)e  able  to  give  a  full  return  in  services  for  the  wages 
paid  by  the  public,  as  is  the  hospital  to  the  production  of  skilled 
physicians  and  surjjeons.  Indeed,  the  relation  of  the  training 
school  to  the  High  and  Normal  Schools  is  exactly  that  of  the  hos- 
pital to  the  medical  colleges.  It  molds  into  practical  form  i-eady 
for  every  day  use,  the  knowledge  and  the  principles  acquired  in 
the  schools. 

Who  can  regaid  a  medical  student  fresh  from  the  college,  no 
matter  how  thorough  his  theoi-etical  preparation  may  be,  as  being 
as  well-fitted  to  enter  his  family  and  take  charge  of  precious  lives, 
as  he  who  has  supplemented  his  college  cour>e  by  a  year  or  more 
of  observation  and  practice  in  the  wards  of  a  crowded  hospital  ? 
The  public  well  understands  the  difierence  and  rewards  the  bet- 
ter prepared  physician  accordingly.  High  and  Normal  schools 
and  colleges  and  universities  furnish  our  coming  teachers  with 
full  opportunities  to  acquii-e  the  needful  literary  and  theoretical 
knowledge.  The  training  school  fits  them  to  put  their  theories 
into  practical  use,  so  that  when  they  are  entrusted  with  the  mold- 
ing of  the  minds  and  to  some  degree,  the  morals  of  our  children, 
our  future  citizens  and  rulei-s,  they  are  prepared  to  take  imme 
diate  and  intelligent  charge  of  the  high  trust,  and  are  not  com- 
pelled to  acquire  their  skill  and  experience  at  the  expense  of  those 
whom  they  are  paid  to  benefit,  not  to  be  benefited  by. 

It  would  seem  as  if  such  plain  propositions  would  meet  with 
universal  assent  from  all  who  believe  in  the  maintenance  of  public 
schools.  It  is  only  fair  to  say,  at  this  juncture,  that  whatever 
opposition  has  been  made  to  the  estiiblishment  of  the  Training 
School,  has  l)een  based  entirely  upon  the  question  of  expense. 
All  who  have  looked  into  the  matter  are  ready  to  admit  the  gi-eat 
usefulness,  if  not  the  absolute  necessity,  of  the  department 

Nor  did  those  who  opposed  us  seem  disposed  to  object  to  the 
modest  expenditure  which  the  school  would  entail  during  the  pre- 
sent year.  They  did,  however,  express  the  fear  that,  in  the  future, 
what  seemed  to  be  now  a  trifling  sum  compared  to  the  great  good 
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accomplished,  might  be  swollen  with  the  growth  of  the  puWic 
school  system,  to  some  enormea'S  and  burdensome  amount. 
Basing  their  argument  upon  such  false  analogies  as  the  well-known 
fact  that,  in  the  past,  public  buildings  and  parks  and  other  enter- 
prises, often  had  coat  as  many  hundreds  of  thousands  as  their  pro- 
jectoi-s  had  promised  that  they  should  tens,  they  created  visions 
of  expense  in  the  future  history  of  the  training  school,  which  can 
never  be  aught  but  the  figments  of  imagination. 

It  needs  but  a  few  words  to  show  how  absolutely  limited  the 
training  school  is  by  the  conditions  of  its  plan,  in  the  possibility 
of  exceeding  a  very  moderate  exi>enditure.  In  the  first  place,  no 
building  will  ever  be  required  for  this  special  purpose.  We  shall 
always  use  some  regular  school  for  the  practice  work,  and  all 
other  exercises  fieing  at  an  hour  when  the  children  are  absent,  the 
same  or  any  school  building  will  furnish  the  room  required  with- 
out expense.  In  the  second  place,  neither  special  apparatus  nor 
special  text-books  ai-e  required.  We  use  the  apparatus  provided 
for  the  primary  classes,  and  the  instruction  by  the  conductor  of 
the  chiss  is  in  the  form  of  lectures  and  familiar  talks.  A  blank 
note  book  for  each  pupil  teacher,  a  ream  or  two  of  foolscap  and 
a  few  printed  blanks  for  the  use  of  critic  teachera,  comprise  all  the 
stationery  required.  The  salary  of  the  conductor  and  possibly 
that  of  one  extra  teacher  should  the  class  increase  ir)  size,  will  con- 
stitute the  only  other  items  of  expense  that  can  possibly  occur  ; 
the  critio-te:ichei*s  being  those  who  are  now  employed  and  whose 
salaries  remain  the  same  as  heretofore  and  who  would  be  employed 
and  paid  if  the  training  school  did  not  exist.  ^

This  full  statement  and  explanation  is  here  given  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  well-meaning  but  evidently  misinformed  gentlemen 
who  have  hitherto  opposed  the  establishment  of  the  Training 
School  through  an  iiniocent  misapprehension  of  its  purpose  aud 
cost. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  cla^  bis  not  been  estab- 
lished for  the  purpose  of  giving  professional  training  to  its  indi- 
vidual members,  but  wholly  and  entirely  for  the  benefit  of  the 
children  they  will  be  called  upon  to  instruct,  and  in  order  that  the 
public  may  get  the  intelligent  and  fruitful  service  for  which  it 
pays,  and  which  can  be  procured  in  no  other  way  so  economically 
and  surely.  That  the  members  of  the  cIikss  do  get  special  profes- 
sional training  is  a  mere  incident  and  not  ihe  purpose  of  its  estab- 
lishment. 

The  fact  that  during  the  coming  year  the  Board  will  be  enabled 
to  conduct  this  class  not  only  without  any  expense,  but  that  it 
may  become  a  source  of  income,  as  will  be  explained  farther  on 
in  this  discussion,  must  wholly  disiirm  those  who  have  so  far  con- 
tinued to  object  to  its  mamtenance.  The  Board  received  a 
courteous  note  from  a  gentleman  of  this  city  last  fall,  a-sking  that 
the  opinion  of  legal  authorities  be  obtained  as  to  the  right  of  the 
Board  to  carry  on  this  Teachers'  Class.  Two  opinions  were  asked 
and  obtained,  a  written  one  from  the  city's  corporation  counsel, 
aniCu  verbal  one  fiom  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion. The  tii-st  doubted  the  authority  of  the  Board  ;  the  second 
was  clear  that  the  work  was  entirely  within  the  province  of  the 
Board.  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  discuss  this  point,  although  it  is 
my  conviction  that  the  latter  opinion  is  the  correct  one.  In  this 
conflict  of  opinion,  the  Board  deemed  it  best  to  apply  to  the  Leg- 
islature for  such  special  legal  authority  as  would  remove  the  matter 
from  the  region  of  doubt.  A  bill  for  that  purpose  wjis  intioduced 
in,  and  promptly  passed  by,  the  Assembly ;  but  owing  to  the  op- 
position of  those  who  were  tearful  that  the  class  might  grow  into 
an  expensive  atfair,  although  they  freely  admitted  its  undoubted 
usefulness  and  its  present  little  cost,  the  bill  never  emerged  from 
the  connnittee  room  of  the  Senate.  Meanwhile,  upon  application 
of  the  Board,  the  Regents  of  the  University  designated  the  High 
School  as  one  of  the  institutions  of  the  state  for  the  instruction  of 
teachers.     This  placed  the  class  upon  an  unquestioned  legal  basis 
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during  the  remainder  of  the  school-year.  It  not  being  certain  that 
this  appointment  could  be  obtained  every  year,  and  the  Board  be- 
ing unwilling,  of  course,  to  continue  the  class  while  there  was 
doubt  as  to  its  legal  status,  it  was  feared  that  the  class  must  be 
discontinued  until  the  legislature  gave  more  explicit  authority. 
At  this  point,  a  happy  solution  of  the  diflSculty  offered  itself  which 
permits  the  continuance  of  the  class  without  expense  to  the  city 
and  thus  removes  any  pretext  even,  for  oi)position.  The  Principal 
of  Primary  School  No.  24,  announced  her  intention  of  rasigning, 
in  order  to  bestow  her  hand  upon  a  worthy  gentleman  of  this  city. 
Whereupon  Miss  Crannell,  the  conductor  of  the  Teacherb*  Class 
offered — should  the  Board  deem  it  proper — to  undertake  the  duties 
of  the  position  thus  vacated  and  to  carry  on  the  Teachera*  Class 
also  without  pay  beyond  the  salary  heretofore  paid  for  the  services 
of  the  principal.  The  Board  gladly  accepted  the  proposition  and 
has  elected  Miss  Crannell  as  Principal  of  School  No.  24. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  the  continuance  of  the  class  is  provided  for 
al>8olutely  without  expense.  Indeed,  should  the  High  School  be 
again  designated  to  conduct  a  Teachera'  Class  by  the  Regents,  the 
cbiss  will  become  a  souice  of  income  probably  to  the  same  amount 
as  WAS  received  this  year. 

The  Teachers'  Chuss  was  organized  in  October  last,  and  con- 
tinued its  seiisions  until  the  middle  of  June.  The  class  numbei*ed 
thirty-<*ight  (38)  at  the  outset ;  but  during  the  year,  seven  obtained 
positions  as  teachers  and  four  dropped  out  for  various  reasons, 
leaving  twenty-seven  (27)  who  participated  in  the  final  exami- 
nations, and  who  will  receive  licenses  to  teach  in  our  schools. 
The  class  was  conducted  upon  the  general  plan  detailed  in  last 
yeai-'s  report,  though  some  variations,  suggested  by  experience, 
were  found  beneficial. 

An  important  feature  of  the  plan  is  the  record  kept  by  each 
critic  teacher,  giving  her  estimate  of  the  comparative  value  of  the 
practice  work  done  by  the  pupil  teachers  in  her  presence.  Each 
critic  marks  the  members  of  the  class  upon  the  following  distinct 
points : 

Method  of  Instruction  ;  Power  of  Questioning;  Power  of  Con- 
trol; Manner;  Voice;  Language  (used  and  accepted);  Neatness 
(Desk,  Blackboard,  Person);  Punctuality;  Animation;  Originality. 

The  marks  are  reported  to  the  conductor  of  the  class  who 
entei's  them  in  a  permanent  record  book  for  future  reference. 
As  these  reports  embody  the  opinions  of  several  wholly  disin- 
terested persons,  they  must  give  a  quite  accurate  exhibit  of  tbt 
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qualities  of  each  member  of  the  class.  It  is  thought  that  this 
i-ecord,  which  will  be  accessible  to  officials  only,  will  prove  of 
special  value  to  members  of  the  Board  who  may  have  appoint- 
ments to  make. 

The  work  done  during  the  year  is  fully  described  in  the  follow- 
ing extiact  from  the  report  of  Miss  Crauuell : 

**  The  instruction  for  the  year  has  been  as  follows  : 

1.  Subject-matter  in  Reading  and  Phonics,  Writing  Music, 
Drawing,  Civil  Government,  School  Economy  and  U.  S.  History 
for  those  members  of  the  class  who  had  not  passed  the  Regents' 
Examination  in  that  study. 

2.  Methods  in  Reiiding,  Spelling,  Writing,  Greography,  Lan- 
guage, Music,  Drawing,  History  and  Object  Lessons. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  lectures  and  recitations,  each  of  the 
young  ladies  completing  the  courae,  has  given  lessons  in  her 
own  class  upon  assigned  subjects,  and  has  taught  several  weeks 
in  the  primary  department  of  School  N(».  15.  The  whole  of  this 
practice  work  was  done  under  the  supervision  of  the  method 
teacher,  while  that  in  the  primary  training  school  was  also  care- 
fully ol)served  and  criticised  by  the  regular  teachei*s  of  the  classes. 

In  this,  the  first  year  of  the  Trahiing  Class,  there  have  been 
many  unavoidable  difficulties'in  the  way  of  complete  success,  yet 
I  camiot  but  feel  that  we  have  every  reason  to  be  satisfied  with  the 
results  attained. 

At  the  l)eginuing  of  the  year,  most  of  the  class  were  either 
indifferent  or  averee  to  the  work  required  of  them  ;  this  feeling, 
I  am  happy  to  report,  gradually  gave  way  to  a  deep  and  earnest 
sense  of  the  importance  of  normal  training,  and  the  young 
ladies,  with  but  few  exceptions,  have  heartily  co-operated  with  the 
teacher  in  every  respect. 

If  we  have  succeeded  in  arousing  the  class  to  a  proper  sense  of 
the  great  responsibility  of  the  profession,  and  infusing,  in  them 
that  enthusiasm,  without  which  success  rarely  crowns  any  effort, 
as  well  as  some  knowledge  of  the  correct  principles  and  methods 
of  instruction,  we  may  rest  witisfied  that  our  work  has  not  been  in 
vain  ;  this,  I  trust,  has  been  accomplished. 

Experience  hns  demonstrated  that  in  our  profession,  more  than 
in  any  other,  pvrhtLpH,  theory  and  practice  should  go  hand  in  hand. 
The  actual  teaching  done  by  the  membei's  of  the  class  in  the  Pri- 
mary Training  School  has  lieen  the  important  feature  of  the  course, 
and  one  which  will  especially  conduce  to  future  success  in  their 
chosen  field  of  labor." 
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Next  year  the  superior  facilities  of  School  No.  24,  as  a  field  for 
olwervatioii  and  practice, — there  being  twelve  primary  rooms 
instead  of  the  six  at  No.  15. — will  |)enuit  a  much  longer  period 
of  preliminary  observation  and  a  correspondingly  larger  amount  of 
actual  practice  in  the  school-room. 

CouBSE  OF  Study. 

Refei-ence  has  been  made  in  the  discussion  of  several  of  the 
preceding  topics  to  an  amended  course*  of  study.  The  considem- 
tion  of  what  changes  could  be  made  in  our  genemi  plan  of  work 
with  advantage,  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  and 
the  gi-jmi mar  school  principals  during  the  majority  of  their  month- 
ly meetings  for  consultation  and  discussion  during  the  past  year. 
Whatever  radical  changes  were  proposed  were  talked  over  freely 
and  considered  delil)erately,  and  those  which  were  finally  adopted 
were  approved  with  unanimity.  The  more  imporUmt  dcpailui-es 
from  the  former  couree  have  been  fully  described  in  preceding 
pages  of  this  report.  The  changes  in  the  courses  in  Reading  and 
Language  will  admit  of  immediate  use  and  will  go  into  effect  at 
the  beginning  of  the  next  year.  Those  propost^d  in  the  course  in 
Number  are  of  such  a  nature  as  to  require  gradual  introduction. 
The  dozen  or  so  Fii-st  and  Second- Year  class(»s  which  were  sUirted 
on  the  new  plan  will  be  able  to  continue  the  same;  but  those 
which  were  st-irted  in  the  old  way  must  continue  in  the  sjime 
paths.  All  newly  formc^d  classes  will,  of  coui-se,  be  exi)ected  to 
conform  lo  the  new  requirements.  The  amended  coui^se  was  duly 
reporteil  to  the  Board  in  June,  refeired  to  tlic  appropriate  Com- 
mittee, and  was  adopted  at  the  bust  meeting  of  the  Board  in  July 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Con)mittee. 

This  action  necessitates  the  revision  of  the  coui-se  of  study  as 
printed  in  the  manual,  and  since  a  Committee  of  the  Board  is  now 
engaged  in  revising  the  by-laws  and  general  regulations,  and  as  it 
hap|)ens  that  the  last  edition  of  the  manual  is  entirely  exhausted, 
it  is  recommended  that  a  new  edition  be  printed  as  early  in  the 
coming  year  as  practicable. 

School  Programs. 

There  is  no  portion  of  the  organization  of  a  school  upon  which 
\in  success  depends  more  than  the  daily  program  ;  and  perhaps 
tiiere  is  no  one  thing  which  teachei-s  as  often  fail  in  arranging  upon 
such  principles  as  conduce  to  the   best  interests  of  their  pupils. 
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The  making  of  the  program  is  ceilainly  the  province  of  the  prin- 
cipal ;  yet  every  teacher  should  be  able  to  form  a  judgment  as  to 
the  working  value  of  the  program  assigned.  The  inability  of 
some  to  exercise  such  judgment  has  been  evident  in  several  cases 
which  came  under  my  observation  this  year.  During  a  visit  at 
one  of  our  schools,  I  observed  that  the  tiiist  exercise  was  in 
arithmetic.  One-half  of  the  class  worked  at  the  blackboards, 
while  the  other  half  worked  the  same  problems  upon  slates  at 
their  seats.  This  continued  for  forty  minutes.  At  its  close,  the 
class  seemed  weary,  and  it  was  evident  that  the  time  given  to  one 
subject  was  much  too  long.  I  gave  an  involuntary  sigh  of  relief 
when  the  teacher  gave  the  signal  for  a  change.  I  asked  what  the 
next  subject  would  be  and,  to  my  utter  bewilderment,  was  told  it 
would  be  arithmetic;  but  that  the  pnpils  at  the  i)lackboards  would 
change  places  with  those  who  had  been  working  on  slates,  and 
that  this  work  would  go  on  for  another  forty  niinute><.  Eighty 
consecutive  miimtes  given  to  the  most  exhausting  subject  on  the 
li^t  I  I  passed  immediately  to  another  room  and  found  exactly 
the  same  state  of  affaira.  In  perfect  astonishment,  I  sought  the 
Principal  and  asked  what  it  meant.  He  was  as  much  surprised 
as  I,  and  informed  me  that  these  teiichei-s  had  l>een  told  to  give 
eighty  or  ninety  minutes  during  the  day  to  the  subject  of 
arithmetic  ;  but  that  they  were  making  a  continuous  exercise  of 
that  length,  he  did  not  know  ;  and,  of  couri^e,  he  would  see  that 
they  desisted  from  the  use  of  such  an  absui*d  program.  Now,  if 
these  teachers  had  clearly  understood  the  proper  arrangement  of  a 
program  they  never  would  have  made  so  egregious  a  blun'der. 

In  forming  a  daily  progmm.  the  fii'st  thing  that  a  teacher  should 
note  is  that,  under  our  present  schedule,  her  daily  work  Ixjgins  at 
twenty  minutes  before  nine  in  the  morning  and  continues  until  half- 
past  eleven  ;  is  resumed  at  five  miimtes  before  one,  and  closes  at 
half-past  thi-ee  o'clock.  Every  second  of  this  time  belongs  and 
must  be  given  to  school  work  alone.  To  the  conscientious^  and 
successful  teacher,  the  twenty  minutes  before  the  bell  strikes  are 
invaluable.  She  always  finds  plenty  to  do.  The  blackboards 
must  be  cleared ;  the  erasers  cleaned  and  placed  in  position;  the 
crayons  distributed ;  the  slates  arranged ;  the  chart  placed  in 
readiness ;  the  number-table  set  in  order ;  apparatus  for  object  and 
other  lessons  placed  where  the  hand  can  rest  upon  them  instantly 
when  they  are  wanted;  backward  pupils  nmst  be  assisted.;  the 
absentees  or  tardy  scholars  of  yesterday  looked  after ;  in  fine,  she 
never  has  a  moment  too  much  in  which  to  prepare  lor  the  day's 
work. 
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Every  program  should  start  thus : 

A.    M. 

8.40-9.00— Get  ready  for  work  !  and 

p.    M. 

12.55-1.15 — Get  ready  for  work  I 

Next,  the  teacher  should  see  that  the  length  of  each  exercise  is 
properly  proportioned  to  the  age  and  advancement  of  the  pupil. 

During  the  Fii-st  and  Second  Years  no  recitation  should  occupy 
more  tlvdii  fifteen  minutes,  while  some  need  take  no  more  than  ten» 
From  the  Third  to  the  Fifth  Years,  inclusive,  the  time  for  each 
Ic^sson  should  not  exceed  twenty  minutes.  From  the  Sixth  to  the 
Ninth  Yeai-s,  inclusive,  no  exercise  should  continue  more  than 
thirty  minutes.  Indeed,  I  believe,  it  would  be  wise  to  extend 
this  hist  limitation  through  the  High  School  coui*se.  I  am  satis- 
fied from  personal  experience  Jki  a  teacher  in  High  School  grades, 
from  observation  and  from  the  testimony  of  scholars,  that  more 
real  progress  will  follow  from  a  crisp  lively  exercise  of  thirty 
minutes  than  from  the  forty-five  minutes  now  given. 

As  far  as  the  limitations  above  set  for  primary  programs  are  con- 
cerned, most  tesichei-s  will  readily  acquiesce;  but  many  will  plead  for 
longer  recitations  for  the  Grammar  and  Higji  School  classes,  upon 
the  ground  that  these  clajj^ses  are  so  large  in  numbei'S  that  each 
scholar  cannot  recite  every  day.  To  the  Grannnar  School  teachers 
I  would  sjiy,  if  thirty  minutes  be  too  few  for  your  exercises  in 
Arithmetic  or  Heading,  give  two  recitation  horn's  to  each  of  these 
subjects,  one  in  the  moi'uing,  the  other  in  the  afternoon.  To  the 
High  School  teuchei-s  I  would  suggest,  that  thiity  minutes  recita- 
tions will  give  six  exercises  a  day,  instead  of  five,  and  thus  permit 
smaller  divisions  to  be  made,  and  more  pupils  to  recite  every  day 
than  do  now.  A  gain  of  one  recitation  a  day  means  five  additional 
hours  for  each  teacher  ;  or,  with  the  present  corps,  eighty  recita- 
tion hours  a  week.  The  adoption  of  this  plan  would  give  imme- 
diate relief  by  permitting  a  sub-division  of  eight  or  ten  burden- 
somely  large  divisitms. 

The  trouble  with  our  programs  is  not  that  too  much  time  is 
given  everyday  to  Arithmetic  or  Geography;  but  that  the  dose 
jjiven  at  once,  is  too  larc^e  for  assimilation,  and  the  mental  stom- 
achs  of  our  children  too  often  are  nauseated  and  weakened  by  too 
long  sustained  efforts.  High  School  pupils,  bright,  earnest  stu- 
dents, have  assured  me  that  the  last  fifteen  minutes  of  the  ordi- 
nary recital  ion  hour  are  generally  **  flat,  stale  and  unprofitable." 
Why  not  make  these  exei-cises  of  such  length  that  interest  will  not 
flag  ?  Thirty  minutes  will  prove  none  too  short  for  effective  work. 
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Finally,  the  program  should  be  armuged  with  reference  to 
giving  lo  the  daily  lessons  such  a  pleasing  variety  as  will  be  rest- 
ful and  yet  stinuilating  by  the  very  act  of  changing  from  one  kind 
of  work  to  another.  The  transitions  should  be  sharp  and  well- 
defined,  so  that  the  tendency  to  mental  weariness  may  be  tuiiied 
into  renewed  activity  ;  Number  might  well  succeed  Reading,  and 
Music,  Number.  Work  closely  related  in  matter  or  character 
should  be  separated  by  some  wholly  dissimilar  lesson.  A  lesson 
in  Penmanship  should  not  follow  a  written  exercise  in  any  sub- 
ject ;  nor  should  History  succeed  Geography.  If  cognate  sub- 
jects must  sometimes  adjoin,  let  the  work  be  oral  and  written 
alternately  on  succeeding  days. 

The  foregoing  suggestions,  while  dogmatic  hi  form,  are  not 
intended  to  be  dictatorial.  They  are  founded  on  what  ai-e  believed 
to  be  correct  principles  well  calculated  to  produce  that  gradual 
and  symmetrical  development  of  the  child-mind  which  is  the  end 
we  are  seeking. 

Preparation  of  Work. 

A  college  professor,  whose  former  pupils  rise  up  every  day  and 
call  him  blessed,  siiid  once,  that  although  he  had  been  teaching 
the  same  subjects  for  more  than  thiily  yeai-s,  and  every  line  and 
word  of  the  text-books  he  used,  were  ''familiar  as  household  words," 
he  never  entered  the  class-room  without  being  able  by  previous 
study  either  to  bring  out  something  new,  or  to  |)re»ent  the  old  in 
a  new  and  more  impressive  form.  If  this  experienced  teacher 
finds  the  daily  preparation  of  his  work  so  essential,  how  much 
more  im[)erative  is  the  necessity  that  our  young  instructoi-s  fully 
prepare  the  lessons  they  place  before  the  immature  and  budding 
minds  they  are  helping  to  develop  I  Yet  some  of  our  tejichers 
never  think  of  looking  at  a  lesson  until  the  class  is  before*  them. 
Besides  the  imperfect  presenUition  of  the  lesson  which  nmst  fol- 
low from  this  lack  of  preparation,  there  results  also  a  loss  of  time 
which  may  not  unjustly  be  characterized  as  sinful. 

That  j'oung  teachei-s  do  not  appieciate  the  importance  of  con- 
stant and  careful  preparation  of  school  work,  is  showy  by  the  fol- 
lowing circumstance  : 

A  pupil  of  the  training  school,  the  conductor  of  which  had  im- 
pressed upon  the  class  the  paramount  necessity  of  complete  prepara- 
tion for  every  day*s  work,  wjussent  to  substitute  for  a  few  days  in  a 
large  Grammar  School.  The  Principal,  who  has  had  charge  of 
the  school  for  nearly  thirty  years,  relates  that  at  the  close  of  the 
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first  day  he  observed  the  substitute  passing  out  with  an  armftil  of 
b(X)ks.  He  asked  her,  pleasantly,  what  she  was  proposing  to  do 
with  all  those  books.  She  replied,  as  if  it  were  a  matter  of 
course,  ••  I  am  going  to  get  ready  for  to-morrow^s  work."  He 
told  her  to  go  ahead  and  assured  her  she  was  on  the  direct  road 
to  succe^  in  teaching.  After  i*elating  the  occurrence,  the  princi- 
pal remarked,  **  that  was  the  fii-st  time  in  all  my  experience,  that 
a  substitute  wad  known  to  make  any  preparation  for  the  next  day 
without  lieing  directed  to  do  so."  May  this  exception  soon  change 
to  a  rule  I 

It  is  suggested  that  our  principals  may  compel  daily  prepara- 
tion of  l(^iSons  by  their  tesichers,  by  requiring  them  to  set  down 
every  day  in  a  note-book,  the  amount  and  kind  of  preparation 
made ;  the  note-book  to  be  subject  to  inspection  by  the  Principal 
or  any  supervising  officer. 

Teachers. 

Two  hundred  forty  (240)  teachers  were  employed  by  the  Board 
this  year — seven  (7)  more  than  the  previous  year.  The  additional 
teacbei-s  were  assigned  as  follows :  One  to  the  High  School,  one 
to  No.  8,  one  to  No.  17,  one  to  No.  21,  two  to  No.  23,  and  one 
to  the  Training  School.  These  additions  to  the  force  were  required 
by  increased  attendance,  except  in  No.  17,  where  another  teacher 
l)ecame  necessary  because  the  Principal  was  niade  supervisory, 
and  i-elieved  from  constant  class  work.  Two  hundred  seventeen 
(217)  of  the  teachei-s  are  women  and  twenty-three  (23)  men. 
Ihe  former  number  has  increased  eight  (8),  and  the  latter  has 
decreased  one  (1).  One  hundred  twenty-one  (121)  are  graduates 
of  the  High  School ;  fifty-nine  (59)  of  Normal  Schools  ;  fourteen 
(14)  of  colleges  and  the  remainder,  forty-six  (46)  were  educated  at 
various  academies  and  seminaries. 

Twenty-two  (22)  new  appointments  were  made  during  this 
year,  an  increase  of  six  (6).  A  change  of  nine  per  cent,  in  the 
personnel  of  so  large  a  corps  as  oui-s  should  not  materially  affect 
its  effectiveness,  and  when,  as  soon  must  l>e  the  case,  all  the  new 
appointees  are  chosen  from  those  who  have  had  the  advantages 
(jffered  by  the  course  in  the  training  school,  the  deterioration 
caused  by  these  changes  will  be  greatly  lessened. 

Viewed' as  a  whole,  our  teaching  force  may  be  justly  regarded 
as  a  well-trained  and  efficient  body.  Enthusiasm  and  devotion 
to  duty  mark  the  efforts  of  nearly  all,  and  correspondingly  good 
results  follow  their  endeavors. 
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Teachers'  Meetings. 

Th<3  usual  monthly  meetings  of  the  Grammar  School  Princi- 
pals were  held  during  the  year.  The  majority  of  these  meetings, 
as  stated  before,  were  devoted  to  the  discussion  of  proposed 
changes  in  the  course  of  study.  A  paper  of  great  interest  was 
read  by  Principal  E.  E.  Packer,  upon  School-Room  Manners. 
At  the  request  of  all  who  listened  to  its  first  reading,  Mr.  Packer 
read  the  paper  to  all  the  teachers  of  our  schools  in  the  chapel  ot 
the  High  School.  At  the  solicitation  of  many  persons,  this 
excellent  essay  will  be  published  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Board  for  the  current  year. 

A  few  gallant  spirits  among  our  women  teachers  feeling  that  if 
conference  and  discussion  strengthened  the  men,  it  would  also  help 
them,  established  a  series  of  monthly  meeting  at  which  papers  on 
educational  topics  were  read  and  discussed.  A  valuable  paper  on 
School  Government  by  Miss  Cranuell,  of  the  Training  School,  was 
felt  to  be  so  full  of  wise  suggestions  that  a  city  paper  published  it 
in  full,  for  the  benefit  of  those  teachei-s  who  did  not  attend  its 
reading,  as  well  as  for  the  information  and  edification  of  the  gen- 
eral public.  Although  at  times  discouraged  by  the  companitively 
small  number  of  teachei-s  who  attended  their  meeting,  these  earnest 
women,  who  are  notably  among  the  best  and  most  suc<;essful  of 
our  teachei-s,  have  determined  to  continue  their  meetings,  believ- 
ing that  such  an  dissociation  must  eventually  become  a  powerful 
lever  in  elevating  and  strengthening  the  profession  of  which  their 
sex  forms  the  great  majority.  It  is  to  be  ho[)ed  that  next  year 
they  will  be  encouraged  by  the  presence  at  their  meetings,  of 
many  more  of  their  fellow- workers. 

Occasional  grade  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,  all  of 
which  are  believed  to  have  been  as  profitable  as  they  wei^e  cer- 
tainly attractive  and  interesting.  Although  the  great  necessity 
which  existed  a  few  years  since  for  these  meetings  is  mpidly  pass- 
ing away  through  increased  familiarity  with  improved  methods 
on  the  part  of  all  our  teachei-s,  yet  until  the  Training  School  has 
made  its  full  impress,  we  will  contiime  to  hold  them  as  often  as  we 
may  have  new  processes  to  exhibit.

CoifMENOEMENT. 

The  Rfteenth  Annual  Commencement  exercises  were  held  in 
Music  Hall  on  the  aftenioon  of  June  29,  1883.  The  destruction  of 
Tweddle  Hall,  in  which  our  commencements  had  l>een  held  for  many 
years,  rendered  the  selection  of  a  new  place  necessary,  and  consid- 
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erable  diversity  of  opinion  was  expressed  on  the  subject.  For  many 
reasons,  our  own  pleasant  chapel  would  be  a  very  convenient  and  ap- 
propriate place  for  our  graduating  exercises,  but  the  large  audience 
which  it  seems  absolutely  necessary  for  us  to  provide  for,  wiis  an 
insuperable  obstacle.  Institutions  which  graduate  small  classes 
experience  no  such  difficulty  in  affiirding  seats  for  all  who  have 
a  valid  claim  to  be  present.  The  proposition  to  go  to  one  of  our 
large  churches,  was  open  to  the  same  objection ;  none  ot'  them 
were  large  enough.  Only  Music  Hall  remained,  and  that  had 
been  condemned  as  not  provided  with  sufficient  exits  in  case  of 
fire.  But,  as  our  exercises  were  in  the  day-time,  and  at  a  season 
of  the  year  when  there  are  no  fires  in  the  building,  and  as  \t  was 
the  largest  hall  in  the  city,  it  was  thought  best  to  select  it.  The 
greatest  care  and  precaution  were  taken,  however,  to  guard 
against  panic.  All  the  arrangements  were  made  with  this  danger 
in  view,  and  policemen  were  stationed  in  each  of  the  gallery  stair- 
ways, and  at  various  points  throughout  the  halls  and  entrances. 
Our  exercises  were  marked  with  the  usual  quiet  and  perfect  order, 
and  the  expression  in  approval  of  the  selection  of  Music  Hall 
seemed  to  be  unanimous.  It  is  greatly  to  be  regretted  that  we 
have  in  Albany  no  public  hall  of  large  dimensions  and  safe  in  re- 
gard to  egress  in  case  of  alarm.  Not  one-half  the  demand  for 
tickets  for  our  commencement  exercises  can  at  present  be  satisfied. 
If  many  were,  this  year,  disappointed  in  obtaining  tickets,  it  is, 
at  least,  some  satisfaction  to  ioiow  that  the  hall  was  not  over- 
crowded. The  stage  was  beautifully  decorated  with  floral  designs, 
under  the  direction  of  a  committee  of  the  lady  teachers. 

The  exercises  were  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.   Ecob.

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JReview  op  the  Year, 


Nothing  in  the*  history  of  the  school  during  the  year  calls  for 
special  consideration  or  discussion.  The  most  valuable  work  in 
education  is  unseen.  Class  rooms  may  be  visited,  test  work  may 
be  inspected,  but  the  silent  influence  which  forms  the  mind  to 
right  habits  of  thought  and  to  the  appreciation  of  great  motives 
and  fills  the  heart  of  the  learner  with  high  aspirations  does  not 
readily  admit  of  analysis  or  measurement.  The  success  and  use- 
fulness of  a  school  will  thus  be  judged  more  by  its  product  than 
by  its  daily  work.  And  yet  teachers  differ  greatly  with  reference 
to  skill  and  efficiency.  Some  never  acquire  right  methods  of 
instruction.  And,  therefore,  I  am  glad  to  bear  witness  to  the 
marked  improvement  evinced  by  some  of  our  teachers.  In  the 
difficult  and  trying  work  of  instruction  it  is  no  small  achievement 
to  hold  one's  self  under  complete  control,  so  that  under  no  cir- 
cumstance will  patience  and  good  judgment  give  way.  My  own 
opinion  of  the  general  excellence  of  our  teaching  is  abundantly 
confirmed  by  the  results  of  the  Regents'  and  other  examinations. 
With  reference  to  the  higher  tests  by  which  the  institution  as  a 
whole  must  be  judged,  we  have  ample  cause  for  congi-atulation. 
The  habits  of  intelligent  application  and  thoroughness  acquired  in 
school  are  the  most  immediate  conditions  of  success  after  gradu- 
ation. This  has  been  illustrated  by  the  graduates  of  the  High 
School  in  various  ways — fii-st  and  most  directly  by  those  who 
continue  their  studies  in  higher  institutions.  The  number  of 
pi-izes  and  other  honors  taken  by  our  graduates  in  various  colleges 
and  professional  schools,  during  the  past  year,  is  very  remarkable. 
Securing  so  many  sharply  contested  victories  may  indicate  supe- 
rior natural  ability  in  our  young  men ;  it  undoubtedly  indicates 
superior  scholarship  and  training  ;  but  it  also  indicates  that  which 
is  far  more  important  than  either  of  these  as  a  condition  of  ulti- 
mate success  and  usefulness — a  spirit  of  self-reliance  and  hard  work. 
It  has  always  been  our  hope  and  aim  that  our  young  people  might 
become  imbued  with  this  spirit.  If  they  go  forth  with  the  clear 
apprehension  that  intelligent  perseverance  and  determination  are 
indispensable,  a  most  important  preparation  for  life  is  secured. 
But  we  have  better  proofe  than  college  honors  that  those  trained 
in  the  High  and  Public  schools  of  this  city  have  a  mental  outfit 
of  the  very  best  quality.  Many  of  them  have  already  gained  for 
themselves  an  assured  professional  or  business  standing!  Some 
are  filling,  with  credit  to  themselves  and  the  schools  in  which  they 
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were  trained,  high  and  responsible  positions.  Those  who  wish  to 
engage  in  business  pui'suits  readily  find  advantageous  openings ; 
indeed,  we  have  not  been  able  to  furnish  young  men  for  all  the 
positions  which  have  been  offered  of  late.  The  oft-repeated 
slander  that  the  public  schools  are  unfitting  our  boys  and  girls  to 
make  their  way  in  the  world  finds  no  support  in  the  history  of  our 
graduates.  Even  in  immediate  availability  and  readiness  for  such 
work  as  is  offei-ed,  they  have  a  vast  advantage  over  less  intelligent 
competitors,  while  in  chances  of  promotion,  ability  to  rise,  they 
are  immeasurably  in  advance. 

It  is  not  my  intention,  nor  is  it  necessary  at  this  late  day,  to  say 
anything  in  defense  of  public  high  schools,  still  less  would  I  speak 
in  a  way  that  might  seem  unfriendly  to  the  private  academies. 
We  need  more,  not  less,  secondary  schools,  and  all  should  culti- 
vate their  various  fields  in  harmony  and  good  will.  But,  my 
attention  having  been  turned  to  the  matter,  by  a  discussion  in  the 
last  convocation,  I  made  some  investigations,  and  was  suiprised  to 
find  to  how  large  an  extent  the  academies  of  this  State  have  become 
public  high  schools.  It  has  been  generally  supposed  that  certain 
conservative  elements  had  retarded  this  tendency  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  hence  that  there  were  fewer  high  schools  in  this 
State,  in  proportion  to  the  population,  than  in  most  of  the  other 
Northern  States ;  and  such  may  be  the  fact.  But  the  following 
comparative  exhibit  shows  a  rapid  progress  in  the  reorganization 
of  these  institutions  into  high  schools,  or  academical  departments 
of  union  schools :

The  increase  in  the  number  of  public  high  schools,  and  the  de- 
crease in  the  number  of  private  academies,  is  thus  seen  to  be  very 
marked.     In  some  instances  the  old  academies  have  disappeared  \ 
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m  most  cases  tbey  have  simply  been  changed  into  public  schools, 
and  become  a  part  of  the  sjrstem  of  graded  schools  in  the  city  or 
town  where  they  were  situated.  A  more  exact  and  significant  com- 
parison, showing  which  class  of  schools  is  doing  most  of  the  work 
of  secondary  education  in  this  State  at  present,  is  given  in  the 
following  table,  showing  the  number  of  Regents'  Preliminary  Certi- 
ficates granted :

The  increase  in  the  number  of  high  schools  during  this  period 
was  170  per  cent 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  Regents'  Preliminary  Certificates 
granted  to  high  sdiools,  was  492  per  cent. 
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The  last  decade  has  been  a  period  of  agitation  and  discussion, 
in  matters  relating  to  education.  The  daily  press  has  abounded 
with  criticisms  and  suggestions  upon  the  work  of  every  grade  of 
schools.  Beformei-s,  enthusiasts,  statesmen  and  philosophei-s  have 
alike  contributed  to  fill  our  peiiodical  literature  and  state  papers 
with  information  and  advice  with  reference  to  educational  affiiirs. 
That  much  of  this  discussion  has  been  intemperate  and  ill-judged, 
must  be  admitted  ;  but  that  it  has,  in  the  main,  aided  and  stimu- 
lated educational  work,  can  now  be  seen.  In  no  depaitment  has 
this  progress  been  moi-e  rapid  than  in  the  secondary  or  academic 
grade  of  educiition.  New  institutions  have  been  called  into  ex- 
istence and  others,  long  established,  have  received  a  new  life  and 
vigor.  Methods  of  instruction  have  been  improved,  standards  of 
scholarship  have  been  raised,  thoroughness  in  instructi6n  and  in 
study  have  been  attained.  Indeed  the  development  is  not  ade- 
quately represented  by  the  foregoing  statistics,  since  the  standard 
of  examination  has  been  in  the  meantime  considerably  raised. 
Probably  one-half  of  those  who  obtained  Regents'  Certificates  in 
1870  would  have  failed  if  the  examination  papers  had  been  as 
difficult  as  those  issued  in  1880.  The  fact,  then,  which  is  most 
significantly  shown  by  these  statistics,  is  that  the  secondary  schools 
of  this  State  have  made  rapid  improvement  in  thoroughness  and 
efficiency.  If  any  one  still  clings  to  the  venerable  theory  that 
the  education  of  a  decade,  or  a  generation  ago,  was  better  than 
that  of  the  present,  he  has  but  to  consult  the  records  of  the  Be- 
gents'  examinations  in  this  State.  The  oil-repeated  statement, 
that  completeness  of  organization  and  equipment  has  tended  to 
superficiality,  will  be  seen  to  be  not  simply  improbable  and  ridicu- 
lous, but  glaringly  untrue. 

There  can  be  no  doubt  that  the  multiplication  and  improvement 
in  the  high  schools  of  this  State  will  have  an  important  influence 
upon  public  and  industiial  affidrs.  The  great  need  of  the  present 
time  is,  not  more  workmen  or  more  voters,  but  more  intelligent 
and  upright  leaders.  Demagogues  are  generally  hostile  to  educa- 
tion; honest  and  able  statesmen  always  support  it.  We  need  men, 
in  every  pursuit  and  in  every  grade,  to  guide  the  formation  of  public 
sentiment,  and  diract  the  industries  and  enterprises  of  the  world. 
One  of  the  important  functions  of  the  high  schools  and  academies, 
scattered  like  watch-towers  all  over  the  land,  is  to  discover  the 
youug  men  and  women  of  superior  merit,  and  bring  them  for 
ward  into  the  influence  and  power  which  their  talents  qualify  them 
to  exert.  The  ranks  of  educated  men  must  be  constantly  replenished

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from  the  village  and  farm,  as  well  as  from  the  prosperous  city,  if  we 
would  maintain  and  elevate  the  tone  of  our  national  and  social  life. 

The  vacancy  caused  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  by  the  resig- 
nation of  Miss  Mary  Cochrane,  and  referred  to  in  my  last  repc^rt, 
was  filled  by  the  election  of  Miss  Helen  A.  Cochrane.  In  order 
to  relieve  the  overcrowding  of  certain  diviitions,  Miss  Agnes  R. 
Davidson,  was  added  to  the  coips  of  teachers.  About  the  first  of 
Februaiy,  Miss  Dora  C.  Wendell  severed  her  connection  with  the 
school  after  a  faithful  and  efficient  service  of  six  years.  The 
vacancy  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Mary  P.  Russ. 
During  the  recent  protracted  illness  of  Miss  Annesley,  her  place 
has  been  most  acceptably  filled  by  Miss  Gilbert. 

The  High  School  sustained  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  Profes- 
sor Thomas  Spencer  Lloyd.  He  was  highly  esteemed  by  his 
associates  and  beloved  by  his  pupils,  for  he  always  brought  to 
them  an  hour  of  rich  enjoyment.  He  had  been  the  teacher  of  music 
in  the  High  School  since  its  organization  in  1868,  and  by  his 
skill  and  efficiency  had  done  much  not  only  to  increase  the  repu- 
tation of  the  school,  but  also  to  cultivate  in  its  thousands  of 
pupils  a  love  for  the  best  music.  Many  of  the  finest  singei's  in 
the  city  owe  tohim  and  to  the  opportunities  afforded  by  the  High 
School  the  cultivation  of  voice  and  knowledge  of  music  which 
are  now  so  valuable  to  them.  The  pupils  of  the  school  mourned 
the  death  of  Professor  Lloyd  as  of  a  dear  friend  and  took  a  mel- 
ancholy pleasure  in  sending  beautiful  floral  offerings  for  his 
funeral.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Faculty  of  the  High  School,  held 
April  12,  1883,  the  following  memorial  and  resolutions  were 
unaninously  adopted.  Subsequently  they  were  suitably  engrossed 
and  framed  and  transmitted  to  the  &mily  of  the  deceased. 

To  the  Faculty  of  the  Albany  High  School: 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  assigned  the  sad  duty  of  draft- 
ing resolutions  relating  to  the  death  of  Prof.  T.  S.  Lloyd,  respect- 
fully presents  the  following : 

Whereas,  We  have  learned  with  profound  sorrow  of  the  sud- 
den death  of  Professor  Thomas  Spencer  Lloyd,  who,  since  the 
establishment  of  the  Albany  High  School,  has  so  ably  filled  the 
position  of  Instructor  of  Music  in  this  institution  ; 

Resolved,  That  in  the  sudden  death  of  Professor  Lloyd  we 
mourn  the  loss  of  an  efficient  teacher,  a  sincere  friend  and  a 
Christian  gentleman. 
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Resolved,  That  while  in  helpless  submission  we  bow  to  the 
inscrutable  decree  of  Divine  Providence,  we  deeply  mourn  the 
sudden  removal  of  one  whoso  genial  disposition  at  all  times  won 
our  friendship,  whose  nobleness  of  character  merited  our  esteem, 
whose  genius  challenged  our  admiration  and  whose  life  was  a  con- 
stant and  potent  influence  for  good  in  the  community. 

Resolved,  That  we  tender  to  the  bereaved  family  of  the 
deceased  our  cordial  sympathy  in  their  unspeakable  sorrow. 

Resolved,  That  as  a  mark  of  respect  we  attend  the  funeral  of 
our  deceased  colleague  in  a  body. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  entered  in  full  upon  our 
records,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  same  be  forwarded  to  the  family 
of  the  deceased.

The  school  has  received  the  usual  number  of  distinguished  vis- 
itors during  the  year,  among  them  Governor  Cleveland  and  Gen- 
eral Eaton.  The  brief  addresses  delivered  by  these  gentlemen  to 
the  dchool  were  models  of  wise  counsel  and  encouragement  to 
those  engaged  in  the  work  of  self-improvement.  The  labor  and 
difficulty  in  obtaining  examining  committees  led  the  executive 
committee  to  dispense  with  the  services  of  such  committees  of  citi- 
zens this  year.  It  is  not,  however,  intended  that  this  should  be  a 
permanent  change,  although  the  frequency  and  growing  impor- 
tance of  the  Regents^  examinations  have  rendered  these  commit- 
tees less  necessary  than  foimerly.  With  reference  to  the  Annual 
Oral  Examination,  the  Executive  Committee,  with  whom  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Examinations  was  associated,  have 
already  reported.  The  Semi-Annual  Oral  Examination  was  con- 
ducted in  the  same  way.  All  our  examinations  on  the  completion 
of  a  study  are  both  oral  and  written.  Whenever  it  is  possible 
we  use  the  Regents'  paper  for  the  written  part  of  the  examina- 
tion. I  have  been  surprised  -to  observe  how  much  more  careful 
scholars  will  usually  be  in  preparing  for  an  oral,  than  in  preparing 
for  a  written,  examination.  The  Regents'  Advanced  Academic 
Examinations  have  been  held  as  usual  during  the  year.

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for  three  years.  The  offer  was  thankfully  accepted,  and  after 
consultation  it  was  determined  to  award  the  prize  to  the  author  of 
the  best  Classical  Essay.  Such  essays  have  been  required  for 
many  years  from  the  classical  division  of  the  senior  class,  and  this 
prize  will  happily  emphasize  a  very  useful  feature  in  the  work  of 
the  senior  year.  As  elsewhere  stated,  the  prize  was  awarded  this 
year  by  a  committee  of  classical  scholars  to  Charles  B.  Cole,  and 
the  essay  is  published  in  the  Merit  Boll.

Albany: 

Gentlemen — The  petition  of  the  undersigned  respectfully 
shows — 

That  we  are  residentB  of  the  city  of  Albany,  and  that  our  re- 
spective houses  are  all  more  than  thi^eequarters  of  a  mile  from 
the  nearest  public  school-house,  which  is  situated  on  the  comer 
of  Ontario  sti'eet  and  Clinton  avenue. 

That  we  are  earnestly  desirous  to  affoi-d  our  children  the  fullest 
facilities  of  the  public  8ch(H)ls,  and  that  by  reason  of  the  distance 
above  referred  to,  we  are  almost  wholly  precluded  from  the  use 
of  such  fiu^ilities. 

That  we  have  set  opposite  our  names  the  number  of  our  chil- 
dren who  are  of  an  age  suitable  to  attend,  and  for  whom  we  desire 
to  secure  the  advantages  of  the  public  schools. 

That  the  residents  of  the  section  of  the  city  in  which  we  live 
are  clustered  iu  the  vicinity  of  the  junction  of  Central  and  Water- 
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▼liet  avenueB,  and  between  that  point  and  the  scbool-houae 
iieferred  to  is  a  lai*ge,  open  and  unpopulated  space  through  which 
the  children  who  attend  said  school  are  compelled  to  pass  in  all 
the  changes  of  the  weather. 

We  therefore  respectfully,  but  urgently  and  earnestly,  L*equest 
that  a  Primary  school  be  established,  at  some  point  near  the  corner 
of  Central  and  Watervliet  avenues,  and  that  your  Honorable 
Board  take  action  toward  locating  such  a  school,  at  the  earliest 
convenient  time,  to  the  end  that  our  children  be  afforded  equal 
facilities  with  others  throughout  the  city.

The  committee  is  gratified  in  being  able  to  report  a  budget  six- 
teen thousand  dollars  less  than  last  year,  and  the  lowest  budget  in 
[pub.  INS.]  26 
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four  yeai'8.  This  result  has  been  reached  without  lesseniug  the 
advantages  afforded  the  teachei-s  and  scholai^s  in  the  past,  and  yet 
providing  fully  for  the  wants  of  our  rapidly  growing  city.  The 
appropriation  for  the  completion  of  No.  2,  and  the  opening  of  a 
temporary  school  at  the  West  End  comply  in  gi-eat  part  with  the 
pressing  demands  heretofore  made  for  more  school  room,  and  ob- 
viate the  necessity  for  an  appropriation  for  a  new  building  at  a 
time  when  it  is  required  that  each  department  of  the  city  govern- 
ment should  aid  in  making  tolerable  the  tax  burden  of  our  citi- 
zens. 

Taking  in  their  order  the  several  items  whei-e  a  difference  is 
found  on  a  comparison  with  the  budget  of  last  year,  your  attention 
is  directed  to  the  fuel  account  first.  There  was  appropriated  in 
1882  $9,000,  to  which  was  added  a  surplus  then  on  hand  of 
$164.40,  and  a  re-transfer  of  $907.13  from  other  accounts,  that  had 
been  borrowed  from  fuel  account,  making  $10,071.53  reserve  for 
the  year  for  fuel  purposes.  Deducting  from  this  $7,661.40,  the 
expenditures  of  the  year,  we  have  a  baltince  of  $2,410.13,  which 
amount,  with  the  sum  placed  in  this  year's  budget,  $5,250,  equal 
the  payments  of  1883.  The  sum  reported  for  supplies,  $2,500, 
'is  $500  less  than  that  of  1883,  when  provision  was  made  for  $400, 
borrowed  from  fuel  account  in  the  total  appropriation  of  $3,000* 
There  is  a  deficiency  of  $500  in  the  appropriation  of  1883,  $1,500, 
for  text-books  and  stationery,  hence  the  increase  to  $2,000  for 
1884.     The  gas,  water  and  insurance  account  stands  as  follows :

Your  Committee  on  Law,  to  whom  was  referred  the  claim  of 
Timothy  Lyons  of  $300  damages,  for  delay  and  interference  with 
his  contract  of  painting  and  glazing  School  No.  5,  respectfully  re- 
port that  wc  have  examined  into  the  matter,  and  find  that  by  a  writ- 
ten contract,  dated  January  4,  1883,  duly  executed  by  this  Board 
and  said  Lyons,  he  agreed  to  furnish  all  materials  and  labor,  and 
do  the  painting  and  glazing  on  said  school  building,  and  to  have 
the  same  complete  by  the  1st  day  of  April  in  said  year.  Therein 
no  expressed  provision  in  said  contract  binding  the  Board  to  have 
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the  work  ready  at  any  time,  yet  it  is  fairly  to  be  presumed  that  the 
work  was  to  be  ready  so  that  Mr.  Lyons  could  complete  his 
job  by  April  1st,  the  expiration  of  his  contract.  Mr.  Lyons  was  to 
be  paid  for  the  whole  job  $848,  which,  he  informs  your  commit- 
tee, was  a  fair  figure.  He  continued  his  work  after  his  contract 
had  run  out,  and  completed  it  some  time  in  July.  He  has  been 
paid  the  full  amount. 

He  states  to  your  committee  that  his  loss  is  occasioned  by  the 
rise  in  the  price  of  labor,  but  principally  from  the  loss  of  other 
work.  He  says  that  after  April  1st  he  put  upon  the  job,  neces- 
sarily, 263  days'  work,  and  that  labor  had  advanced  from  fifty  to 
seventy-five  cents  per  day. 

The  architect  in  charge  informed  us  that  150  daj's'  work  would 
have  done  the  entire  contract  of  the  claimant,  and  that  about  twen- 
ty-five days'  work  were  done  on  the  contract  before  April  l6t,'aud 
that  good  labor  in  that  line  advanced  about  fifty  cents  per  day. 

It  would  then  appear  that  about  125  days'  work  were  done  on  the 
contract  after  April  1st,  and  no  more.  Your  committee  deem  the 
claim  of  Mr.  Lyons  extravagantly  large.  We  do  not  think  the  Board 
under  any  legal  liability  to  pay  the  damages  claimed,  or  any  part 
thereof.  The  claim  for  loss  of  other  work  we  consider  too  remote 
for  consideration.  Mr.  Lyon  elected  to  continue  and  complete  his 
contract  after  it  had  expired.  It  was  a  continuation  of  the  origi- 
bal  contract,  and  must  be  governed  by  its  terms,  which,  so  far  as 
the  Board  is  concerned,  have  all  been  complied  with.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  ascertain  whether  the  claimant  actually  advanced 
the  pay  of  his  workmen  employed  on  the  job  or  not. 

To  be  equitable  beyond  any  question,  your  committee  do 
recommend  the  payment  to  the  claimant  of  such  amount, 
when  ascertained,  as  he  actually  paid  his  workmen  employed  on 
the  said  school  work,  as  advanced  wages,  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  $62.50,  provided,  however,  that  he  accepts  the  same  in  full.

Your  Committee  on  Music  and  Drawing,  to  which  was  referred 
the  request  of  T.  C.  Hailcs,  Drawing  Master,  for  an  increase  of 
salary  from  $1,200  to  $1,500,  respectfully  report  :  ' 

That  upon  the  introduction  of  drawing  in  the  public  schools  in 
March,  1877,  Mr.  Hailes  was  elected  Drawing  Master,  at  a  salaiy 
of  $700,  which  shortly  after  was  increased  to  $1,000.  In  May, 
1882,  his  salary  was  further  increased  to  its  present  figure,  $1,200. 

Since  1877  the  labors  in  this  department  have  greatly  increased. 
As  the  schools  were  changed  from  large  study  halls  to  the  present 
graded  system,  the  demands  upon  the  time  and  the  attention  of 
the  Drawing  Master  became  greater  and  his  duties  more  onerous. 
At  the  same  time  the  grade  of  the  study  has. been  steadily  advanc- 
ing by  the  introduction  of  higher  forms  of  mechanical  and  free- 
hand drawing.  That  Mr.  Hailes'  efforts  have  been  attended  with 
success  is  evident  from  the  excellent  showing  made  by  our 
schools  when  placed  in  competition  with  the  schools  of  other  cities. 
Nine  out  of  seventy-five  prizes,  offered  by  the  Dixon  Crucible 
Company,  this  year,  were  taken  by  pupils  of  our  schools. 

Your  committee  deem  the  amount  asked  for  not  unreason- 
able for  the  grade  and  quality  of  the  services  rendei-ed,  and  they 
therefore  recommend  the  increase  of  the  salary  of  Mr.  Hailes  to 
$1,500  per  annum,  to  take  effect  Nov.  1,  1883.

ARTICLE  I. 

Meetings,  Order  of  Business,  Etc. 

Meetings^  whence  held, 

1.  All  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  shall  be 
held  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by 
the  Board. 

Stated  Meetings, 

2.  Stated  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  first  and  third  Mondays 
in  every  month  except  August. 

Hour  of  Meeting, 

4.  The  hour  of  meeting  shall  be  eight  o'clock  in  the  evening  ; 
but  special  or  adjourned  meetings  may  be  held  at  any  hour  that 
may  be  appointed. 

5.  At  each  meeting  the  Board  shall  be  called  to  order  at  the 
time  appointed,  and  the  Secretaiy  required  to  record  the  names, 
both  of  the  members  present  and  the  absentees.  Seven  members 
shall  be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum. 

Order  of  Business. . 

6.  At  all  stated  meetings,  the  business  before  the  Board  shall 
e  disposed  of  in  the  following  order :  • 

1.  Beading  and  approving  minutes  of  last  meeting. 

t.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees,  to  be  called  in  order. 

3.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

4.  Reports  or  communioatious  from  Superintendent 
6.  Commimications  received  and  acted  upon. 

6.  Miscellaneous  and  unfinished  business. 
No  business  shall  be  taken  up  out  of  said  order  except  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present  and  without  debate.  All  questions 
requiring  a  vote  of  the  Board,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall 
be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  membera  voting.  The  President 
of  the  Board  in  making  his  decision  or  any  parliamentary  question 
shall  be  guided  by  the  views  set  forth  in  Fish's  Parliamentary 
Manual. 
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When  a  member  desires  to  speak  or  make  a  motion,  he  shall 
rise  in  his  place,  address  the  presidmg  officer  by  his  proper  title, 
and  be  recognized  before  speaking. 

ARTICLE  11. 

Duties  of  the  Superintendent. 

11.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Supennteudeut  to  visit  the  several 
schools  of  the  city  at  least  once  every  two  months  ;  he  shall  meet 
the  teachera  as  often  as  once  a,  month,  in  order  to  aid  them  by 
suggestions  in  the  improvement  of  the  several  schools,  and  give 
them  such  directions,  under  the  instructions  of  the  Board,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  cari^  into  effect  its  regulations.  He  shall  pay 
particular  attention  to  the  classification  of  the  pupils,  and  to  the 
character  of  the  instruction  given,  and  as  often  as  requisite  report 
to  the  Board  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  several  schools. 
He  shall  i-ender  monthly  repoits  of  statistics  of  attendance,  tardi- 
ness, cases  of  discipline,  etc.  He  shall  make  an  annual  report  of 
the  attendance,  organization,  discipline  and  condition  of  the  schools, 
and  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  their  annual  report  to 
the  Conmion  Council.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  keep  a  record  of 
his  official  acts,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Board 
at  all  times;  to  keep  the  accounts  of  each  school  in  the  charge  of  the 
Board,  v^  such  manner  as  to  show  separately  the  amount  paid  on 
account  of  each  for  salaries  of  teachers,  supplies,  repaira,  cleaning, 
and  for  other  pui-poses,  distinguishing  between  furniture,  fuel  and 
other  supplies ;  and  generally  he  shall  act  under  the  direction  and 
advice  of  the  Board,  and  perfoi-m  such  other  duties  as  the  Board 
may  from  time  to  time  direct. 

The  Principals  of  the  several  schools  shall  have  power  to  assign 
their  assistants  to  the  conduct  of  such  grades  or  studies  as  they 
may  deem  for  the  best  interests  of  the  pupils ;  but  should  any  dis- 
agreement or  dissatisfaction  arise  in  consequence  of  such  assign- 
ments, the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Sul)-Committee  in 
charge  of  the  school,  or  the  Committee  on  the  High  School,  and 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  whose  decision  shall  be  final. 

12.  It  shall  be  his  duty  faithfully  to  keep  the  i-ecords  of  the 
Board,  and  to  record  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings  in  books  to 
be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  make  proper  indexes  of  the 
same.  He  shall  give  timely  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board 
to  each  member  thereof.  He  shall  also  notify  Committees  of 
their  appointment,  and  inform  them  in  writing  of  all  matters 
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referred  to  them  for  their  considerutiou,  and  render  at  ail  times 
such  aasiptsince  to  the  Committees  as  shall  be  requii*ed  of  him. 

IhUies  of  the  Supei^trUenderU  of  Buildings. 

18.  The  Superintendent  of  Buildings,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  and  the  Committee  on  Construction  and  Repairs  (through 
its  chairman,  or  a  majority  of  the  Committee),  shall  have  charge 
of  the  erection  of  new  school  buildings,  subject,  however,  to  the 
supervision  of  the  architect.  He  shall  also  superintend  all  repairs, 
subject  to  the  dii'ection  of  the  same  Committee,  as  above.  He 
shall  have  power  to  make  such  minor  repairs  as  need  immediate 
attention,  without  previously  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Board 
or  the  Committee,  employing  for  such  repairs  the  persons  who 
may  have  been  previously  designated  by  the  Committee  to  per- 
form needed  work. 

It  shall  be  his  duty  to  visit  each  school  at  least  once  in  each 
school  month,  and  see  that  the  school  buildings,  out-houses,  fences 
and  yards  aro  in  good  i*epair  and  in  a  cleanly  condition  ;  and  in 
case  Impairs  are  needed,  or  want  of  cleanliness  prevails,  he  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  chairman  of  the  Committee. 

He  shall  carefully  examine  all  bills  for  construction  and  repairs 
of  school  buildings,  etc.,  and  shall  certify  as  to  their  correctness 
to  the  Committee. 

He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Board,  and 
at  those  of  the  Committee  on  Construction  and  Repairs,  when 
notified,  keeping  careful  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
Committee. 

He  will  be  expected  to  give  such  assistance  to  the  Secretary  in 
the  work  of  the  office  as  will  be  consistent  with  a  faithful  discharge 
of  his  own  particular  duties. 

He  must  not  be  engaged  in  any  other  business,  but  must  give 
his  time  exclusively  to  the  service  of  the  Board. 

He  will  be  expected  to  establish  regular  hours,  as  far  as  the 
same  may  be  practicable,  when  he  may  be  found  at  the  office  of 
the  Board. 

The  Superintendent  of  Buildings  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at 
the  same  time  with  the  other  officers  of  the  Board,  and  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Board.  Seven 
affirmative  votes  will  be  required  to  elect,  and  the  same  number 
to  remove  him. 
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AETICLE  III. 

Number  of  Members  Composing  Committees. 

15.  All  Committees  shall  consist  of  three  members,  except  the

16.  All  Committees,  to  whom  any  matter  shall  be  referred, 
shall  report  in  writing  thereon  at  the  fir^t  stated  meeting  after 
such  reference ;  but  further  time  may  be  allowed  by  the  Board. 
Every  report  shall  be  signed  by  a  niiyority  of  the  Committee,  and 
shall  contain  a  statement  of  tacts  with  their  opinion  in  writing, 
except  in  rc^rd  to  bills  as  provided  for  in  section  7,  ailicle  1 ; 
and  no  i-eport  shall  be  made  by  a  Committee  unless  the  subject 
thereof  shall  have  been  considered  at  a  meeting,  of  which  all  the 
members  had  been  duly  notified  ;  but  a  Committee  may  be  requii*ed 
to  report  forthwith  verbally  or  otherwise  upon  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  all  the  membei-s  present  When  the  repoit  of  a  Committee 
is  made,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  may  present  its  views  in 
writing.

22.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Examinations  to 
examine  into  the  qualifications  of  persons  proposed  as  teachens  in 
any  of  the  schools  under  the  charge  of  the  Board,  and  to  report 
the  result  of  such  examination  to  the  Board  in  writing.  They 
shall  also  conduct  the  examinations  required  by  the  regulations  of 
the  Teachers'  Training  Class,  and  shall  also  recommend  to  the 
Board  to  whom  of  the  membere  of  said  class  certificates  of  quali- 
fication to  teach  shall  be  issued  at  the  close  of  each  year.

3.  They  shall  nominate  suitable  candidates  to  fill  all  vacancies 
that  may  occur  in  its  coi-ps  of  teachers,  and  to  fill  positions  that 
may  hereafter  be  created. 

Sub-  Committees. 

34.  The  Sub-Committees  shall  be  the  special  guardians  of  the 
interests  of  the  schoob  in  their  charge,  when  such  interests  are 
not  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  regulations,  and  the  members 
thereof  shall  visit  their  respective  schools  as  often  as  once  in  two 
months.  It  .hall  l)e  their  duty  to  give  advice  to  the  teachers  in 
any  emergency,  and  to  take  cognizance  of  any  difierence  that 
may  have  occurred  between  the  teachers  and  parents  of  pupils,  or 
between  the  instructors  themselves  relative  to  the  government  or 
instruction  of  their  schools,  except  as  provided  in  section  11;  and 
to  act,  if  the  exigency  demands  immediate  action ;  but  in  all  such 
cases  the  Sub-Committee  shall  repoil  its  acts  in  writing  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Each  member  of  the  several  Sub-Committees  may  also,  in  bis 
discretion,  excuse  the  al)sences  of  the  teachers  of  the  schools  under 
his  special  charge,  subject  to  the  rules  of  the  Board. 

Teachers  will  render  their  excuses  tor  alisences  in  writing  to  the 
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member  in  cbai^e  of  their  aobool,  and  all  suoh  excuses,  when 
endorsed  by  him,  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary. 

The  members  of  the  Sub-Ck>mmittees,  in  their  visits  to  the 
schools,  should  observe  the  condition  aud  cleanliness  of  the  school  , 
yards  and  all  out-buildings,  aud,  as  tar  as  possible,  shall  ascertain 
the  capability  of  the  leachei-s  aud  the  progress  of  the  pupils. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

SoHOOL  Rbgulatioks. 

School  Year. 

35.  The  School  Year  shall  commence  on  the  first  school  day  in 
September,  and  end  with  the  last  school  day  in  June.  It  shall 
be  divided  into  four  terms,  which  shall  commence  on  the  fii-st 
school  day  in  September,  the  fifteenth  day  of  November,  the  first 
day  of  February,  and  the  fifteenth  day  of  April,  respectively,  for 
the  puipose  of  collecting  tees  from  non-resident  pupils ;  and  into 
two  semesters,  the  first  euding  on  the  last  school  day  of  January, 
and  the  second  on  the  last  school  day  of  June,  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  by  classes  ;  but  individual  promotions  may  be  made  at 
any  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  Principal  of  each  school. 

Certain  Classea  of  Primary  Departments  nmy  be  Dismissed. 

40.  The  principals,  at  their  discretion,  may  authorize  the  teach- 
ers of  the  First  Year  Classes  to  dismiss  those  children  who  have 
completed  their  exercises  for  that  session,  one  hour  before  the 
regular  time  for  closing,  or  at  the  time  of  the  morning  recess. 
Whenever  the  percentage  of  attendance — which  shall  be  ascertained 
by  comiMiring  the  average  membership  with  the  average  attend- 
ance— of  any  class-i^oom  of  the  Primary  and  Grammar  schools 
shall  have  been  ninety-eight  per  cent,  for  one  week,  said  room  may 
be  di^misKied  one-halt  hour  earlier  than  usual  on  the  last  afternoon 
of  such  week. 

Provisions  fw  Inclement  Weaker. 

41.  In  fecial  cases,  when  it  would  be  injurious  for  pupils  to 
go  home  at  noon  on  account  of  the  inclement  weather,  or  the  great 
distance  of  their  homes  from  school,  they  shall  be  allowed  to  re<> 
main,  aud  some  suitable  provision  shall  be  made  for  them.  No 
pupil  shall  be  seut  away  immediately  from  school  for  an  excuse  for 
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tardiness  or  absence,  when  the  circumstances  are  such  that  it  would 
occasion  an  exposure  of  health. 

Principcda  to  Report  Monthly. 

4H.  The  Principals  of  the  several  schools  shall  make  a  report 
on  the  last  school  day  of  each  month,  of  the  number  of  registei-ed 
pupils  and  the  number  actually  attending  on  each  school  day  of 
the  month  ;  also  of  the  absence  or  tardiness  of  any  teacher,  and  of 
the  attendance  of  any  substitutes  during  the  month,  and  contain- 
ing such  other  information  as  may  be  called  for  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, or  as  may  be  necessary  to  set  forth  the  general  conditiou 
of  their  schools,  together  with  any  suggestions  which  they  may 
have  to  offer  for  the  improvement  of  the  same. 

No  SubfKariptian  Allowed  in  the  Schools. 

47.  No  suV>scriptions  for  any  purpose  shall  be  introduced  into 
any  public  school. 

Schools  Not  to  be  Used  by  Agents  or  Other  Persons  to  Introduce 

New  Works. 

48.  No  peiBon  shall  read  to  the  pupils  of  any  school,  or  poet 
upon  the  walls  of  any  school  building  or  fences  of  the  same,  any 
adveilisement ;  nor  shall  any  agent  or  any  other  pei-son  be  per 
mitted  to  enter  any  school  for  the  purpose  of  exhibiting  either  to 
teachers  or  pupils  any  new  book  or  article  of  apparatus,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  tickets. 

Grammar  School  dosing  Exercises. 

50.  The  closing  exercises  of  the  grammar  schools  shall  take 
place  during  the  lust  school  week  of  June  in  each  year.  The  class 
about  to  enter  the  High  School  shall  participite  in  such  exercises, 
which  shall  be  conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
the  High  School  and  the  Superintendent. 

ExammaUons. 

52.  The  Superintendent  under  the  dii-ection  of  the  Committee 
on  Examinations  shall  examine  all  the  classes  of  the  Primary  and 
Grammar  sch(X)ls,  at  the  close  of  each  semester,  upon  written 
question  papers  prepared  by  him  or  under  his  direction,  for  the 
purposes  of  asceitaining  the  condition  of  scholarship  in  said  classes

and  of  determining  promotions.  The  Superintendent  under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  Examinations  shall  make  such  reg- 
ulations to  govern  the  conduct  of  said  examinations  as  may  be 
deemed  advisable  ;  and  he  may  also  call  upon  any  of  the  teachers 
to  examine  papej^  or  to  assist  in  any  other  way  in  the  conduct  of 
these  examinations. 

leathers  to  have  a  copy  of  the  Regulationa. 

55.  AH  the  teachers  in  the  public  schools  ai'c  i-equircd  to  make 
themselves  familiar  with  these  regulations,  and  especially  with 
that  portion  which  relates  to  their  own  duties.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  each  teacher  at  all  times  to  keep  in  his  school-room  a  copy 
of  these  regulations ;  and  teachers  are  hereby  required  to  observe 
them  strictly  in  every  respect.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Prin- 
cipal to  communicate  to  each  of  his  assistants,  immediately  upon 
receiving  a  copy  thereof,  all  resolutioiis  or  motions  adopted  by 
tbe  Board  for  the  guidance  of  teachers,  and  also  all  circulars  and 
other  directory  communications  received  from  the  Superintendent. 

ARTICLE  V. 
Oases  in  which  Books,  etc.,  may  be  supplied  by  Superintendent. 

60.  In  cases  where  children  are  in  danger  of  being  deprived  of 
the  advantages  of  education  by  reason  of  the  inability  of  parents 
or  guardians  to  purchase  books,  the  Superintendent,  upon  the 
application  of  the  Principal,  is  authorized  to  furnish  the  same 
from  the  supplies  kept  at  the  rooms  of  the  Board  for  that  pur- 
pose. Said  books,  when  so  furnished,  shall  be  marked  *'  Board 
of  Public  Instruction,  Albany,"  and  are  to  be  regarded  as  the 
property  of  the  Board,  and  loaned  to  the  pupils.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Principals  to  account  to  the  Superintendent  at  the 
close  of  each  school  year  for  all  the  books  furnished  them  for 
the  accommodation  of  indigent  children.  For  this  purpose  every 
book  thus  received  shall  be  numbered  and  entered  in  a  register  to 
be  kept  in  each  school  for  that  purpose,  opposite  to  the  name  of 
the  scholar  to  whom  it  is  delivered,  as  well  as  the  name  of  the 
parent  t>r  guardian,  and  his  residence. 

Time  for  introducing  new  Text-books, 

61.  When  any  new  text-book  is  adopted  by  the  Board,  it  shall 
come  into  use  at  the  commencement  of  the  public  schools  after 
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the  August  vacation,  or  at  any  time  when  classeB  enter  upon  the 
study  of  a  new  subject ;  at  which  times  only  shall  any  new  text- 
book be  introduced,  except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Examination  of  Teachers. 

64.  All  applicants  for  employment  as  teachers  shall  be  examined 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Elxammations,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  in  section  23  of  these  By-laws  ;  and  appIicantB 
who  pass  a  successful  examination  and  are  deemed  worthy  to  be 
employed  by  the  Board,  may,  upon  completing  the  prescribed 
course  in  the  Training  Class,  receive  certificates  of  qualification, 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Board,  the  form  of 
which  shall  be  approved  by  the  President  of  the  Board  and  Com- 
mittee on  Examinations :  provided  that  a  year's  successful  expe- 
rience in  teaching  may  be  accepted  as  an  equivalent  for  said 
coui'se,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Committee  on  Examinations. 

Certificates  of  qualification  to  teach  in  the  High  School  will  \ye 
issued  to  such  persons  only  who  have  had  three  years  of  consecu- 
tive and  successful  experience  in  teaching,  and  have  passed  a  satis- 
factory examination  in  such  advanced  branches  as  the  Committee 
on  Examinations  may  select ;  and  no  person  shall  be  appointed  to 
fill  a  vacancy  among  the  women  teachers  in  the  High  School 
unless  she  holds  the  certificate  herein  described. 

Secretary  to  keep  List  of  Applicants  holding  Certificates. 

65.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  such  persons  as  are  found  qualifijed  to 
teach  and  have  i*eceived  certificates  thereof. 

AppdntmerU  of  Teachers  to  fill  Vacancies. 

67.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Principal  in 
any  of  ihe  schools,  the  Board  may  fill  it  by  transfer,  from  any  school 
in  the  city,  of  such  teacher  as  they  may  deem  capable  of  filling 
the  position,  and  who  holds  a  certificate  from  the  Board  ;  or  they 
may  appoint  any  person  holding  a  certificate  granted  %  this 
Board. 

In  case,  however,  that  no  such  person  shall  be  selected  for  the 
position,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board,  to  cause  an  advertiaement  tabe  inserted 
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io  at  leiist  two  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  Albany,  stating  the 
salary  .estziblished  by  the  Board,  and  i*eque8ting  all  persons  desir- 
ous of  behig  considered  candidates  to  present  application  in  writ- 
ing, within  fifteen  days  next  succeeding  the  date  of  the  adyertise- 
ment.  Such  candidate  shall  then  be  examined  by  means  of  a  writ- 
ten examination  in  the  branches  pi*escribed  in  the  Course  of  Study, 
and  in  such  other  branches  of  learning  as  may  l)e  determined  by 
the  Committee  cm  Examinations,  and  said  committee  shall  report 
to  the  Board  the  result  of  such  examination,  and  may  recommend 
any  such  candidate  for  appointment. 

Appointment  of  New  Assistant  leachers. 

68.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  assistant  teacher 
iu  any  schcK)!,  the  Sub-Committee  in  whose  charge  the  school  is, 
may  fill  it  by  transfer  from  any  other  school,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Sul>-Committee  iiaving  charge  of  such  school  ;  or  that  mem- 
ber of  the  Snb-Conimittee,  who  b.HS  special  charge  of  the  school, 
with  the  approbation  of  his  Sub-Committee,  may  select  a  suitable 
|H*rs(>u  from  the  list  of  those  holding  a  proper  ceititicate  from  the 
Board,  which  person  shall  hold  such  position  for  three  months, 
unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Sub-Committee.  If,  during  that 
period,  she  has  met  the  approbation  of  the  ^ub-Committee,  her 
name  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  confirmation  by  ballot ; 
such  confirmation  requiring  the  affirmative  votes  of  at  least  seven 
members  of  the  Board. 

The  Sub-Committee,  in  all  ca^es  of  such  transfer  or  appoint- 
ment on  trial,  shall  i*eport  their  action  to  the  Board,  at  its  next 
regular  meeting  thereafter. 

Newly  appointed  teachers  shall  be  assigned,  when  practicable, 
to  classes  above  the  Second- Year,  and  below  the  Seventh- Year 
grades. 

In  all  new  schools,  the  appointment  of  teachers,  when  such 
schools  are  opened,  shall  be  made  by  the  Board. 

Attendance  of  Teachers. 

70.  The  teachers  shall  punctually  observe  the  houiis  appointed 
for  opening  and  closing  the  schools,  and  during  school  horn's  shall 
fiiithfuUy  and  exclusively  devote  themselves  to  the  public  service  : 
they  are  required  to  be  in  their  respective  school  rooms  twenty 
minutes  before  the  time  prescribed  for  commencing  school,  and  to 
open  their  respective  school  rooms  for  the  reception  of  children. 
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who  shall  be  subject  to  alt  the  rules  of  order  for  school  hours  as 
soou  as  they  enter  the  rooms. 

Tardiness  and  Absence  of  Teachers, 

71.  Tetichera  who  are  not  present  at  their  i-espective  school 
rooms  twenty  minutes  before  the  time  pre8cril)ed  for  commencing 
school,  will  be  considei-ed  as  tardy.  Teachers  who  are  not  pi-es- 
ent  at  their  respective  schools  at  nine  o'clock  a.  m.  and  quatler 
past  one  o'clock  p.  M.,  will  be  considered  as  late.  The  assistants 
shall  keep  a  daily  record  of  the  time  of  their  arrival  at  schcHiK 
both  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  and  funiish  the  pi^esiding 
teacher  a  copy  of  the  same  on  the  last  school  day  of  each  month. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  principals,  in  their  monthly  report  of 
attendance  of  teachers,  to  report  in  writing  all  cases  of  tardiness 
or  absence  from  duty  on  the  part  of  the  several  teachers  in  their 
i-espective  schools,  including  the  teachers  of  music  and  drawing, 
during  the  mouth.  Teachei's  reported  late  or  absent  at  either  of 
the  school  sessions  shall  be  deemed  absent  from  duty  one-half  day, 
and  a  deduction  therefor  shall  be  made  from  the  salary  of  the 
delinquent  for  each  absence.  The  deduction  to  be  made  for  being 
late  or  absent  shall  be  one  dollar  and  tifty  cents  for  each  day's 
absence  of  teachei-s.  whose  annual  salaries  are  less  than  $1,000, 
and  three  dollars  for  each  day's  absence  of  teachers  whoso  annual 
salaries  are  $1,000  or  more  ;  and  the  deduction  for  each  case  of 
tardiness  shall  be  fifty  cents. 

Salaries  of  Teachers. 

72.  The  salaries  of  teachers  shall  commence  at  the  time  they 
respectively  enter  upon  their  duties,  and  are  payable  in  ten  pay- 
ments at  the  end  of  each  month  of  the  school  year  ;  each  of  said 
payments  being  one-tenth  of  the  annual  salaty  of  each  teacher. 

Employment  of  Substitutes. 

75.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  a  teacher,  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given  by  the  Principal  of  the  school  to  the  Superintendent  or  the 
member  of  the  Sub-Committee  having  charge  of  the  school ;  said 
member  may  send  a  sulistitute  from  the  list  of  those  who  possess 
certificates  of  qualification  from  the  Board  ;  and  such  substitute 
shall  receive  for  her  services  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  for  each  school  day  in  which  he  shall  be  employed,  on  the 
certificate  of  the  Principal  that  such  services  have  been  rendered. 
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ARTICLE  Vn. 

Drills  in  Rapid  DumUssion. 

78.  The  Principals  of  the  several  schools  shall  instruct  and 
train  the  pupils  by  means  of  drill,  at  least  once  in  each  month,  so 
that  they  may,  on  a  sudden  emergency,  be  able  to  leave  the  build- 
ing in  the  shortest  possible  time  and  without  confusion  or  panic. 

AKTICLE  Vni. 

Abseiux  of  Pupils. 

82.  Whenever  any  scholar  is  absent  from  school,  the  teacher 
shall  immediately  ascertain  the  reason  ;  and  if  such  absence  be 
not  occasioned  by  sickness  or  other  sufficient  cause,  or  is  not  sat- 
isfactorily explained,  such  pupil,  with  the  consent  of  the  Sub- 
Committee,  may  be  suspended  or  excluded  from  the  school. 

Any  pupil  who  is,  or  has  been,  sick  of  any  contagi'jus  or 
infectious  disease,  or  who  comes  from  a  dwelling  wherein  exists 
any  <;ase  of  such  diseases,  shall  not  be  permitted  to  attend  school 
until  he  produces  the  certificate  of  a  physician  that  he  may  attend 
with  safety  to  himself  and  others. 

Whenever  the  family  physician  is  in  doubt  as  to  the  propriety 
of  issuing  said  certificate,  the  case  shall  be  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Hygiene  for  decision. 

No  person  who  has  not  been  vaccinated  shall  be  admitted  as  a 
member  of  the  school. 

Pupils  Changing  Schools  to  have  Oertiflbaie  of  Transfer, 

84.  No  pupil  shall  l)e  admitted  from  one  school  to  another 
without  a  C€'rtificate  of  transfer  from  the  Principal  of  the  former 
school,  except  on  the  first  school  day  of  each  semester.  For  this 
purpose  the  Secretary  shall  furnish  blanks  of  the  following  form 
to  the  Principals  of  the  schools  :

PHndpaL 
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Atoard  of  Medals  and  Prizes. 

86.  Whenever  medals  or  prizes  of  any  kind  are  to  be  awarded 
to  any  of  the  pupils  of  the  schools  under  the  charge  of  the  Board, 
the  iiward  shall  be  made  by  a  committee  of  disinterested  pertFons 
not  connected  with  the  schools  in  any  capacity,  said  committee  to 
be  designated  by  the  Committee  of  the  Board  in  charge  of  the 
school  in  which  said  medals  or  prizes  are  offered. 

ARTICLE  IX. 
Helatiye  to  Janitors. 
Appointment  of  JaniUjrs.     * 

87.  The  janitors  of  all  the  Schools,  except  the  High  School, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  member  of  the  Sub-Committee  in  charge ; 
shall  be  removable  at  his  pleasure;  and  shall  receive  the  sums 
severally  allotted  to  the  schools  for  the  service  performed  by 
them,  through  the  Principals,  who  shall  receive  the  same  in 
monthly  instalments. 

The  janitor  and  the  engineer  of  the  High  School  shall  be 
appointed  by,  and  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of,  the  High 
School  Committee. 

ARTICLE  X. 
Relative  to  By-Laws. 

No  By^Laws  to  be  Altered  Without  Jieferenoe  to  the  OommiUee. 

89.  No  By-Laws  or  General  Rule  or  Regulation  shall  be  altered 
or  adopted  except  upon  the  aflSrmative  vote  of  at  least  seven  mem- 
bers, nor  tn)til  the  same  shall  have  been  referred  to  and  reported 
upon  by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulatious ;  but  any  of 
these  Rules  and  Regulations  may  he  temporarily  suspended  by  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Teachei's^   Training  Class. 

91.     1.  The  course  shall  embi*ace  one  school  year. 
2.  There  shall  be  two  branches  in  the  course,  the  one  to  em- 
brace a  thorough  review  of  the  elementary  studies  which  are  taught 
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in  the  public  schools,  and  the  other  to  include  daily  practice  in, 
or  obeervation  of,  the  teaching  of  model  classes,  followed  by  crit- 
ical discussions  of  methods  and  the  principles  of  pedagogy. 

3.  The  couiBe  shall  be  opened  to  resident  graduates  of  the  High 
School  who  have  satisfactorily  passed  an  examination  to  be  con- 
ducted by  the  Committee  on  Examinations,  or  who  have  obtained 
the  Regents'  Academic  Diploma  in  the  High  School  course,  or  to 
any  resident  of  this  city  who  can  give  satisfi&ctory  evidence  to  the 
Committee  on  Examinations  of  having  attained  an  Academic  prep- 
aration of  equal  scope  with  said  graduates.  Any  non-resident 
graduate  of  the  High  School,  or  any  other  non-i'esident  who  gives 
the  same  evidence  of  preparation  required  by  this  regulation,  shall 
he  admitted  to  this  course  upon  paying  a  tuition  fee  of  $75  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly  in  advance. 

4.  At  the  completion  of  the  course,  certificates  of  qualification 
to  teach  shall  be  issued  to  all  who  give  satisfactory  evidence  to  the 
Con;mittee  on  Examinations  of  having  fulfilled  the  requirements 
of  said  coarse. 

5.  The  conduct  of  the  i-eview  studies  and  exercises  and  the 
training  shall  be  entrusted  to  an  instructor  to  be  appointed  by  the 
Board. 

6.  A  model  school  shall  be  organized,  as  soon  as  practicable, 
for  the  purpose  of  affording  opportunities  for  constant  practice  in 
teaching;  in  the  meanwhile,  the  primary  departments  of  the 
other  city  schools  may  be  used  for  such  purpose. 

7.  All  details  of  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  depart- 
ment, not  herein  provided  for,  shall  be  arranged,  under  the  (Ureo- 
tion  of  the  High  School  Committee,  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  the  Principal  of  the  High  School,  and  the  instructor. 

8.  No  member  of  the  class  shall  be  appointed  as  assistant 
teacher,  or  be  i)enn]tted  to  act  as  a  substitute,  until  she  has  been 
granted  a  certificate  at  the  completion  of  this  course. 

N.  B.  The  sections  are  numbered  as  they  will  appear  in  the 
revised  Manual.

Gentlemen  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  Albany,  N,  Y. : 

The  Board  of  Education  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  at  their  meeting 
held  Deceml)er  6th,  inst,  passed  the  following  resolution  : 

*' Resolved,  That,  in  view  of  the  marked  increase  of  crime 
iimong  the  young,  the  Superintendent  be  authorized,  in  behalf  of 
this  Board,  to  correspond  with  boards  of  education  and  educational 
men  in  the  State,  in  relation  to  the  necessity  for  a  more  complete 
education,  as  pertaining  to  the  duties  of  citizenship,  and  to  in- 
quire of  them  if  some  course  of  instruction  in  civil  law  and  in 
moral  and  social  training,  such  as  temperance,  honesty,  integrity, 
virtue,  reverence,  etc.,  may  not  be  required  in  the  public  schools 
of  the  State." 

Will  your  Board  join  the  Board  in  Syracuse  in  asking  of  the 
State  department  to  provide  a  course  of  study  in  civil  law,  its 
necessity,  obligations  and  penalties ;  and  for  seme  requirements 
for  teaching  tempeiunce.  truthfulness,  honesty,  purity,  i-everence, 
etc.  ?  Teachei-s  are  expected  to  have  good  moral  characters,  and 
the  inference  is  that  they  will  instruct  in  all  social  virtues,  but 
facts  fully  prove  that  very  little  direct  teaching  on  these  subjects 
is  d<ine  in  the  schools  at  large,  in  the  State.  If  some  prescribed 
course,  covering  these  subjects,  could  be  added  to  those  already 
required,  the  children  of  a  large  pait  of  our  citizenship  would  not 
come  from  our  public  schools  without  some  knowledge  of  their 
civil  and  social  obligations. 

If  you  sympathize  with  us  in  this  matter,  will  you  take  acticMi 
upon  this,  as  it  seems  to  ub,  important  question  and  communicate 
this  action  at  your  earliest  convenience  ?

Report  upon  Longfellow  Exercises. 
The  Superintendent  of  Schools  submitted  the  followhig  report, 
which  was  ordered  printed  : 

Albany,  March  17,  1884. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction : 

Gentlemen  —  Your  Superintendent  of  Schools  begs  leave  to 
report,  that  in  accordance  with  your  dii'ections,  ()pportunity  was 
given  to  the  pupils  in  all  the  schools,  on  Wednesday,  February 
27th,  to  contribute  their  mitPs  towards  the  erection  of  a  statue 
to  the  poet  Longfellow,  at  his  place  of  birth,  Portland,  Maine. 

That  day  being  Longfellow's  natal  annivei-saiy,  the  afternoon 
session  of  the  schools  was  set  apart  for  its  special  observance. 
Commemorative  exercises  consisting  of  quotations  of  striking 
passages  from  the  poet's  writings,  the  recitation  or  reading  of 
entire  poems  and  brief  biographical  sketches  prepared  by  the 
pupils,  constituted  the  chief  features  of  this  interesting  occasion. 
The  cultivating  influences  of  such  exercised  cannot  be  too  highly 
estimated.  Hundreds  of  children,  and  through  them,  great 
numbera  of  adults,  to  whom,  heretofore,  Longfellow  has  been 
perhaps  only  a  name,  now  appreciate  to  some  extent,  how 
good  it  has  been  for  the  world  that  such  a  man  'as  he  has  lived. 
The  aggregate  of  the  dime  contributions  of  the  children  was 
$361.95  ;  and  that  sum  has  been  duly  transmitted  to  the  Secretaiy 
of  the  Longfellow  Statue  Association  of  Portland,  who  has 
acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  money  in  the  following  commu- 
nication :

and  other  Local  School  Officers : 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  statute  relating  to  the  study  of 
physiology  and  hygiene  in  the  public  schools,  passed  on  the  10th 
instant,  of  which  the  following  is  a  copy  : 

Chap.  30. 

AN  ACT  in  Relation  to  the  Study  of  Physiology  and  Hy- 
giene IN  the  Public  Schools. 

Passbd  March  10,  1884  ;  three-fifths  being  present. 

ITie  People  of  the  State  of  Neio  York,  rejrresented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  OrS  follows: 

Section  1.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  the  proper  local  school 
authorities  for  instructing  all  pupils  in  all  schools  supported  by 
public  money,  or  undei*  Stiite  control,  in  physioU^gy  and  hygiene, 
with  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants 
and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system. 

§  2.  No  certificate  shall  be  granted  to  any  person  to  teach  in 
the  public  schools  of  the  State  of  New  York,  after  the  first  day  of 
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January,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-five,  who  has  not  passed  a 
satisfactory  examination  in  physiology  and  hygiene,  with  special 
reference  to  the  efiectij  of  alcoholic  drinks,  stimulants  and  nar- 
cotics upon  the  human  system. 

1.  No  particular  day  being  named  in  the  act  on  which  it  shall 
take  efiect,  under  the  Revised  Statutes,  part  I,  chapter  7,  title  4, 
section  12,  it  becomes  a  law  on  the  twentieth  day  after  its  passage, 
namely,  March  30,  1884. 

2.  The  language  of  the  act  is  very  broad,  and  its  provisions 
apply  to  all  district  schools,  union  free  schools,  public  schools 
organized  under  special  sUitutes  in  cities  and  villages,  normal 
schools,  Indian  reservation  schools  and  separate  neighl>orhood 
schools. 

3.  It  applies  to  all  pupils  in  the  above-named  schools,  to  State 
pupils  in  all  institutions  for  the  instruction  of  the  deaf  and  duml), 
and  blind,  and  to  pupils  in  such  asylum  schools  as  share  in  the 
apportionment  of  the  public  school  monej. 

4.  This  act  does  not  conflict  with  the  act  of  1877  to  prevent 
frequent  changes  of  text-books  in  schoob,  but  is  to  be  construed 
and  executed  hi  harmony  with  the  provisions  of  that  statute,  a 
copy  of  which,  for  convenience  of  reference,  is  here  given  : 

Chap.  413. 

AN  ACT  TO  Prevent  Frequent  Changes  of  Text-Books  in 

Schools. 

Passbd  June  5,  1S77;  thi^ee-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly  y  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  1.  The  boards  of  education,  or  such  bodies  as  perform 
the  functions  of  such  boards  in  the  several  cities  and  villages  of 
this  State,  shall  have  power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  adopt 
and  designate  text-books  to  be  used  in  the.  schools  under  their 
charge  in  their  respective  districts.  In  the  other  school  districts 
in  the  State,  the  text-books  to  be  used  in  the  schools  therein  shall 
be  designated  at  the  first  annual  school  meeting  held  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  the  legal  voters 
present  and  voting  at  such  school  meeting. 

§  2.  When  a  text-book  shall  have  been  adopted  for  use  in  any 
of  the  public  or  common  schools  in  this  State,  as  provided  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  supersede  the 
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text-book  so  adopted  by  any  other  book  within  a  period  of  five 
years  from  the  time  of  such  adoption,  except  upon  a  thi-ee-fourths 
vote  of  the  board  of  education,  or  of  such  body  as  perform  the 
functions  of  such  board,  where  such  board  has  made  the  designa- 
tion, or  upon  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  legal  voters  present  and 
voting  at  the  annual  school  meeting  in  any  other  school  district. 

§  3.  Any  pereon  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  iifty  dollar's 
nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  violation,  to  be 
sued  for  by  any  taxpayer  of  the  school  district,  aud  recovered 
before  any  justice  of  the  peace,  said  fine,  when  collected,  to  be 
paid  to  the  collector  or  treasurer  for  the  benefit  of  said  school 
district. 

§  4.  This  act  shall  take  efiect  immediately. 

5.  Where  the  power  to  adopt  text-books  is  vested  by  the  statute 
in  boards  of  education,  or  such  bodies  as  perform  the  functions 
of  such  boards  in  the  several  cities  and  villages  of  the  State,  it  will 
be  their  duty,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  law  of  1884 
takes  eflfect,  to  adopt  text-books  in  which  physiology  and  hygiene 
are  treated,  **  with  special  reference  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic 
drinks,  stimulants  and  narcotics  upon  the  human  system,  "  if  such 
text-books  have  not  already  been  n  I  opted. 

6.  In  other  Bchool  districts  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  districts, 
at  the  first  annual  school  meetings  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  to 
adopt  such  text-books,  and  in  the  meantime,  and  until  they  shall 
have  been  legally  adopted  by  the  district  meetings,  it  will  be  the 
duty  of  the  trustees,  within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  piisstige  of 
the  act,  to  select  such  text-books  and  cause  them  to  be  used  in  the 
schools  within  their  respective  districts. 

7.  In  graded  schools  the  local  school  authorities  will  make  such 
adequate  provision  for  the  instruction  of  all  pupils  in  their  schools 
as  will  give  the  law  in  its  full  scope  a  re^isonable  enforcement. 
The  instruction  required  by  the  statute  is  not  to  be  confined  to  the 
higher  grades,  as  thereby  many  pupils  would  fail  to  receive  the 
special  instruction  the  Legislature  intended  they  should  have. 
The  method  of  imparting  the  instruction  will  be  within  the  sound 
discretion  of  the  local  school  authorities,  using  text-books,  or  oral 
instruction,  or  combining  both  methods,  as,  in  their  judgment, 
may  seem  best  adapted  to  the  difierent  departments. 

8.  Care  should  be  exercised  in  the  choice  of  text-books,  to 
select  those  in  which  the  subject  is  intelligently,  temperately 
and, wisely  treated.

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9.  A  certificate  in  the  usual  form,  granted  to  a  teacher  before 
January  1,  1885,  and  by  its  terms  extending  beyond  that  date, 
will  continue  to  be  valid  thereafter,  as  a  qualification  to  teach, 
until  its  expiration  or  annulment  according  to  law. 

10.  School  commissioners  are  especially  i-equested  to  call  the 
attention  of  trustees  and  teachers  in  their  respective  districts  to 
this  statute  and  the  substance  of  this  circular. 

11.  Conductors  of  teachers'  institutes  will,  at  each  county  in- 
stitute, bring  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  trustees  and  teachera 
in  attendance.

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction,  : 

The  Committee  on  Examinations,  in  conformity  with  section  25 
of  articie  III  of  the  Rules  of  the  Board,  respectfully  submit  their 
annual  repoit.  They  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  schools 
are  in  a  highly  satiefactory  condition  ;  the  teachers  being,  almost 
without  exception,  well  qualified  for  the  duties  of  their  position 
and  zealous  and  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  these  duties.  It  is  a 
tribute  due  to  those  who  are  laboring  for  the  instraction  of  the 
children  of  the  city,  that  the  vfXwe  of  their  work  should  be 
acknowledged.  Few  cities,  we  are  confident,  have  a  more  com- 
petent and  faithful  corps  of  teachers  than  Albany,  and  the  high 
position  held  by  our  city  for  the  results  obtained  in  our  public 
schools  is  due  in  vciy  large  measure  to  the  laboi*s  of  those  whom 
we  have  selected  as  the  instructora  of  our  youth. 

But  while  we  may  justly  congratulate  oui-selves  upon  the  im- 
provement manifested  and  the  results  achieved  in  mattei's  pertain- 
ing to  public  instruction,  sincie  the  organization  of  this  Board,  we 
ought  also  to  remember  that  our  schools  are  not  yet  perfect,  and  that 
much  yet  remains  to  be  done  before  that  point. will  be  reached. 
A  few  of  the  old  style  of  buildings  still  remain  which,  it  is  highly 
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desirable,  should  be  replaoed  as  soon  oa  pi:aoticai)le  with  modem 
edifices  with  all  the  appliances  for  successful  teaching,  auniiarto 
those  which  have  been  erected  during  the  last  dozen  years. 

With  care  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  teachers,  and 
judgment  and  impaitiality  in  the  selection  for  appointments,  there 
is  no  reason  to  fear  that  the  high  standard  of  scholai*ship  and 
efficiency  in  our  coips  of  teachens  will  be  lowered. 

The  examinations  of  the  year  have  been  of  the  same  character 
as  usual.  The  Superintendent  in  his  numerous  visits  to  the  schools, 
takes  pains  by  careful  oral  examinations  to  acquaint  himself  with 
the  acquitments  of  tha  pupils  and  the  methods  of  the  teachats. 
It  is  not  necessary  at  this  time  to  speak  further  on  this  point,  as  it 
is  his  duty  and  custom  to  report  to  this  Board  his  observations  on 
the  condition  and  progress  of  the  several  schools. 

Four  examinations  at  regular  intervals  of  the  "  A  "  classes  in 
the  grammar  schools  have  been  held  by  the  committee  and  afford 
gratifying  evidence  of  the  skill  and  industry  of  the  teachers. 
Especially  would  we  mention  the  improvement  which  each  year 
becomes  more  manifest  in  the  penmanship  of  the  scholars,  and  the 
neatness  and  care  with  which  the  papers  ai-e  prepared.  In  the  lead- 
ing studies,  such  as  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography  and  spelling, 
the  high  standard  of  former  years  has  been  fully  maintained. 

It  is  matter  for  congratulation  that  such  a  favorable  condition 
of  things  exists ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  no  action  of  ours  will 
inteifere  with  the  steady  advancement  of  our  public  schools  in  all 
important  particulars  and  with  the  high  appnrciatiou  in  which 
they  are  now  held  by  our  citizens.

A.nnna.1  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  presented  the  following,  his 
Seventh  Annual  Report : 

Albany,  N.  Y.,  September  1,  1884. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction  : 

Gentlemen  —  I  have  the  honor  to  su])mit  this  my  Seventh 
Annual  Report  of  the  workings  of  the  school  system  under  your 
charge.  The  facts  embodied  herein  have  been  gathered  from  the 
statistical  repoils  rendered  by  the  Principals  of  the  sevenil  schools, 
and  ])y  personal  observation.  The  inferences  and  suggestions  that 
accompany  the  narration  ai-e  the  outgrowth  of  such  attentive 
study  of  the  data  pi-esented  as  the  exacting  clerical  labors  of  my 
office  have  permitted. 

Attendance. 
An  inspection  of  the  table  appended  to  this  report  giving  the 
registered  number  and  the  average  attendance  of  pupils  for  each 
year  since  1856.  shows  that  while  there  have  been  ebbs  and  flows, 
the  tide  of  attendance  hiis,  upon  the  whole,  been  steadily  advancing, 
and  that  this  >  e^ir  it  has  risen  to  its  highest  point.  It  is  true 
that  the  registered  number  recorded  this  year — 13718 — is  196  less 
than  that  of  last  year — 13914  ;  but  this  is  owing  to  a  strict  ex- 
clusion of  duplicate  enrolments  rather  than  to  a  real  decrease  in 
the  whole  number  attending  the  schools.  The  average  attendance 
for  the  year — the  true  index  of  increase  or  decrease — is  9452, 
which  is  393  more  than  in  1883,  and  102  more  than  in  1882, 
when  the  highest  previous  attendance  wius  recorded.  It  is  inter- 
esting to  note  in  this  connection  that  during  twenty-seven  years — 
prior  to  which  we  have  no  official  records — the  registered  number 
has  increased  210  per  cent,  and  the  average  attendance  350  per 
cent ;  or,  in  1857  the  former  was  6529,  and  the  latter  2654 ; 
while  in  1884  the  corresponding  figures  are  13718  and  9452. 
The  health  of  the  pupils  during  the  year  just  closed  was  as  uni- 
formly good  as  duruig  the  previous  year  it  was  discouragingly 
bad.  The  monthly  re[)orts  of  absence  on  account  of  sickness 
show  a  very  large  decrease,  owing  to  the  absence  of  the  epidemics

that  so  seriously  affected  our  attendance  during  1883-84.  The 
increase  in  our  average  attendance  compared  with  1882-83 — 
102 — is  evidently  expressive  of  the  true  condition  ;  namely,  that 
it  keeps  pace  in  a  stendy  and  healthy  way  with  our  city's  advance 
in  population. 

The  percentage  of  attendance,  based  upon  the  total  enrolment, 
is  68,  which  is  3  per  cent  higher  than  in  any  previous  year  ; 
based  upon  average  membership,  it  is  93,  which  is  one  per  cent 
higher  than  the  best  result  heretofore  attained.  These  figures 
are  very  encouraging  as  indices  of  the  approval  with  which  our 
schools  are  regarded  by  our  citizens ;  for  an  advance  in  i^gularity 
of  attendance  can  be  produced  only  by  such  methods  of  instruc- 
tion and  discii)line  as  not  only  render  the  school-room  more  at- 
tractive to  children,  but  also  commend  themselves  to  parents  and 
guardians  by  their  effects  as  shown  in  mental  and  moral  develop- 
ment. 

School  Census. 

As  the  last  official  enumeration  was  that  taken  by  the  national 
authorities  in  1880,  we  shall  be  obliged  to  await  the  State  census 
to  be  made  in  1885,  for  an  authoritative  count  of  our  school 
population.  Tlie  census  of  1880  gave  the  total  number  of  per- 
sons in  the  city  between  five  and  twenty-one  yeai-s — the  legal 
school  age  in  this  State — at  35500.  From  our  records  of  at- 
tendance the  iulerence  is  a  fair  one  that  this  total  hius  been  slightly 
increased.  There  seems  to  be  no  ground  for  belief,  however, 
that  the  total  has  materially  increased  during  the  past  year.  The 
estimated  total  is  now  35,900,  although  it  is  only  an  cstinuite, 
whose  proximity  to  or  remoteness  from  accuracy  will  be  deter- 
mined by  the  result  of  next  year's  official  count. 

Adding  to  the  13718  attending  the  public  schools,  the  5000 
estimated  as  belonging  to  the  private,  academical  and  parochial 
schools,  we  •have,  as  hist  year,  about  fifty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
school  population  in  actual  attendance.  Noting,  however,  that, 
practically,  the  school  age  is  from  six  to  sixteen,  since  not  more 
than  six  hundred  al>ove  the  latter  age  attended  the  public  schools 
this  year,  the  number  of  attendants  embraces  about  ninety  per 
cent  of  those  who  should  be  in  school. 

However  gratiiying  these  tigiues  ma}  be,  it  is  neveilheless  a 
matter  for  serious  consideration  to  reflect  that  the  non-uttendant 
ten  per  cent,  are  in  the  way  to  become  feeders  to  that  already  too 
large  class  of  persons  who  monopolize  the  attention  of  the  police 
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and  fill  jails  and  penitentiaries.  This  matter  ha^  I)een  discussed 
in  my  repoiis  for  several  years,  because  it  is  one  of  those  large 
questions  that  cannot  be  ignored,  however  helpless  we  may  be  to 
furnish  its  solution.  The  suggestion  that  at  least  preliminary 
steps  be  taken  looking  towards  the  enforcement  of  the  compulsory 
education  act,  the  appointment  of  truant  oflScers  and  the  estab- 
lishment of  an  ungraded  school,  is  resi^ectfully  renewed,  with  the 
request  that  the  subject  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  the 
Bojard  for  investigation  and  report. 

Tardiness  and  Half-Dat  Absences. 

The  subjoined  table  exhibits  a  satisfactory  reduction  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  tardiness  and  half-day  absences.  That  in 
seven  years  the  former  should  have  decrcjvsed  from  42170  to 
7829,  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  latter  have  slowly  but 
surely  decreased,  speaks  well  for  the  vigilance  of  teachei-s,  the 
faithful  co-operation  of  parents,  and  the  growth  of  habits  of 
punctuality  on  the  part  of  pupils.  As  we  do  not  think  it  wise 
to  absolutely  prohibit  the  attendance  of  tardy  scholars,  it  is  be- 
lieved that  we  have  attained  as  nearly  a  perfect  record  as  can  be 
reached  without  resort  to  that  arbitrary  remedy.

Attendance  of  Teachers. 

The  re])oi1;s  for  this  year  show  that  out  of  a  possible  aggregate 
of  48400  days  of  attendance  our  teachei-s  were  present  47462 
days.  Nine  hundred  thiily-eight  days  of  absence  give  au  aver- 
age of  only  three  and  nine-tenths  to  each  teacher,  or  more  than 
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ninety-eight  per  cent  of  nttendance.  These  figures  are  certainly 
the  strongest  evidence  that  could  be  presented  of  the  faithfulness, 
earnestness  and  professional  zeal  of  our  excellent  corps  of  in- 
structoi's. 

The  Recess  Question. 

Three  yeare'  trial  has  confirmed  our  belief  in  the  salutary  in- 
fluences of  the  abolition  of  general  recesses.  This  question  has 
been  a  live  one  among  educators  during  the  year,  and  has  given 
rise  to  much  discussion  at  educational  gatherings.  On  the  28th 
of  December  last,  upon  the  invitation  of  its  President,  I  rejul  a 
paper  upon  this  theme  before  the  State  Teachers'  Association  of 
Massachusetts,  on  the  occasion  of  their  mid-winter  meeting,  at 
Boston.  Although  many  of  its  arguments  have  been  set  forth 
in  my  previous  reports,  some  new  considerations  are  pi^esented ; 
and  so  much  interest  in  the  matter  has  been  evinced  by  the  press 
and  the  public,  that  I  have  deemed  it  well  to  incorporate  the 
paper  in  this  report,  not  that  it  is  any  better  presentation  of  the 
affirmative  of  the  question  than  many  others  that  have  been 
printed,  but  because  it  will  make  a  permanent  record  of  the  his- 
tory of  Albany's  connection  with  this  radical  change  in  school 
management. 

Paper  read  December  28^A,  at  Boston^  Mass. 

When  and  by  whom  the  new  plan  was  fii*st  proposed  is  un- 
certsiin.  It  is  known,  however,  that  as  early  its  1874,  the  schools 
of  Owego,  N.  Y.,  upon  the  suggestion  of  their  Superintendent, 
Mr.  A.  J.  Robb,  now  supervising  the  schools  of  Cohoes,  N.  Y., 
abandoned  the  mid-session  recess,  and  have  never  resumed  its  use. 

This  action  does  not  seem  to  have  been  very  widely  known  or 
imitated ;  for  nothing  was  heard  of  the  matter  until,  I  believe, 
in  1880,  the  plan  was  agiUited  and  adopted  in  the  city  of  Wo- 
burn,  Mass.,  whose  example  was  soon  followed  by  Albany  Roch- 
ester, Troy,  Cohoes,  Newburg,  and  many  other  places  in  New 
York.  As  far  as  known,  wherever  the  experiment  has  been  tried, 
it  has  been  approved   and  permanently  adopted. 

In  order  to  follow  this  discussion  it  will  be  necessary  to  keep 
in  mind  our  schedule  of  school  hours,  viz. : 

The  morning  session,  from  9  to  11:30  o'clock. 

An  intermission  of  one  hour  and  three-quarters. 

The  afternoon  session,  from  1:15  to  3:30  o'clock. 
•    No  general  recesses. 

[pub.  INS.]  49 
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The  High  School,  holding  but  one  session,  from  9  a.m.  to  2  p. 
M.,  has  an  intermission  of  twenty  miimtes.  This  is  the  Albuiiy 
schedule.  In  many  i>Iaces  the  afternoon  session  extends  from 
1:30  to  3:30. 

It  will  also  be  important  to  note  that  the  abolition  of  recess 
does  not  exclude  intermissions  between  school  exercises,  and  that 
the  plan  cannot  be  applied  to  schools  which  hold  but  one  daily 
set*sion.  Two  conditions  must  be  fulfilled  before  general  recesses 
can  be  dispensed  with  with  complete  satisfaction :  the  school  room 
must  be  well  ventilated  and  there  must  be  the  widest  liberty  of 
individual  recesses.  When  these  conditions  are  siitisfied,  I  believe 
not  merely  that  there  will  be  no  danger  in  omitting  the  general 
recesses,  but  that  the  health,  happiness  and  intellectual  and  moral 
development  of  pupils  will  be  promoted.  This  conviction  is 
based  upon  the  following  grounds  :  Now,  one  of  the  chief  consid- 
erations in  framing  a  schedule  of  school  work  ia.  unquestionably, 
how  it  will  affect  the  health  of  the  pupil.  The  schedule  herein 
advocated  will  promote  the  healthfulness  of  school  life  : 

1st.  By  preventing  exposure  to*  inclement  weather.  You  ail 
know  how  often  pupils,  especially  girls,  rush  into  the  school  yard 
at  recess  time,  bareheaded  and  ill-clad,  in  defiance  of  the  man- 
dates of  teachei-s,«  and  expose  themselves  to  rain,  sleet  or  snow,  or 
to  the  extremes  of  cold  and  heat,  and  return  to  the  school  room 
chilled  through,  or  with  clothing  siiturated  with  moistui-e,  and 
thus  incur  the  risk  of  contracting  severe  and,  perhaps,  fatal  ill- 
ness. It  will  not  do  to  say  that  teachei-s  should  take  precautions 
against  these  dangei-s.  The  schedule  calls  for  a  recess,  the  pupils 
ai-e  eager  to  play,  the  tejichers  are  glad  to  be  free,  and  the  weather 
will  not  be  scaimed  very  closely — it  is  hard  to  draw  the  line — 
errors  of  judgment  are  frequent,  and  the  exi>osure  follows. 

2d.  By  avoiding  the  danger  arising  from  the  sudden  return  of 
children  glowing  with  exercise  to  a  school  room  whose  tempeiu- 
ture  has  been  purposely  reduced  for  sanitary  reasons. 

3d.  By  reducing  the  liability  to  injury  from  accidental  col- 
lisions. 

Not  unfrequently  have  children  been  seriously  injured  through 
the  rough  play  of  vigorous  boys  and  girls,  who,  in  their  eager- 
ness to  make  the  most  of  their  brief  re.s[)ite  from  study,  seldom 
pause  in  their  active  sports  for  such  obstacles  as  smaller  children. 
Indeed  it  is  marvelous  that  many  more  accidents  of  this  kind  do 
not  occur  in  contracted  city  school  yards. 

A  father,  who  has  four  little  ones  attending  our  schools,  lately 
thanked  me  heartily  for  my  instrumentality  in  removing  his  anxi- 
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ety  on  this  scorei  Hiid  assured  nic  that  the  sentiment  was  common 
among  parents. 

4th.  By  aflbrding  practically  a  longer  time  for  out-door  life. 
The  five  and  a  half  houi-s  formerly  given  to  school  have  been 
reduced  to  four  and  three-quarters,  and  where  the  afternoon  open- 
ing hour  is  1:30  to  four  and  one  half,  thus  giving  from  a  half  to 
three-quarters  of  an  hour  of  additional  time  for  unrestrained  open- 
air  exercise,  by  good  daylight,  even  on  the  shortest  winter  days. 

Next.  The  plan  I  am  advocating  adds  materially  to  the  work- 
ing time  of  schools,  because,  Fii-st,  The  time  formerly  lost  in 
piL^ing  out  and  returning  is  given  to  study  or  recitation.  In  onr 
larger  schools — three  stories  high  and  divided  into  from  eighteen 
to  twenty  rooms — from  twenty  minutes  to  half  an  hour  were  lost 
in  passing  daily.  In  smaller  buildings  a  proportionate  loss  oc- 
curred. Second.  The  moments  spent  in  preparing  for  recess  are 
now  utilized  for  school  work.  Third.  The  minutes  heretofore 
occupied  in  recovering  from  the  breathless  and  excited  condition 
in  which  many  pupils  return  from  recess,  are  also  gained  for 
school  work.  » 

Again.  The  new  plan  promotes  good  order  and  simplifies  dis- 
cipline. It  is  the  unanimous  testimony  of  teachei's  that  fully  one- 
half  of  the  cases  of  disorder  that  have  called  for  their  intervention 
in  the  past  have  arisen  from  collisions  of  various  kinds  occurring 
during  recesses.  The  number  of  cases  of  corpoi^al  punishment  in 
the  Albany  schools  has  deci-eased  seventy-five  per  cent,  since  the 
abolishment  of  recess.  There  have  been  eight  cases  only  since 
the  opening  of  this  school  year.  Our  average  attendance  is  about 
10,000.  This  decrease  is  of  coin-se  only  in  part  due  to  the  new 
plan.  A  far  stronger  influence  tcrward  the  disuse  of  corporal 
punishment  is  the  growing  belief  that  better  character-building 
is  eflTected  by  development  from  within  than  by  pressure  from 
without. 

The  settling  of  disputes,  the  hearing  of  complaints  and  the  re- 
proval  or  punishment  of  offenses  generated  by  the  unavoidable 
friction  of  large  masses  of  children  forced  to  play  together  within  the 
narrow  bounds  of  city  school  yards,  have  hitherto  taken  an  undue 
share  of  the  time  of  Principals.  The  occasion  of  the  majority  of 
these  oflTenses  having  been  eliminated,  the  time  devoted  to  them 
has  been  gained  for  the  more  important  function  of  supervising 
the  work  of  assistant  teachei-s. 

Still  another  advantage  arising  from  the  no-recess  plan  is  that 
the  opi)oilunitie8  of  exercising  the  petty  tyranny,  so  dear  to  too 
many  boys  and  girls,  have  been  greatly  lessened. 
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How  many  a  child  has  stood  timidly  on  the  verge  of  the  play- 
ground, not  daring  to  enter  into  active  sport  from  fear  of  op- 
pression from  the  little  tyrants  of  his  field  1 

The  claim  that  a  general  recess  develops  the  traits  of  character 
that  make  leadera  in  active  life,  is,  in  my  estimation,  wholly  un- 
founded. The  circumstances  and  the  elements  of  training  that 
evolve  leadei-ship  are  not  sensibly  curtailed  by  the  lack  of  school 
recesses.  We  may  not  develop  as  many  ** bullies"  or  "bosses," 
but  leaders  will  be  as  plentiful  as  ever. 

Again.  The  constant  vociferation  indulged  in  by  children  dur- 
ing the  clamor  of  a  general  recess  must  tend  to  the  formation  of 
the  harsh,  strident  voices  which  often  grate  unpleasantly  on  our 
eai-s  in  the  school  room.  Besides  destroying  that  *' soft  voice," 
which  is  so  '* excellent  a  thing"  in  **  man  "  or  **  woman,"  the  loud- 
voiced  habit  leads  to  the  "loud"  mannei-s,  which  we  have  had  so 
many  occasions  to  regret  in  our  boys  and  girls. 

One  of  the  weightiest  considerations  in  favor  of  the  change 
under  discussion  is  that  the  oppoitunities  of  moral  contamination 
during  scjiool  horn's  are  reduced  to  a  minimum.  During  recess, 
the  widest,  almost  the  only,  opportunity  occure  for  the  **  evil 
communications  that  corrupt  good  manners;"  while  in  the  school 
room,  in  the  presence  of  the  watchful  teacher,  when  attention  is 
absorbed  in  recitation  or  study,  few  chances  are  afforded  for  the 
exertion  of  evil  influences. 

During  the  necessarily  unrestrained  dissociations  of  a  general 
recess,  however,  the  ears  of  the  innocent  and  guileless  are  too 
often  assaulted  by  bad  language,  till  the  moral  sense  becomes 
dulled  by  daily  repetitions,  and  the  evil  words,  becoming  only 
too  familiar,  are  at  last  adopted.  The  evil  thoughts  and  acts 
Buch  words  engender  naturally  follow.  By  abolishing  recess  this 
fruitful  occasion  for  the  spread  of  vice  is  removed ;  while  the 
continuous  horn's  of  abstinence  from  the  use  of  bad  language,  per- 
hai)S  from  the  harboring  of  bad  thoughts,  must  tend  to  the  refor- 
mation of  bad  habits,  and  the  confirmation  of  good  ones. 

Again,  the  longer  interval  between  the  two  sessions  serves 
family  convenience.  The  great  majority  of  pupils  dine  with 
their  parents  at  noon,  and  the  older  childran  are  now  enabled  to 
assist  in  the  prompt  preparation  of  the  mid-day  meal,  to  the  re- 
lief of  overburdened  mothera  and  the  gratification  of  hungry  and 
huiTied  fathers.  In  the  past,  hundreds  of  children  were  excused 
every  day  at  11:30  a.  m.,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  dinners  to 
father's  or  brothel's,  working  at  great  distances  from  their  homes. 
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The  serious  iutcrruption  iu  the  progress  of  these  children  caused 
by  the  daily  loss  of  the  half  hour,  was  a  constant  drag  upon  whole 
classes  as  well  sis  upou  the  individuals  who  were  thus  always  in 
arrears  iu  their  school- work.  The  dismissal  of  all  pupils  at  11:30 
at  once  closed  this  source  of  annoyance  to  the  intense  relief  of 
both  teachers  and  taught. 

The  closing  of  the  afternoon  session  at  3:30  o'clock  enables  all 
school  exercises  to  be  completed,  even  in  winter,  in  clear  day- 
light and  prevents  the  sti-aining  of  the  eyes  heretofore  a  fruitful 
scource  of  injury. 

The  continuity  of  an  unbroken  school  session  tends  to  concen- 
tration of  thought  upon  lessons,  and  to  the  formation  of  habits 
of  study,  as  well  as  to  the  giving  of  that  willing  attention  so  essen- 
tial to  symmetrical  development. 

Supt.  Beattie,  of  Troy,  testifies  that  since  recesses  have  been 
abandoned,  the  pupils  under  his  charge  have  advanced  rapidly  in 
these  directions.     My  own  observation  confirms  this  evidence. 

Still  further,  looking  over  the  whole  ground  and  considering 
all  the  tendencies  to  evil  suppressed  by  the  dropping  of  the  gen- 
eral recess  from  school  programmes,  I  believe  that  the  sum  total 
of  happiness  enjoyed  by  school  children  has  been  largely 
augmented. 

Anothei  very  important  consideration  is  the  definitely  ascer- 
tained fact  that  our  schools  are  attended  much  more  largely  by 
that  class  of  childi-eu  whom  you  will  readily  recognize  under  the 
title  **  desirable  scholai's."  Parents  who  have  hitherto  dreaded 
the  evils  coincident  with  the  commingling  of  pupils  on  crowded 
play-grounds,  are  sending  their  children  to  public  schools  more 
freely. 

Among  all  the  objections  raised  to  the  discontinuance  of 
recesses,  the  only  one  upon  which  any  real  stress  can  be  laid  is 
that  the  health  of  pupils  may  be  materially  injured. 

Now,  as  I  have  said  before,  I  believe  that,  on  the  contrary, 
health  is  promoted. 

Perhaps  two  years  are  not  sufficient  to  determine  this  point ; 
but  this  I  know,  that  while  two  years  ago  the  per  cent,  of  attend- 
ance with  us  was  barely  92,  it  is  now  94.  I  do  not  claim  that 
the  advance  is  wholly  due  to  the  disuse  of  recesses,  for  other  in- 
fluences have  helped  in  this  direction  ;  but  it  is  plain  that,  if  the 
health  of  our  pupils  had  been  unfavorably  affected,  the  per  cent, 
would  be  lower,  not  higher,  than  heretofore. 
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The  hygienic  objection  is,  I  think,  fully  met  by  the  provision 
of  our  plan  wliich  gives  to  pupils  the  utmost  liberty  of  personal 
recesses.  But,  it  is  urged,  is  not  the  work  of  teachers  constantly 
interrupted  by  this  provision  ?  My  answer  to  this  objection  is, 
that  requests  have  diminished,  not  increased.  This  has  resulted 
partly  from  the  conformity  of  personal  habits  U)  the  changed  con- 
ditions, and  partly  to  the  formation  of  habits  of  consecutive  and 
absorbing  study. 

A  wise  administration  of  the  new  plan  calls,  without  doubt, 
for  several  precautions,  which  suggest  themselves  naturally. 
A  continuous  strain  of  study  and  recitation  must  not  be  kept 
upon  pupils  during  the  entire  session.  A  few  moments'  interval 
for  menUil  rest,  with  libeity  of  communication,  or  for  calisthenic 
exercises,  must  be  given  between  recitiitioiis.  Individual  recesses 
nmst  be  granted  whenever  asked  for.  Various  devices  have  been 
adopted  in  order  to  conform  to  this  regulation  without  loss  of 
time. 

Some  teachers  permit  scholars  to  pass  out  upon  giving  a  jire- 
conceited  signal — the  pupil  raising  his  hand,  extending  two  fingers; 
the  teacher  nodding  assent  or  dissent.  Not  a  word  need  be  spoken. 

Others  limit  the  number  who  may  be  absent  at  one  time.  The 
pupil  who  fills  the  limit  writes  some  significant  word  on  the 
blackboard  and  the  word  is  enised  when  the  number  absent  falls 
below  the  limit. 

Those  who  have  the  best  control  and  who  experience  the  least 
trouble,  place  no  restriction  upon  the  [)rivilege.  A  pupil  desiring 
a  recess  rises  and  passes  noiselessly  from  the  room  and  as  noise- 
lessly returns.  There  is  no  interruption,  and,  with  proper  ven- 
tilation, there  is  no  possibility  of  injury  to  health,  when  the 
teacher  is  so  completely  the  mistress  of  the  situation  as  to  be  able 
to  use  this  last  exi)edient  without  friction. 

When  the  ventilation  is  not  good,  the  windows  and  doors  should 
be  opened  and  the  air  renewed,  while  the  pupils  march  and  exer- 
cise actively,  as  often  as  necessary.  Even  in  well-ventilated  rooms 
it  is  well  to  devote  a  few  moments  to  this  purpose  about  midway 
of  each  session. 

When  we  compare  the  hours  given  each  day  to  school  work 
with  those  assigned  to  rest  and  recreation,  four  and  three-quarters 
of  the  one  and  nineteen  and  a  quarter  of  the  other,  the  claim  that 
general  recesses  are  essential  to  health  seems  absurd. 

The  argument  has  been  adduced  against  the  abolition  of  recesses 
that  it  prevents  that  commingling  of  children  of  all  conditions  of 
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life  which  has  tended  to  keep  alive  the  democratic  spirit  so  essen- 
tial to  the  preservation  of  our  free  institutions.  Did  school  i-ecesses 
furnish  the  only  chance  for  children  to  meet  upon  common  ground, 
there  might  be  some  force  in  the  argument.  But  all  who  are 
familiar  with  the  daily  out-door  lives  of  city  children  in  the  streets 
and  parks  know  that  there  is  no  lack  of  opportunity  for  the 
mentsd  and  physical  attrition  which  will  smooth  the  rough  edges 
of  prejudice  and  caste.  Add  to  these  opportunities  the  friction 
of  daily  contact  in  the  schools,  with  the  moral  influence  of  its 
emulations,  its  victories  and  its  defeats,  and  there  need  be  no  fesir 
of  decadence  in  the  democratic  spirit  hitherto  characterizing  our 
public  school  children. 

Superintendent  Littlefield,  of  Newport,  well  says  in  this  con- 
nection :  **  If  it  is  feared  that  the  abolishment  of  recess,  with  the 
consequent  exclusiveness  which  may  be  enjoyed  l)y  the  pupils,  is 
a  step  in  violation  of  the  democratic  si)irit  of  American  institu- 
tions, it  may  be  said  in  reply  that  school  children  are  too  young 
to  be  entrusted  with  the  responsibility,  which  a  youth  might 
assume,  of  shapcniug  themselves  morally  by  contact  with  a  pro- 
miscuous company  of  their  own  age.  The  yard  of  a  gi-eat  city 
school  at  recess,  too,  often  presents  more  difl'erent  types  of  char- 
acter, morally,  intellectually,  physically  and  nationally,  than  can 
be  found  in  any  other  of  our  mixed  assemblies.  No  ward  room, 
at  its  greatest  density,  conUiius  80  many  kinds  of  people,  nor 
those  so  susceptible  to  influence.  The  strain  of  a  great  recess, 
therefore,  is  often  disastrous  to  young  children,  and  it  is  a  fact 
which  hiis  served  as  a  chief  influence  in  recruiting  private  schools. 
Let  the  i)ublic  schools  content  themselves  with  attbrding  large 
opportunities  for  mental  attrition,  under  the  guidance  of  active, 
scholarly,  iini)artial  teachers,  together  with  the  high  moral  influ- 
ence that  every  teacher  should  exert,  and  let  the  home  neighbor- 
hood for  the  present  furnish  what  other  discipline  may  be  needed 
to  tit  children  for  the  duties  of  good,  independent  citizenship." 

It  has  been  suggested  that,  should  Principals  and  teachei*s  be 
present  on  the  play  ground,  many  of  the  evils  now  incident  to 
recess  would  disappear.  At  boarding-schools  such  a  practice 
might  be  somewhat  efficacious,  but  to  attempt  it  in  graded  schools, 
— to  add  this  task  to  the  complex  and  varied  duties  entailed  by 
coui-ses  ol'  btudy  and  school  regulations,  would  be. to  sacrifice  val- 
uable time  now  devoted  to  more  important  interests.  The  mere 
statement  of  such  an  argument  to  those  who  know  what  is  re- 
quired of  teacJiera  furnishes  its  refutation. 
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Finally.  What  is  the  testimony  of  those  who  have  tried  the 
new  plan  ?  As  before  stated,  as  far  as  is  known  it  is  heartily 
indorsed  wherever  used,  and  it  has  not  been  abandoned  where  it 
has  been  given  a  fair  trial. 

Superintendent  Ellis,  of  Rochester,  after  a  year's  experience, 
says  :  **  Probably  no  change  of  so  great  importance  has  ever  l)een 
made  in  the  management  of  our  schools  against  which  so  few  olv 
jections  have  been  urged,  or  that  has  met  with  such  general 
approval.  There  is  only  one  point  concerning  which  there  can 
be  any  question  raided,  and  that  is  the  physiological  one.  All 
the  tests  that  we  have  been  able  to  make  lead  me  to  believe  that 
when  the  balance  is  struck  at  this  point,  between  the  recess  and 
the  no-recess  plan,  it  will  be  found  to  be  on  the  side  of  the  latter. 
In  other  words,  I  think  the  physical  health  of  our  pupils  will  be — 
is — promoted  by  the  present  plan.  When  we  are  convinced  that 
the  no-recess  plan  is  an  unwise  one  we  shall  be  ready  to  abandon 
it,  and  not  befoi*e.  Such  a  practical  test  of  its  wisdom  as  we 
have  thus  far  made  is  worth  more  than  any  amount  of  fine-spun 
theories,  in  my  judgment." 

A  committee  of  the  Rochester  Board  of  Education  has  made 
an  elaborate  report,  too  long  for  quotation,  in  which  the  most 
favorable  conclusions  are  reached. 

Dr.  Edward  A.  Moore,  of  the  same  city.  President  of  the  New 
York  State  Board  of  Health,  hiis  been  quoted  to  nie  as  saying 
that,  upon  the  whole,  he  believes  the  health  of  school  children 
will  be  promoted  by  the  no-recess  plan. 

Physicians  in  Albany,  Troy,  Cohoes,  Owego  and  other  places, 
who  have  hud  the  opportunity  of  studying  its  pnictical  workings, 
are  well  siitistied  that  this  movement  tends  to  the  melioration  of 
the  health  of  pupils. 

Parents  and  teachei*s,  almost  without  exception,  heartily  ap- 
prove the  plan. 

At  a  meeting  of  city  Superintendents,  held  at  Syracuse,  N.  Y., 
last  month,  this  question  was  thoroughly  discussed  by  the  seven- 
teen gentlemen  present,  and  the  conclusion  was  unanimously 
reached  that  it  would  promote  the  welfare  of  public  schools  to 
dispense  with  geneml  recesses. 

It  appeal's,  then,  that  by  the  adoption  of  the  no  recess  plan, 
health  is  not  iip paired,  but  is  probably  promoted  ;  that  valuable 
working  time  is  gained,  that  discipline  is  eased,  that  i>etty  tynmuy 
is  abolished,  that  sweeter  voices  and  pleasanter  manners  result, 
that  the  moral  influences  of  the  schools  are  bettered,  or  rather 
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the  opportunities  for  evil  influence  are  largely  i-cduced,  that 
family  conveuience  is  tetter  served,  that  habits  of  study  are 
strengthened,  desirable  pupils  attracted,  the  per  cent,  of  attend- 
ance raised,  and,  as  a  consequence  of  all  these  results,  children 
are  made  wiser,  happier  and  better. 

All,  doubtless,  are  familiar  with  the  story  told  by  Dr.  John 
Brown,  of  the  visit  of  an  English  physician  to  a  hosi)ital  in  Paris, 
under  the  guidance  of  a  French  surgeon.  As  they  passed  through 
the  crowded  wards,  the  Frenchman  dilated  with  national  volu- 
bility upcm  each  case,  and  pointed  out  with  scientific  accuracy, 
the  causes  of  suflering.  After  listening  to  many  such  descrip- 
tions, the  practical  Englishman  suddenly  cut  short  the  stream  of 
eloquence  by  saying:  **  You  describe  these  evils  well ;  but,  my 
dear  sir,  you  have  not  prescribed  the  remedy  for  one  of  them." 
We  who  are  using  the  no-recess  plan  believe  we  have  done  better 
than  the  French  surgeon  ;  we  have  not  merely  pointed  out  evils ; 
we  have  prescribed  their  cure. 

Examinations. 

An  unusual  amount  of  office  work,  including  the  preparation 
and  publication  of  a  revised  manual,  prevented  the  Superintendent 
from  making  as  many  inspections  and  class  examinations  as  in 
some  past  ycara,  but  he  did  visit  eveiy  class-room  in  the  city  at 
least  once,  while  many  were  visited  several  times.  Two  written 
examinations,  one  in  January  and  the  other  in  June,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  determining  promotions  and  of  ascertaining  the  condi- 
tion of  scholarship,  are  now  required  by  the  rules  of  the  Board. 

The  following  table  expresses,  as  fairly  as  figures  can,  the  con- 
dition of  scholarship  as  ascertained  from  the  reports  of  the  several 
Principals  on  the  results  of  the  examinations  in  June  isist :

The  whole  imniber  of  classes  examined,  1924,  exceeds  that  of 
last  year  by  99,  the  increase  being  mainly  in  the  number  of 
classes  in  Penmanship.  The  number  of  excellent  classes  is  256 
greater  than  last  year,  while  that  of  good  classes  is  124,  that  of 
fair  28,  and  that  of  bad  ones  3,  less.  The  diminutions  in  the 
three  latter  divisions  have  been  added  to  the  division  of  excellent 
classes.  A  comparison  with  last  yearns  table  shows  a  net  increase 
of  155  excellent  classes.  These  results  indicate  an  improvement 
in  the  direction  of  better  instruction  and  management  that  merits 
commendation. 

The  remarks  that  follow  upon  the  several  studies  pursued  in 
our  course  are  suggested  by  the  reports  made  by  the  Principals 
of  the  schools,  and  by  the  observations  made  by  the  Superin- 
tendent in  the  courae  of  the  year. 

Readinq. 

By  giving  more  time  to  practice  in  reading  at  sight  and  lees 
to  mere  drill,  and  by  increasing  the  amount  and  the  variety  of 
the  reading  done  by  each  pupil,  much  has  been  done  during  the 
past  year  to  give  life  and  interest  to  an  exercise  too  often  re- 
garded, heretofore,  by  both  teachers  and  pupils  as  the  tamest 
and  most  dreary  in  the  day's  program.  The  insertion  of  the 
Popular  Science  Reader  at  the  middle  of  the  Sixth  Year  was  a 
happy  thought.  The  themes  of  the  book  are  inspiring  as  well 
as  thought-compelling  to  boys  and  girls  of  eleven  yeai-s,  just  be- 
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ginning  to  notice  the  natural  and"  artificial  phenomena  of  every- 
day life.  The  generally  lucid  explanations  given  of  the  opera- 
tions of  nature,  so  mysterious  to  children  of  that  age,  and  the  de- 
lineation of  what  man  has  done  to  make  the  elements  his  servants, 
are  presented  at  a  time  when  the  child-mind  is  brimming  with 
unsatisfied  curiosity  and  is  formative  and  impressible.  This  de- 
parture from  narrative  reading,  at  this  juncture,  must  tend  to 
foster  habits  of  investigation  which  will  bear  fruit  in  nipid  and 
symmetrical  mental  development. 

The  high  general  average  of  ninety-four  per  cent  attained  in  the 
June  examinations  in  sight  reading  from  wholly  unfamiliar  matter, 
though, — since  it  is  averaged  from  the  marking  of  some  twenty- 
five  individuals,  thfe  rate  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  absolute  index 
of  such  proximity  td  perfection, — may  surely  be  Jiccepted 
as  strong  evidence  that  the  Principals  believe  that  the  schools  are 
doing  excellent  work  in  reading,  the  basis  of  most  acquired 
knowledge. 

While  more  i^eading  is  now  done  than  ever  before,  a  still  greater 
amount  can  be  well  done  and  with  benefit  to  the  pupils.  By 
way  of  experiment  a  First-Ye^r  teacher  was  directed  to  go  as  far 
beyond  her  grade  in  reading  as,  in  her  judgment,  her  class  could 
go  without  pressure  and. without  neglecting  other  branches. 
That  class  has  read  in  one  year  the  forty-eight  pages  of  the  ch»irt, 
the  Fii*st  Reader,  the  Advanced  Firat  Reader  and  between  thirty 
and  forty  pages  of  the  Second  Reader.  After  examining  the 
class  thoroughly,  I  concluded  that  they  read  as  well,  if  not  better 
than  any  class  of  the  grade  in  the  city.  At  the  same  time,  their 
progress  in  other  directions  was  fully  up  to  our  requirements. 
These  facts  are  given  to  show  that  much  more  reading  may  be 
done  by  all  our  classes  without  undue  pressure  and  without  detri- 
ment to  other  work.  It  is,  therefore,  earnestly  recommended 
that  the  Board  furnish  each  school-room,  as  rapidly  as  its  funds 
will  permit,  with  a  set  of  readei-s  of  the  same  grade  as,  and  addi- 
tional to,  those  required  by  the  course  of  study.  It  would  l)e  too 
burdensome  for  most  parents  to  require  them  to  buy  the  addi- 
tional books,  but  as  the  books  would  not  be  taken  from  the 
school-room,  that  set  would  last  a  number  of  years,  and  the  cost 
of  keephig  up  the  stock  would  be  small.  If  the  Board  consider 
the  outlay  too  great  to  supply  all  the  grades  with  additional 
readers  at  one  time,  it  will  suffice,  to  test  the  utility  of  the  plan, 
to  furnish  the  classes  of  the  First,  Second  and  Third  Yeara,  next 
year;  and,  if  the  results  are  favorable,  to  complete  the  outfit  the 
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succeeding  year.  It  is  by  no  means  necessary  to  furnish  a  book 
for  ejich  pupil ;  a  set  of  from  twenty  to  fifty  of  each  grade  would 
be  a  complete  outfit  for  each  school,  iis,  when  there  are  two  or 
more  cla-sses  of  the  same  grade,  the  programs  could  be  readily 
arranged  so  that  one  set  of  books  would  answer  for  all.  It  fol- 
lows that  the  expense  attending  this  plan  would  be  compai-atively 
small,  and  it  is  evident  that  the  benefit  would  be  large.  Aa 
early  and  favorable-  considemtiou  of  this  matter  is  respectfully 
urged. 

The  action  of  the  Board  in  furnishing  the  schools  with  copies 
of  the  **St.  Nicholas  Magazine  "for  use  in  silent  reading  has 
been  highly  appreciated  by  thousands  of  children  whom  circum- 
stances had  i)revented  from  enjoying  the  broadening  and  cultivat- 
ing influences  of  that  admirable  publicatiim.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  Board  continue  to  supply  copies  of  **St.  Nicholas  "  and 
**  Our  Little  Ones."  All  of  the  Ninth- Year  pupils  wei'e  examined 
in  sight  reading,  as  required  by  the  Regents  of  the  University, 
by  the  Superintendent.  All  of  that  class,  300  in  number,  that 
applied  for  admission  to  the  High  School  were  found  to  be  suffi- 
ciently proficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  examination. 

Spelling. 

The  average  percentage  of  all  the  classes  in  spelling  was  93. 
When  it  is  considered  that  the  tests  consisted  of  sentences  or 
paragraphs,  mere  lists  of  words  being  excluded  by  our  methods, 
and  that  they  included  capitalization  and  punctuation,  this  re- 
sult is  surely  satisfactory.  The  Ninth- Year  class  attained  the 
high  average  of  95.7  per  cent,  in  the  Regents^  test  in  spelling.  Of 
the*  318  examined,  including  those  from  other  schools,  306 
reached  the  required  standard.  The  best  evidence,  however, 
of  the  practical  results  of  the  rational  methods  of  teaching 
spelling  that  obtuin  in  most  of  our  school-rooms,  is  to  be 
found  in  the  written  exercises  in  other  subjects.  From  the 
testimony  of  teachers  and  examinei*s  not  connected  with  our 
schools,  it  is  well  establicshed  that  within  the  past  ten  yeai*8  a 
dicul  clumge  for  the  hotter  in  spelling,  capitalization  and 
unctuatiou  has  uppeurcd  in  the  papers  submitted  by  our  pupils, 
»e,  it  is  believed,  fii-st  to  the  adoption  of  written  examinations 
claas  exercises  in  all  the  grades,  and  second  to  the  more 
1  methods  used  in  acquiring  the  complex  orthography  of 
oblo  but  erratic  tongue.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  while 
lasses  in  spelling  are  nuiked  this  ycjir  as  exceUeiit  and  24  as 
there  are  none  estimated  aafair  or  bacL 
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Abithmetio. 

The  impoitant  step  of  substituting  a  modified  form  of  the 
Gruhe  method  of  teaching  numf)er  for  the  memorization  of  tables 
of  al)stract  numbers  chiefly  in  vogue  heretofoi'e,  was  accomplished 
during  this  year  without  much  friction.  Though  some  teachers 
put  the  new  plan  into  practice  with  reluctance, — owing  to  their 
faith  in  methods  that  had  apparently  produced  moi'e  rapid  pro- 
gress— before  the  close  of  the  year,  stimulated  by  grade-meetings 
and  visits  to  schools  wherem  the  new  method  had  been  success- 
fully developed,  even  these  l)ecame  convinced  of  it«  superiority. 
The  facility  acquired  by  the  majority  of  our  primary  teachers  in 
the  use  of  a  novel  system,  mdically  differing  from  that  to  which 
they  had  been  accustomed,  was  surprising.  After  they  had  bo« 
come  convinced,  by  argument  and  much  exemplification,  of  the 
soundness  of  the  theory,  they  proceeded  to  its  use  with  an  en- 
thusiasm and  intelligence  worthy  of  the  highest  praise. 

The  fii-st  year  of  trial  has  past,  and  while  the  diflBculties  in- 
sepamble  from  a  new  enterprise  were  frequently  oncountei'ed,  and 
sometimes  blundei*s  were  made  through  misundei'stiuiding  or  inex- 
perience, yet,  upon  the  whole,  the  new  method  has  well  withstood 
the  test  of  use,  and  we  may  confidently  anticipate  complete  sue* 
cess  in  the  near  future. 

One  thing  has  some  what  embarrassed  our  progress  in  number, 
namely,  the  lack  of  a  variety  of  objects.  Three  schools  only 
were  provided,  by  way  of  ex|)eriment,  with  a  selection  of  certain 
kindergarten  materials  to  be  used  in  the  development  of  number 
and  in  a  variety  of  object  lessons,  esi)ecially  color  and  foiiu. 
Th<  se  schools  have  confessedly  done  the  best  work  in  these  sub- 
jects. Teachei-s  in  the  other  schools  procured  objects  as  best  they 
could,  using  empty  spools,  disks  of  tin,  buttons,  etc.,  and  while 
they  made  good  progress  with  these  extemporized  helps,  it  is 
clear  that  they  would  do  much  bettor  were  they  furnished  ma- 
t<*rials  especially  adapted  to  the  work.  It  is  recommended  that 
by  such  a  system  of  gradual  purchase,  as  the  condition  of  our 
funds  will  allow,  all  the  schools  be  supplied  with  one  or  two  sets 
of  kindergarten  objects  similar  to  those  ali'eady  furnished  to 
Schools  Nos.  15,  17  and  24. 

The  June  examinations  in  Arithmetic  gave  an  average  per- 
centage of  87,  about  two  per  cent,  higher  than  in  any  previous 
year.  The  excellent  classes  show  an  increase  of  40,  the  good  ones 
a  decrease  of  27,  the  fair  an  increase  of  three,  and  the  bad  an 
increase  of  1.     The  two  latter  categories  numl)er  respectively  15 
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and  2,  and  the  slight  increase  is  directly  traceable  to  the  unfor- 
tunately frequent  change  of  teachers,  through  death  and  resigna- 
tion,  in  one  scho6l. 

The  Ninth- Year  Class  averaged  81  per  cent,  in  the  Regents' 
examination,  while  248  passed  its  requirements.  This  is  consid- 
ered an  excellent  showing,  and  evinces  commendable  work. 

Geography. 

The  examinations  in  Geography  continue  to  show,  as  was  set 
forth  in  last  year's  report,  that  the  best  work  is  done  in  the  Third  and 
Fourth  Years,  where  the  instruction  is  mainly  oral,  and  in  the  Sev- 
enth, Eighth  and  Ninth  Yeara,  where  the  classes  are  in  charge  of  our 
more  experienced  teachers.  The  average  of  the  June  examina- 
tions in  this  subject  was  87  per  cent.,  a  trifle  lower  than  in  most 
preceding  years.  2G6  of  the  Ninth- Year  Class  passed  the  Regents' 
examination  in  Geography  with  an  average  of  84  per  cent.  The 
inference  to  be  drawn  for  the  year's  experience  ife  that,  while  in 
the  two  lower  and  three  higher  grades  the  classes  make  good  prog- 
ress ;  in  the  intermediate  grades,  where  the  Primary  text-book 
is  used,  the  work  is  often  fragmentiiry  and  narrow.  It  is  believed 
that  better  satisfaction  would  be  given  either  by  the  use  of  some 
text-book  of  broader  scope,  burdened  with  fewer  details,  or  by 
oral  instruction  alone. 

The  experiment  of  opening  the  study  of  Geography  by  means 
of  a  series  of  lessons  in  molding,  was  thoroughly  tested  in  School 
No.  24  this  year.  After  some  weeks  of  trial,  at  the  request  of 
many  teachci-s,  a  gmde  meeting  of  the  Third  Year  was  called, 
Hud  the  plan  was  exemplified  by  Miss  Cordell  and  sixteen  of  her 
pupils.  The  following  [)aragraphs  from  an  Albany  paper  depict 
the  occasion  in  reportorial  style : 

A   OEOORAPHIGAL   KINDERQARTEN. 

The  New  Method  of  Teaching  a  Rudimentaiy  Study. 

'*  Molding  sand  is  now  employed  in  teaching  the  young  idea 
how  to  shoot.  It  is  not  one  of  the  outcomes  of  the  long  lockout  of 
the  iron  moldei*s  in  this  city,  but  the  ingenious  device  of  an  inven- 
tor who  has  styled  it  '*  geography."  *'It  may  properly  be  called 
the  fii*st  lessons  in  geography,'*  said  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  Cole  yesterday,  as  he  stood  watching  the  deft  fingers 
of  sixteen  pupils  from  School  No.  24  mold  and  pile  up  the  sand 
before  them.     The  exercises  were  conducted  in  the  High  School 
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buildiug  yesterday  afternoon,  for  the  edification  of  the  third-grade 
teachers.  Miss  Julia  Cordell  conducted  the  lesson.  This  plan 
of  illustration  requires  that  each  scholar  be  furnished  with  a  large 
flat  tin,  probably  12x18  inches,  and  |  of  an  inch  deep.  The 
quantity  of  molding  sand  for  each  pupil  is  two  or  three  handfuls. 
The  teacher  is  provided  with  a  molding  table,  with  a  cover  ar- 
ranged to  be  raised  at  any  desired  angle.  In  the  top  of  this  table 
is  a  quantity  of  yellow  sand.  Miss  Cordell  began  the  lesson  by 
molding  the  ground  plan  of  School  No.  24,  making  the  door- ways, 
the  yard  and  the  street  in  front.  She  showed  the  directions 
from  the  building  to  the  various  parts  of  the  jity  and  to  the  pub- 
lic buildings,  by  questioning  the  children.  When  she  had  finished 
her  model,  lo  and  behold,  there  were  sixteen  similar  models  in 
front  of  the  pupils.  Next  Miss  Cordell  proceeded  to  shape  out 
hills,  vale,  water-sheds,  and  gullies,  explaining  why  they  were  so 
formed  ;  the  value  of  the  water-sheds  ;  why  valleys  were  fertile, 
and  the  reason  why  the  snow  remains  on  mountain  peaks.  The 
bright  tin  answered  for  the  water  of  the  lakes,  or  the  streams 
along  the  valleys.  One  of  the  most  interesting  models  was  that 
of  the  Hudson  river,  showing  its  source  in  the  Adirondacks,  with 
its  mountainous  surroundings,  the  Mohawk  river  flowing  into  it 
further  down,  and  the  topography  of  the  country  along  its  course 
to  the  mouth,  with  the  larger  cities  indicated. 

One  little  Inight-eyed  youth  molded  on  the  table  a  representa- 
tion of  Albany  county,  showing  the  elevations  of  land,  the  Hud- 
son river,  the  Normanskill,  the  Patroons  and  other  large  creeks 
and  the  Helderbergs,  with  Thompson's  and  Warner's  lakes  in 
their  peaks.  *'  The  idea  is  being  develoi^ed  before  the  pupil  gives 
his  answer  to  a  question,''  said  Mr.  Cole.  *'  I  think  it  is  a  tii*st- 
rate  thing,  and  one  that  will  prove  of  untold  value  in  giving  the 
beginnera  in  geography  an  idea  of  what  a  hill,  or  valley,  or  moun- 
tain, or  island,  or  river,  or  lake  is.  There  were  about  100 
spectators  present,  all  of  whom  were  loud  in  their  praises  of 
teacher  and  class.  The  experiment  has  been  going  on  in  School 
No.  24  during  the  past  three  months.  The  Superintendent  hopes 
to  be  able  u>  have  the  plan  introduced  in  all  the  schools  by  the 
fall  term," 

The  teachera  present  were  unanimous  in  their  approval  of  the 
methods  illustrated,  and  have  since  besieged  me  for  molding 
tables  and  tins.  It  is  recommended  that  as  many  of  these  tables 
as  the  board  can  afford  to  purchase  be  supplied  at  once.  The 
tins  are  quite  inexpensive  and  will  be  furnished  willingly  by  the 
pupila 
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Language. 

The  principles  upon  which  our  present  cour.-e  of  study  in 
Language  is  based  have  been  so  fully  discussed  in  previous  re- 
poils  that  it  would  be  idle  to  enlarge  upon  them  now.  Suffice 
it  to  say  that  the  practice  of  **  learning  to  do  by  doing  "  is  obtain- 
ing more  and  more  in  our  schools  each  year.  The  art  of 
expression  is  made  the  primary  aim ;  the  science  of  language, 
though  by  no  means  neglected,  is  made  secondary. 

An  average  of  87  per  cent  in  the  June  examinations  and  an  in- 
crease of  26  in  the  number  of  classes  ranked  as  excellentj  indicate 
a  continuance  of  praiseworthy  effort  on  the  part  of  teachers  and 
scholai-s  in  the  most  important  branch  of  study  in  our  coui-se. 

The  Ninth- Year  Class  averaged  84.3  per  cent  in  the  Regents' 
examination  in  Grammar,  and  250  pupils  answered  correctly  the 
i-equired  number  of  questions.  The  latter  number  is  43  greater 
than  the  corresponding  one  of  last  year. 

American  History. 

Twenty-eight  classes  in  American  History,  numbering  some 
eight  hundred  pupils,  were  examined  in  June.  The  avenige  made 
was  91  per  cent.  The  Ninth- Year  Class  was  examined  on  ques- 
tions prepared  by  Mr.  Hoyt,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ex- 
aminations, in  accordance  with  the  plan  proposed  in  last  year's 
rei)ort.  The  substitution  of  a  test  prepared  upon  the  basis  of  the 
text-book  used  by  the  pupils,  and  made  suital)le  by  wise  discrim- 
ination in  the  selection  of  questions  to  their  age  and  advance- 
ment, for  the  Regents'  paper — which  although  excellent  for  its 
purpose,  is  always  too  severe  in  treatment  for  our  pupils,  because 
it  is  prepared  for  academic  scholai-s  at  least  a  year  older, — has 
met  with  general  approval. 

One  effect  of  the  change  appears  in  the  fact  that  we  report  25 
excellent  classes  and  three  ffood  ones  this  year,  while  last  year 
there  were  reported  17  excellent,  13  good  and  2  faz7*  classes.  It 
must  not  be  inferred  that  this  favorable  change  was  effected  by 
making  the  examination  easy.  The  test-paper  consisted  of  eighty 
(80)  questions,  covering  the  whole  ground  from  the  discovery  of 
America  to  the  present  day.  The  94.6  per  cent  attained  by  the 
class  on  this  paper  is  good  evidence  of  such  a  clear  general 
knowledge  of  the  leading  events  of  American  History,  as  well 
prepares  each  pupil  for  that  prosecution  of  a  course  of  historical 
reading  that  alone,  after  all,  can  give  him  a  broad  and  philosophic

acquaintance  with  our  country's  origin,  progress  and  present  con- 
dition. The  result  of  the  Regents'  examination  in  American 
History  will  be  found  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Principal  of  the 
High  School. 

Penmanship,  Music  and  Drawing. 

That  we  are  able  to  repoit  257  excellent  and  31  good  classes  in 
Penmanship,  with  an  average  mark  of  ninety -two  per  cent,  all 
the  specimens  having  been  marked  by  the  same  committee  of 
experienced  teachers  that  has  performed  this  service  for  the  past 
three  yeare,  is  adequate  proof  of  the  conscientious  and  progressive 
work  done  in  this  important  department  this  year. 

After  an  experience  of  nearly  a  year  without  a  Musical 
Director,  the  Board  acting  upon  the  advice  of  the  Grammar 
School  Principals,  changed  its  plan,  and  appointed  Mr.  Greo.  E. 
Oliver  to  that  position  in  February  last.  Mr.  Oliver  brought  to 
his  new  vocation  an  unusual  degree  of  professional  skill  and  en- 
thusiasm, and  has  succeeded  in  imparting  new  life  and  vigor 
to  a  department  which,  it  must  be  confessed,  had  somewhat  lan- 
guished while  without  a  special  instructor. 

An  average  of  ninety-two  per  cent,  on  the  theoretical  ques- 
tions submitted  to  all  the  classes  by  the  Musical  Director,  shows 
that  the  regular  teachers  have  kept  up  with  commendable  faith- 
fulness to  the  high  standard  of  instruction  attained  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  lamented  Prof.  Thomas  Spencer  Lloyd. 

The  examinations  in  drawing  also  sustain  the  reputation  of  our 
teachers  for  thoroughness,  intelligence  and  skill  in  this  important 
branch  of  study.  The  well-directed  ettbrts  of  Drawing  Master 
Hailes,  and  the  teachers  generally,  culminated  in  the  best  exhi- 
bition of  pupils'  work  yet  presented.  The  30th  of  May, — Decora- 
tion Day, — ^was  selected  for  this  occasion.  The  lively  intei*est 
heretofore  shown  by  our  fellow-citizens  in  the  department  of 
Industrial  Drawing,  suffered  no  diminution  this  year.  The  streams 
of  visitors  that  thronged  the  High  School  during  the  exhibition, 
their  warm  approbation  of  the  progress  evinced  by  the  hundredi^ 
of  meritorious  drawings  displayed,  and  the  eulogistic  comments 
of  the  daily  press,  all  tend  to  the  conclusion  that  drawing  has 
become  an  indispensable,  tis  well  as  a  highly  appreciated  element 
in  the  curriculum  of  the  public  schools.  The  medal  given  by  the 
Boanl  for  the  best  specimen  of  pencil  drawing  was  awarded  at  the 
High  School  Commencement  to  Carrie  Currie,  of  the  Second- 
Year  Class  in  the  High  School.     The  medal  was  pi*e6euted  on 
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behalf  of  the  Board  by  John  H.  Lynch.  Esq.,  who  accompanied 
the  presentation  with  an  eloquent  address,  setting  forth  the  benefi- 
cent results  of  art-instruction  in  the  public  schools.  The  com- 
mittee of  award,  consisting  of  Messi-s.  Frank  H.  Janes,  Walter 
D.  Palmer  and  Robert  Pennie.  rendered  their  decision  in  a  report 
that  commended  our  art  department  and  its  responsible  head, 
Prof.  Hailes,  in  the  warmest  terms. 

Discipline. 

The  disciplinary  statistics  of  the  year  show  a  remarkable  growth 
of  the  influence  of  the  principles  of  school  government  founded 
on  belief  in  the  wisdom  of  attempting  to  form  character  by  de- 
velopment from  within  rather  than  by  repression  or  oppi*ession. 
The  following  comparison  of  the  past  four  years'  records  of 
corporal  punishment  is  Interesting  : 

In  1880-81,  there  were  reported  1236  ciises  ;  in  1881-82, 
677  ;  in  1882-83,  336,  and  in  1883-84,  thirty-three  (33)  cases. 

This  rapid  tendency  towards  disuse  of  the  rod  has  been  pro- 
moted almost  wholly  by  a  gradual  revolution  of  sentiment.  There 
has  been  much  discussion  at  teachei-s'  meetings  ;  but  no  additional 
legislation  by  the  Board.  The  only  official  pressure  brought  to 
bear,  aside  from  argument  and  appeal  to  the  best  authorities  on 
school  government,  hiis  been  the  enforcement  of  the  by-law 
adopted  some  ten  yeai-s  ago,  that  requires  a  monthly  report  from 
each  Principal  of  the  number  of  cases  of  corporal  punishment  in- 
flicted each  month.  That  the  enforcement  of  this  rule  has  in- 
fluenced some  minds,  will  be  rejidily  admitted  ;  but  it  is  firmly 
believed  that  most  of  those  who  have  desisted,  have  done  so 
throui^h  conviction  of  the  futility  of  the  system  they  have  aban- 
doned. Three  years  ago  two  schools  had  no  cases  of  bodily 
punishment  to  report ;  two  yeai-s  ago  this  number  increased  to 
five  ;  last  year  there  weie  seven,  and  this  year,  out  of  twenty-five 
schools,  including  the  Training  class,  fifteen  (including  most  of 
the  largest  schools)  governed  their  |)U[)ils  by  moml  influences 
only. 

This  condition  has  been  brought  about  without  extraordinary 
recourse  to  the  expedient  of  suspension.  Indeed,  there  has  been 
a  reduction  instead  of  an  increase.  In  1881,  eighty-six  cases  of 
suspension  were  reported:  in  1882,  the  same  number;  in  1883, 
eighty-two  cases,  and  in  1884,  sixt3'-nine.  The  inference  to  be 
drawn  from  these  figures  is,  clearly,  that  cess^ition  from  corporal 
punishment  does  not  lead  to  an  undue  resort  to  suspension,  a 
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means  oi  disctpliue  that,  unquestionably,  should  be  used  most 
sparingly  and  discreetly. 

It  was  observed  in  last  year's  report  that  *'it  is  reasonable  to 
expect  that  when  more  rational  methods  of  discipline  prevail  in 
all  the  schools,  the  number  of  suspensions  will  decrease/'  The 
experience  of  this  year  certainly  confirms  this  opinion. 

It  is  thought,  too,  that  the  admonition  given  last  year  to  assist- 
ant teachers,  that  it  is  their  clear  duty  to  exhaust  all  their  own 
resources  of  control  before  appealing  to  their  Princii)als  for  sup- 
port, has  aided  much  in  easing  and  melioi-ating  the  discipline  of 
the  schools. 

The  total  number  of  truants  reported  this  year  is  388,  a  pleasing 
decrease  of  149,  compared  with  the  report  of  the  preceding  year. 
This  matter  of  truancy  is  a  difficult  one  to  manage  under  our 
conditions.  It  is  a  well-established  doctrine  among  our  teachers 
that  truancy  is  an  offense  against  the  parent  rather  than  the 
school,  and  it  is  believed  that  it  is  only  aggravated  by  resort  to 
corporal  punishment,  either  at  home  or  in  school.  The  efiTorts  of 
teachei's  are  turned,  therefore,  toward  making  the  school  more 
attiuctive  than  the  street  to  errant  boys  and  girU.  In  too  many 
instances  these  efibrts  are  vain ;  and  rather  than  subject  the  rest 
of  the  pupils  to  the  contaminating  influences  of  habitual  truants 
by  holding  them  even  in  nominal  membership,  suspension  is  used 
as  the  only  means  of  dealing  with  incorrigibles. 

No  other  coui'se  is  possible  with  confirmed  truants,  imless  the 
Board  find  it  practicable  to  establish  an  ungraded  school  where 
attention  can  be  given  to  these  cases  individually  without  detri- 
ment to  the  other  pupils.  The  suggestion  already  made  in  this 
report,  that  the  consideration  of  this  matter  be  referred  to  a 
special  committee,  is  renewed  here  on  behalf  of  the  truants,  as 
well  as  in  the  interests  of  that  too  large  class  of  children  that  are 
wandering  through  our  streets  without  the  instruction  and 
guidance  due  them  as  future  citizens  and  voters  of  our  city,  state 
and  nation. 

Promotions. 

The  number  of  promotions  made  this  year,  19926,  which  is 
196  per  cent  of  the  average  membership,  exceeds  that  of  last  year 
by  809.  To  understand  this  statement  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  promotions  are  made  twice  a  year,  and  that  200  per  cent, 
would  express  the  promotion  of  the  entire  membei-ship.  The 
percentage,   196,  is  ten   higher  than   last  year,  although  one 
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school  reports  less  thau  150  per  cent,  its  deficit  being  made  up 
by  several  schools  that  report  above  200  per  cent,  the  surplus- 
age resulting  from  a  number  of  individual  promotions  through 
sevenil  grades  within  the  year.  It  is  thcmght  we  have  reached 
about  the  normal  condition  in  respect  to  promotion,  and  that 
very  few,  if*  any,  who  deserve  promotion  are  now  retarded 
for  the  sake  of  realizing  a  higher  percentage  on  the  semi-annual 
written  examinations,  while  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  very 
seldom  that  pupils  are  pressed  forward  with  undue  haste  at  the 
sacrifice,  or  at  least  the  endangering,  of  health  and  symmetrical 
development.  In  this  latter  regard,  teachera  are  often  exiled 
upon  to  exert  a  high  degree  of  moi-al  courage  in  resisting  the  en- 
treaties of  pupils  as  well  as  those  of  parents  and  friends  who  would, 
if  permitted,  push  these  unprepared  children  ahead  at  railroad 
speed,  regardless  of  their  physical,  mental  or  moral  welfai-e.  Too 
strenuous  a  firmness  camiot  be  shown  by  teachei*s  in  opposing  these 
ill-advised  demands  of  weak  or  vain  parents  and  guardians. 

Admission  to  the  High  School. 

Three  hundred  twenty  four  (324)  applicants  were  examined  for 
admission  to  the  High  School,  the  number  being  twelve  less  than 
last  year.  Three  hundred  (300)  of  these  were  from  our  schools, 
and  the  rest  from  various  public  and  private  schools  in  the  city 
and  vicinity.  Three  hundred  fifteen  (315)  in  all  passed  the  re- 
quired examination.  Eveiy  pupil  from  our  schools  passed.  '  This 
result  is  unprecedented  and  is  due  largely  to  the  excellence  of  the 
instruction  given ;  though,  in  some  degree,  it  came  from  a  more 
careful  gradation  of  the  classes.  Two  hundred  forty-eight  (248) 
applicants  reached  the  standard  of  the  Regents'  examination  in 
Arithmetic  ;  two  hundred  fifty  (250)  in  Grammar  ;  two  hundred 
sixty-six  (266)  in  Geography  ;  three  hundred  six  (306)  in  Spell- 
ing ;  and  three  hundred  twenty-three  (323)  in  Reading  ;  two 
hundred  five  (205)  Regents'  Certificates  were  claimed. 

The  general  average  of  the  Albany  public  school  pupils  in  the 
chief  subjects  of  the  examination  is  as  follows  : 

Arithmetic,     -    -    -    -    81  Grammar, 84.3 

Geography,       -     -     -      84  American  History,  -     -     94.6 

Spelling, 95.7        Penmanship,     -    -    -     -  93 

Reading, 89.7 

Whether  these  special  examinations  have  not  too  great  an  in- 
fluence in  shaping  our  course  of  study  is  a  question  that  has  been, 
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and  is,  I'eceiving  careful  consideratioD.  An  inspection  of  the 
printed  coui'se  will,  it  is  thought,  satisfy  any  one  that  it  is  fi-amed, 
all  through,  with  a  view  to  furnish  each  pupil  with  as  complete  an 
outfit  for  his  life-work  as  possible,  no  matter  at  what  point  of 
the  coui-se  he  may  be  compelled  to  leave  school,  aud  not  at  all 
with  reference  to  the  special  examinations  he  may  be  subjected  to 
when  he  applies  for  admission  to  the  High  School.  The  pi'actice 
of  our  teachers  conforms  to  the  purpose  of  the  course  all  along 
the  line  until,  perhaps,  the  last  two  yeai*s  of  the  coui'se  are 
reached. 

At  this  point,  the  proc^  of  natuml  selection  begins  to  point 
out  the  pupils  who  will  be  specially  prepared  for  the  High  School, 
and  the  danger  arises  that  a  process  of  cramming  for  the  final 
examinations, — whose  general  character  and  scope  are  pretty  well 
understood  through  years  of  experience, — may  be  entered  upon. 
The  temptation  to  work  upon  a  narrowed  line  in  order  to  attain 
or  maintain  a  reputation  for  success  in  passing  large  numbei's  and 
achieving  high  percentages,  is  great.  The  effect  of  such  a  course 
would  surely  be  to  prevent  that  broad  treatment  of  some  subjects 
which  is  more  essential  to  a  fitting  preparation  for  the  active  pur- 
suits of  life,  than  ability  to  answer  prescribed  sets  of  questions. 

It  is  not  asserted  here,  that  this  evil  has  resulted  from  the 
practical  workings  of  our  system  ;  but  it  is  thought  well  to  call 
attention  to  the  matter,  in  order  that  it  may  be  scanned  solici- 
;ously  aud  any  tendency  to  cramming  checked,  even  if  it  become 
necessary  to  remodel  our  scheme  of  preparation  and  examination 
for  admission  to  the  High  School. 

Grammar  School  Closing  Exercises. 

This  delightful  festival  took  place  on  Thursday,  June  26,  and 
was  attended  by  teachei-s,  membei-s  of  the  Board  and  specially 
invited  guests,  and  by  three  hundred  jiupils  who  gathered  to 
celebrate  with  song  and  joyful  bearing,  their  transition  from  the 
Grammar  to  the  High  School. 

The  exercises  were,  as  usual,  somewhat  informal,  but  i^plete 
with  interest.

High  School. 

The  tot4il  registration  of  pupils  attending  the  High  School  dur- 
ing the  year  was  619,  an  increase  of  33.  The  average  daily  at- 
tendance was  532,  an  increstso  of  5.  The  i>ercentage  of  attend- 
ance on  registration  wjis  86,  on  average  nienibei-ship,  96.  Sixty- 
eight  (68)  students  were  graduated.  The  average  attendance  in 
September  was  591,  in  June,  489.  The  class  just  admitted 
numbers  316.  Deducting  the  graduates  and  fifteen  per  cent 
of  the  number  belonging  and  a  like  number  from  the  incoming 
class,  a  diminution  to  be  expected  from  past  experience,  we 
may  expect  a  total  of  630  at  the  opening  of  the  new  year. 
This  number  may  slightly  overcrowd  the  building  at  first ;  but  it 
is  thought  that  all  who  desire  to  attend  can  be  accommodated. 

For  a  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  year,  which  has  been 
highly  successful  as  evidenced,  particularly,  by  the  remarkable  re- 
sults of  the  Regents'  Academic  examinations,  the  Board  is  re- 
spectfully referred  to  the  accompanying  i-eport  of  Principal  Brad- 
ley. 

Teaohers'  Training  Class. 

The  results  of  the  second  year  of  the  Teachers'  Training  Class 
must  satisfy  all  who  examine  them  carefully,  that  this  class  is  an 
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indispensable  adjunct  to  any  school  system  whose  managers  have 
progressive  aims.  The  first  yearns  experience  showed  that  in 
some  minor  details  the  conduct  of  the  class  could  be  improved. 
These  changes  were  effected  to  the  decided  benefit  of  the  class  ; 
but  the  soundness  and  utility  of  the  general  plan  of  work  has 
been  fully  demonstrated  this  year.  The  Board,  the  citizens  and, 
more  than  all,  the  coming  generations  of  school-children  ai-e  to 
be  congratulated  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  all  the 
new  appointments  of  teachers  will  be  made  from  the  ranks  of  the 
trained  educators  who  will  hereafter  go  forth  from  the  Teachers' 
Class. 

The  operation  of  the  class  is  well  summarized  in  the  interesting 
and  suggestive  report  of  Miss  Euretta  Crannell,  the  conductor  of 
the  chiss,  which  is  here  given  in  full  with  the  exception  of  the 
tables,  which  have  only  a  personal  interest  to  the  pupils  and  are 
therefore  omitted.

Sib — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Training  Cliiss  for  the  yeiir  ending  June  26,  1884,  being  the 
Second  Annual  Report. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  during  the  year  was  42,  of  whom 
39  completed  the  course. 

Table  No.  1  shows  the  record  of  those  members  of  the  class 
who  attended  the  entire  year.  No.  2  gives  the  record  of  those 
members  who  left  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  instruction  for  the  year  has  been  as  follows  : 

1.  Subject-matter  in  Music,  Drawing,  Civil  Government, 
School  Economy,  and  U.  S.  History  for  those  members  of  the 
cliiss  who  had  not  passed  the  Regents'  examinations  in  that  study. 

2.  Methods  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing,  Geography,  Lan- 
guage, Music,  Drawing,  and  Object  Lessons. 

3.  In  addition  to  the  lectures  and  recitations,  each  of  the 
yQung  ladies  completing  the  course  has  given  lessons  in  the  class 
on  selected  subjects ;  has  observed  one  month  and  taught  several 
weeks  in  Primary  School  24. 

The  whole  of  this  practice  work  was  carefully  supervised  by 
the  method  teacher,  and  that  in  the  Training  School  wjis  care- 
fully directed  and  criticised  by  the  regular  teachers  of  the  classes.

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  it  was  not  practicable  to  lengthen  the 
term  of  teaching.  Theory  is  desirable  and  necessary  ;  but  in  the 
teacher's  profession,  more  than  in  any  other,  practice  is  of  the 
greatest  impoitance.  The  work  done  in  the  classes  of  the  Primary 
Training  School  is  the  feature  of  the  course. 

The  change  in  the  location  of  the  Practice  School  was  a  happy 
one,  as  the  number  of  available  classes  was  thereby  doubled. 

The  class  had  a  much  longer  period  of  observation,  but  the  size 
of  the  class  rendered  it  impossible  to  give  more  time  for  actual 
teaching.  It  is  desirable  that  at  least  six  weeks  or  two  mouths 
should  be  spent  in  this  work ;  but  this  will  not  be  possible  with 
such  large  classes ;  in  other  directions,  also,  the  size  of  the  class 
has  been  detrimental. 

Not  half  of  its  merabei-s  will  ever  be  able  to  obtain  positions 
in  our  schools,  and  if  the  remainder  teach,  it  must  be  in  other 
places. 

It  scarcely  seems  the  part  of  wisdom  to  expend  our  resources 
in  preparing  larger  classes  than  are  necessary  to  meet  our  own 
demands. 

Some  of  the  class  were  too  young,  and,  therefore,  unable  to 
grasp  the  methods  in  theory,  still  less  to  put  them  in  pi'actice. 
Had  they  waited  before  entering  on  ko  important  a  coui-ae  it 
would  have  been  better,  not  only  for  themselves,  but  also  for  the 
other  young  ladies. 

We  have  had  every  reason  for  encouragement  during  the  year ; 
the  members  of  the  class  entered  upon  the  year's  work  with  will- 
ingness and  courage  ;  they  have  displayed  an  earnest  desii-e  to 
profit  by  the  instruction  given  and  a  proper  sense  of  the  import- 
ance of  the  work,  and  many  of  them  have  exhibited  unusual 
tibility  and  enthusiasm  in  it. 

It  would  not  be  proper  to  close  this  rei)ort  without  speaking 
of  the  earnest  cooperation  with  the  method  teacher,  of  the  teachew 
of  the  classes  in  the  Practice  School  No.  24.  Their  uniform 
kindness  and  consideration  toward  the  young  ladies,  and  sympa- 
thy with  the  design  of  the  class,  greatly  conduced  to  its  success.

EURETTA  CRANNELL. 

The  suggestion  of  Miss  Crannell,  that  the  classes  sent  are  too 
large  for  the  most  effective  work,  is  worthy  of  serious  considera- 
tion. It  will  be  admitted  that  Miss  Crauneirs  position  is  logical, 
and  that  it  will  be  well  U)  reduce  the  number ;  but  in  doing  so 
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the  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  to  adopt  measures  that  will 
be  entirely  equitable.  It  would  not  be  just  to  place  a  fixed  limit 
tipon  the  number  to  \ye  admitted  to  the  class,  to  say,  before  the 
examination,  that  just  so  many  shall  be  chosen  ;  such  a  Pro- 
crustean  rule  would  be  wholly  inequitable.  The  only  equitable 
plan  is  to  raise  the  standard  of  admission  ten,  or  even  fifteen,  per 
cent,  and  rigorously  exclude  all  that  fall  below  that  stsmdard.  No 
one  could  justly  complain  of  this  rule,  because  it  is  only  a  recogni- 
tion of  the  principles  that  the  fittest  will  survive,  and  that  it  is  to 
the  advantage  of  the  pupils,  whose  intei*ests  arc  the  chief  care  of 
the  Board,  that  the  teachera  should  be  the  very  best  in  prepai-a- 
tion  and  training  th^t  can  be  obtained. 

The  whole  subject  of  the  professional  training  of  teachers  has 
been  so  ably  discussed  by  Dr.  Thomas  Hunter,  President  of  the 
New  York  Normal  College,  whose  eminence  as  an  educator  and 
a  clear  thinker  is  unquestioned,  that  I  feel  justified  in  quoting 
the  following  paragraphs  from  his  last  annual  report : 

**  It  seems  almost  a  work  of  supererogation,  at  this  late  day  to 
undertake  a  defense  of  the  normal  system  of  training  teachera, 
and  yet  there  are  many,  even  educated  persons,  who  have  little 
faith  in  it,  and  think  that  the  teacher,  like  the  poet,  is  born,  not 
made.  The  impression  uufortuuatoly  prevails  to  a  considemble 
extent  that  any  educated  i)erson  is  qualified  to  teach  school.  As 
well  miglit  it  be  assei*ted  that  any  educated  person,  because  he 
knows  mathematics  and  astronomy,  is  qualified  to  navigate  a 
ahip.  It  is  generally  admitted  that  after  men  have  obt^iined  an 
education,  they  must  study  the  science  and  practice  the  art  of  a 
profession  before  they  can  hope  for  success  in  it.  In  some  mys- 
terious way,  teaching,  which  is  the  most  delicate  and  difficult  of  all 
the  professions,  is  exempted  from  this  geneml  rule.  The  teacher 
needs  only  the  diploma  of  some  high  school  or  college,  ceitif^'ing 
as  to  his  scholai'ship  and  chai-acter,  to  entitle  him  to  take  charge 
of  a  school.  He  may  never  have  read  a  line  concerning  the 
science  of  teaching ;  the  great  writers  on  education  may  be  to 
him  mere  myths  ;  he  may  know  no  more  about  the  government 
and  instruction  of  children  than  he  does  about  the  commanding 
of  an  army  or  the  management  of  a  lunatic  asylum  ;  but  what  of 
that  ?  He  is  a  scholar  and  that  is  enough.  His  college  diploma 
entitles  him  to  the  highest  rank  in  teaching.  This  fatal  mistake 
has  been  the  ruin  of  thousands  of  children.  It  is  a  crime  to 
permit  young  men  fresh  from  college,  who  have  never  had  an 
hour's  pedagogic  training,  to  use  the  teacher's  chair  as  a  stepping 
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stone  to  some  other  so-called  higher  profession.  It  is  safe  to  say 
that  two  or  three  classes  will  be  mined  while  the  young  man  is 
learning  to  govern  and  teach.  The  spirit  .of  mischief,  insubordi- 
nation and  disorder,  engendered  and  fostered  among  the  childi-en 
by  the  blundering  of  untrained  tcachei-s/is  simply  a  gigantic  evil, 
best  understood  by  principals  of  schools  who  have  had  such  peo- 
ple appointed  to  teach  under  them.  The  waste  of  time  and  the 
public  money  is  not  by  any  tneans  the  woi-st  of  it  ;  the  permanent 
injury  of  the  children,  intellectually  and  moral Ij-,  is  a  crime  of 
far  greater  magnitude.  It  is  the  l)ounden  duty  of  the  State  to 
provide  competent  teachers,  or  else  cease  to  take  charge  of  the 
peoi)le's  edui'ation.  It  is  criminal  to  permit  untrained  young 
men  **  to  keep  school  **  for  a  season  in  order  to  bridge  over  the 
period  of  poveity  while  studying  one  of  the  learned  professions. 
Such  temporary  teachers  are  mere  makeshifts.  Tejichers  who 
have  made  tcftchiug  a  life  profession,  who  undei-stand  and  appre- 
ciate the  difficulties  of  their  work,  and  who  have  prepared  them- 
selves by  studj^  to  perform  the  sacred  task  committed  to  them, 
should  remember  that  if  ever  their  vocation  is  to  be  recognized 
as  a  learned  profession,  it  can  only  be  made  such  through  the 
pedagogic  training  of  the  normal  institution.  It  is  their  duty  to 
make  it  difficult  for  the  failures  in  other  professions  to  degmde 
the  teachei*'s  calling  ;  and  the  only  way  in  which  this  can  be  ef- 
fectually done  is  to  demand  that  every  teacher  shall  hold  the 
diploma  of  some  normal  institution,  or  i>ass  an  examination,  not 
only  in  the  higher  branches  of  learning,  but  in  the  theory  and 
practice  ()f  teaching.  But  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  common 
school  system  is  to  l)e  reduced  to  a  charity  system,  limited  to 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  through  the  simple  rules,  the 
secondary  education  and  the  training  of  teachei's  at  public  cost 
are  simply  a  waste  of  the  public  money.  Male  teachers  can  be 
dis[)enscd  with  altogether  ;  and  the  charity  system  can  be  carrictl 
out  by  very  inferior  teachei's  at  a  very  triiiing  expense.  The 
undersigned  repeats  what  he  said  in  his  repoit  of  last  year  (and 
time  has  but  strengthened  the  statement)  :  **  If  the  advocates  of 
the  reduction  of  tfie  common  schools  to  (he  teaching  of  the  so-called 

*  necessary^  studies  should  succeed  in  cai^ying  out  their p^ujx^es, 
not  only  would  the  Colleges  hut  the  higher  grades  of  the  Grammar 
Schools  be  abolished ;  and  if  the  reformers  could  eliminate  the 

*  ornamental  ^  branches,  they  could  as  easily  eliminate  all  the  gram- 
mar grades^  and  reduce  the  amount  of  instruction  to  *  the  tliree 
lis.^ "     The  abolition  of  the  upper  grammar  grades  has   been 
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recently  recommended  by  one  of  the  ablest  enemies  of  secondary 
education  at  public  expense.  Of  coui-se,  there  are  but  three  logi- 
cal resting  places  in  discussing  public  education  ;  first,  the  State 
should  have  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  education  any  more 
than  with  bakinir  or  shoemaking ;  second,  the  State  should  not 
go  beyond  the  **  three  Rs  ":  and  third,  the  State  should  furnish 
every  child  the  means  of  obtaining  all  the  education  he  is  capable 
of  receiving,  or  else  abandon  the  position  of  public  school-master. 
It  is  possible  for  conscientious  men  to  assume  one  of  these  three 
positions  and  defend  it ;  but  there  can  be  no  logical  defense  of 
liny  position  between  them,  for  the  siniple  reason  that  no  two  men 
can  be  found  who  will  agree  upon  the  exact  limit  of  education 
beyond  the  rudiments  above  mentioned. 

In  spite  of  the  opposition,  both  within  and  without  the  ranks 
of  the  teacher's  profession,  normal  institutions  have  increased  and 
multiplied  to  an  extraordinary  extent  all  over  the  civilized  world. 
They  have  been  established  in  every  country  of  Europe,  and  ex- 
tended even  to  Africa,  Japan  and  Hindostan,  Wherever  a  com- 
mon school  system  has  been  founded  to  conserve  the  State,  states- 
men have  founded  normal  institutions  as  a  measure  of  political 
economy." 

The  promise  made  last  year  that  the  Training  Class  would  be 
maintained  without  cost  to  the  city  has  been  strictly  adhered  to. 
Not  only  has  no  money  been  expended  on  account  of  this  class 
this  year,  but  it  has  also  been  a  source  of  income.  The  High 
School  having  been  designated  by  the  Regents  of  the  University 
as  one  of  the  schools  to  conduct  teachers'  classes  for  two  terms, 
the  handsome  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  ($5U0)  has  been 
received  and  deposited  with  the  Chamberlain  to  the  credit  of  the 
Board,  as  the  iHssult  of  the  examinations  successfully  passed  by 
the  pupils  of  the  Training  Class. 

I  cannot  leave  this  theme  without  adverting  to  the  admirable 
manner  in  which  Miss  Crannell  has  conducted  this  class.  Besides 
pcrfonning  the  multiform  duties  of  Principal  of  the  largest 
Primary  in  the  city  with  extraordinary  skill  and  industry,  and 
even  improving  what  had  been  considered  the  best  school  of  the 
grade,  she  has  lectured  to  and  heard  the  recitations  of  the  thirty- 
nine  young  ladies  that  constituted  the  teachers'  class,  for  an  hour 
and  a  half  each  school-day  for  nine  months,  after  the  close  of  the 
afternoon  sessions.  For  these  invaluable  services.  Miss  Crannell 
merits  the  warmest  commendations  from  all  who  are  to  reap  the 
benefit  of  her  wise  and  forceful  instruction,  and  more  substantial 
recognition  from  the  Board  and  the  city. 
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Ck)UR8£  or  Study. 

Tho  remodeled  Course  of  Study  adopted  by  the  Board  in 
July,  1883,  has  been  iu  use  during  the  year,  and  as  far  as  the 
obserration  of  so  short  a  trial  can  determine,  its  practical  o|)era- 
tions  have  justified  the  chiuiges  made.  The  principal  changes 
were  in  the  depaitments  of  Reading  and  Arithmetic,  and  their 
effects  have  been  ali^eady  described  in  the  discussion  of  those 
subjects. 

Theoretically,  our  Primary  and  Grammar  School  course  covers 
a  period  of  nine  years.  In  order  to  ascertain  whether  this 
theoretical  period  con^esponds  with  the  time  actually  occupied  in 
reachiug  the  several  stages  of  the  coui'se,  Principal  Holland,  of 
School  No.  6,  has  kindly  collated  the  facts  relating  to  the  605 
pupils  belonging  to  his  school  at  the  close  of  this  year.  From 
the  figures  thus  obtiuned,  it  appeal's  that  191  pupils  have  occupied 
the  precise  time  prescribed  by  the  course  of  study,  in  advancing 
to  the  grades  their  i*espeetive  classes  have  i^eached,  140  have  taken 
more,  while  27i  have  attained  their  present  grade  in  less  than 
the  specified  time.  It  also  appeal's  that  of  269  pupib  belonging 
to  the  first  four  years  of  the  course,  282  or  86  per  cent  occupied 
the  whole  or  mora  than  the  required  time,  while  only  37  com- 
pleted thdr  gi*ades  in  less  than  the  four  yearo.  On  the  other 
hand,  of  the  336  pupils  belonging  to  last  five  years,  335  jc  70 
per  cent  completed  the  work  in  less  time  than  the  course  allowed, 
while  ^^  only  took  either  the  precise,  or  more  than,  the  time  given. 

It  is  evideut  from  these  figui-es  that  the  theoretical  aud  actual 
time  given  to  complete  the  four  fi»t  years  of  the  com'se  are  almost 
identical,  but  that  the  avei^e  scholar  can  finish  the  next  five 
years  in  a  shorter  period  than  five  yeare.  Since,  however,  the 
term  yeara^  as  used  in  our  course  of  study,  means  so  many  divis- 
ions of  work  to  be  completed,  and  not  so  many  periods  of  Ume, 
tuid  since  these  divisions  have  proved  to  be  extremely  convenieut 
for  the  putposes  of  classification  and  gradation,  and  especially 
since  individual  pupils  are  always  permitted  to  advance  as  repidly 
as  they  are  able,  without  any  regard  to  the  arbitiury  and  artilficial 
subdivisions  of  the  course,  Uiere  appears  to  be  no  adequate  i*eason 
for  changing  what  has  been  shown  to  be  a  convenient  prognun. 
The  only  chauge  needed  to  t*emove  any  appearance  of  inconsist- 
ency is  to  substitute  the  term  '*  grades  "  tor  ^' years,"  the  latter 
being  somewhat  misleading  to  those  who  caunot  understand  its 
local  meaning. 
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The  action  of  the  State  legislature  in  passing  n  law  making  the 
study  of  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  with  siiecial  reference  to  the 
effects  of  Acohol  and  Narcotics,  compulsory  in  all  the ,  grades  of 
all  the  public  shools  of  the  State,  necessitates  the  adoption  of  a 
course  of  study  in  this  subject.  How  to  frame  a  course  that 
would  fulfill  honestly  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  the  statute, 
and  not  overburden  our  already  fully  worked  pupils,  has  been 
given  anxious  considemtion  by  all  interested.  The  Board 
promptly  refeired  the  question  to  its  Committee  on  the  Course  of 
Study,  and  at  the  request  of  that  committee,  the  Superintendent 
and  Principals  have  consulted  together  for  the  purpose  of  devising 
a  plan  which  might  meet  this  exigency. 

It  seemed  clear  that  the  mandate  of  the  l^slature  could  not  be 
sincerely  followed  without  displacing  some  study  in  the  present 
course.  What  to  eliminate  was  hard  to  determine.  Eveiy  study 
in  the  course  was  plainly  more  essential  than  the  one  to  be  intro- 
duced. A  committee  of  the  Principals  appointed  to  devise  a 
scheme,  reported  in  favor  of  an  oral  course  as  fiir  as  the  seventh 
year,  and  that,  then,  a  text-book  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
pupils  and  regular  instruction  be  given  tor  the  ensuing  three  years 
of  the  course.  This  scheme  met  with  decided  disapproval  on  the 
ground  that,  if  effective  work  wei'e  done,  other  subjects  must  be 
neglected  through  want  of  time,  to  the  detriment  of  the  pupils'  prog- 
ress in  more  essential  studies.  It  was  then  proposed  to  make  an 
oral  course  for  the  first  eight  years,  to  transfer  Physiology  trom 
the  High  School  to  the  ninth  year  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  and 
put  American  History  in  the  first  year  of  the  High  School.  This 
was  unanimously  negatived,  because  it  would  deprive  a  large  num- 
ber of  childi'en  who  would  not  attend  the  High  School  from  par- 
ticipation in  the  study  of  the  history  of  their  country,  a  study 
now  pui*sued  with  great  interest  and  with  manifest  benefit. 
Several  of  the  Principals  then  proposed,  and  supported  their 
proposition  with  forcible  reasons,  to  arrange  an  oral  coui'se  for 
the  first  eight  yeai-s  ;  to  drop  the  subject  of  Geography  at  the 
end  of  the  eighth  year,  and  to  replace  it  with  the  study  of  a  text- 
book in  Physiology  during  the  ninth  year.  It  was  argued  that 
at  the  completion  of  the  course  in  Geography,  at  the  time  pro- 
posed, our  pupils  would  be  well  prepared  to  pass  the  Regents' 
examination  on  that  subject ;  that  the  few  who  failed  to  pass, 
could  take  review  lessons  during  the  ninth  year  and  have  three 
other  opportunities  to  try  the  examination  befoi*e  euteiiug  the 
High  School ;  and  that  the  plan  of  desisting  from  this  study  and 
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taking  the  Regents'  examination  at  a  corresponding  point  in  their 
coui-se,  had  been  in  successful  practice  in  the  city  of  Troy  for 
some  years. 

The  proposition  Wi\s  opposed  by  several  Principals,  who 
doubted  the  ability  of  their  classes  to  accom[)li8h  the  work  re- 
quired at  the  time  suggested.  Aside  from  this  doubt  the  propo- 
sition  met  with  general  approval.  The  jiroposition  was  laid 
aside.  After  considerable  discussion,  it  was  tinally  agreed  that 
a  committee  of  the  Principals  should  draw  up  a  syllabus  of  an 
oral  course  in  Physiology  and  Hygiene  for  each  year  of  the 
coui'se,  and  that  the  Board  be  requested  to  adopt  ancl  furnish  to 
the  teachers  a  suiUible  text-book  for  their  guidance.  This  sylhv- 
bus  is  now  in  course  of  preparation,  and  will  be  duly  submitted 
to  the  Conmiittee  on  Coui-se  of  Study  for  its  consideration  at  the 
oi>ening  of  the  new  school  year. 

My  own  opinion  is,  that  while  this  last  plan  is  preferable  to 
the  one  first  submitted  by  the  committee,  as  well  as  to  the  proposi- 
tion to  tnmsfer  American  History  to  the  High  School,  it  is  not 
as  judicious  Jis  the  one  that  pro[)oses  to  drop  Geography  at  the 
close  c)f  the  Eighth  Year  aud  make  Physiology  a  full  text-book 
study  during  the  Ninth  Y(5ar.  There  are  several  considerations 
that  lead  me  to  this  conclusion. 

In  the  fii*st  place,  I  am  convinced  from  experience  with  similar 
plans  of  oral  instruction,  that,  because  of  the  impracticability  of 
testing  oral  work  by  examinations,  on  account  of  the  uncertainty 
of  the  scope  of  the  instruction  given  by  different  ti»achers,  the 
results  of  the  coui-se  would  prove  jis  vague  and  unsiitisfactory  as 
they  now  are  hi  that  line  of  indefinite  studies  known  as  **  object 
lessons."  Or,  supposing  that  so  complete  a  syllabus  be  made  of 
this  study  as  to  practically  form  a.  text-book,  and  thus  make  a 
determined  base  for  written  examinations — and  without  such 
examinations  no  one  will  contend  that  good  workAvill  be  done  — 
the  additional  lessons  will  prove  a  greater  burden  than  the  chil- 
dren can  bear,  unless  other  lessons  of  at  least  equal  importance 
be  wholly  or  i)artially  neglected. 

Furthermore,  it  has  long  been  the  opinion  of  many,  that  we 
devote  too  umch  time  to  the  details  of  Geography,  and  that  a 
year  may  be  taken  from  the  course,  not  only  without  detriment, 
but  also  with  the  eflect  of  giving  the  pupils  a  more  comprehen- 
sive and  useful  knowledge  of  the  subject,  because  the  attention 
to  general  principles  will  not  be  obstructed  by  as  large  a  mass  of 
particulai's. 
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Again,  I  believe  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  legislature, 
nor  will  it  be  the  desire  of  the  Board  to  ewtiiblish  a  course  of 
instruction  that  will  furuish  a  mere  smattering  of  a  subject  so 
closely  related  to  the  physical  well-being  of  humanity  as  Physi- 
ology. It  seems  to  me,  therefore,  that  a  judicious  coui^se  of  pre- 
paratory oral  instruction,  to  be  at  all  effective,  should  be  supple- 
mented, finally,  by  the  study  of  a  text-book  suited  to  the  age 
and  maturity  of  our  Ninth- Year  pupils.  I  would  recommend, 
then,  that  the  study  of  Greography  be  closed  at  the  end  of  the 
Eighth  Year;  that  at  that  time  the  pupils  try  the  Regents' 
examination  ;  that  such  as  fail  to  pass  be  given  review-lessons 
during  the  next  year  and  try  the  examination  at  the  three  oppor- 
tunities given  during  that  year  ;  and  that  as  full  and  complete  a 
text-book  course  in  Physiology  be  given  during  that  year  as  may 
be  pi-acticable.  I  fully  believe,  that  through  the  ado[)tion  of  this 
plan  more  of  our  pupils  will  pass  the  Kegents'  examination  in 
Geography  than  heretofore,  and  that  the  coui^e  in  Physiology 
will  be  of  greater  practical  value  to  the  scholai's  than  through 
any  other  course  suggested. 

Thk  Teaching  of  Morals. 

Much  has  been  said,  lately,  at  educational  gatherings  and  by 
the  press,  ccmcerning  the  relation  of  public  school  teachei-s  to  the 
moral  culture  of  their  pupils.  Very  few  thoughtful  persons  will 
hold  that  the  duty  of  the  teacher  ends  with  intellectual  training. 
All  will  admit  that  the  formation  of  good  character  is  of  infinitely 
greater  impoilance  to  the  individual  and  to  the  world  than  dis- 
ciplined mental  powers.  Nor  will  a  faithful,  conscientious  teacher 
try  to  evade  his  responsibility  by  pleading  that  his  other  duties 
arc  so  pressing  that  he  has  no  time  to  influence  character,  or  en- 
deavor to  relegate  moral  training  to  the  Home  and  the  Church. 
These  two  are  potential  and  responsible  factors  in  the  training  of 
children,  but  the  true  teacher  cannot  conscientiously  shift  the 
whole  burden  upon  them.  So  far  nearly  all  will  agree.  But 
when  it  comes  to  the  application  of  the  doctrine,  there  is  a  wide 
variance  of  opinion.  While  some  believe  that  set  lessons  in 
morals,  definitely  arranged,  with  so  many  minutes  devoted  to  the 
inculcation  of  one  virtue,  and  so  many  to  another,  should  form  a 
part  of  each  day's  program,  others  think  that  more  lasting  and 
wholesome  impressions  may  be  made  by  the  influence  of  a  correct 
example  in  the  daily  life  of  the  teacher  himself,  seconded  by 
prompt  i-eproof  in  cases  of  individual  remissness,  or  by  public 
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admonition  when  a  fault  is  likely  to  become  general.  That  the 
latter  plan  is  the  one  that  we  approve  and  use  may  bo  seen  from 
the  following  extract  from  our  General  Directions  to  Teachers  : 
**  It  must  not  be  inferred,  because  special  hours  have  not  been 
assigned  to  instruction  in  morals  and  manners,  that  these  important 
subjects  are  to  l)e  neglected.  On  the  contrai*y,  the  utmost  ad- 
vantage should  be  taken  of  every  oppoituuity  of  inculcating  good 
and  correcting  bad  morals  and  manners."  It  will  be  seen  from 
this  regulation,  that  while  we  do  not  believe  that  chai'acter  can 
be  as  well  formed  by  means  of  set  lessons  in  momlity  as  by  the 
means  therein  suggested,  we  do  not  for  a  moment  admit  that  a 
teacher's  full  performance  of  his  duties  in  the  direction  of  mental 
training  are  at  all  incompatible  with  his  constant  exercise  of 
healthful  influence  upon  the  moral  natures  of  his  pupils. 

There  is,  however,  one  line  of  si>ecial  instruction,  sometimes 
overlooked,  on  which  teachers,  especially  in  the  High  School  and 
the  higher  grades  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  may  wisely  take  fre- 
quent occasion  to  dwell,  and  that  is  the  duties  which  the  future 
citizens  under  their  guidance  owe  .to  the  State. 

That  many  come  to  the  exercise  of  all  the  privileges  of  citizen- 
ship without  any  sense  of  their  responsibilities  is  evident  to  any 
student  of  modern  politics.  Instead  of  approaching  the  ballot- 
box,  us  docs  one  of  our  most  eminent  men,  with  ur.covered  head 
and  the  mien  of  one  who  feels  the  importance  and  dignity  of  his 
act,  they  drop  the  ballot  with  indifference  and  pass  on,  knowing 
little  about,  and  caring  less  for,  the  effect  of  the  vote.  To  incul- 
cate a  high  sense  of  the  value  of  the  ballot,  that  reverence  for 
law  that  is  the  safeguard  of  pei*soual  rights,  that  respect  for 
authority  that  is  the  guardian  ot  public  order,  the  earnest  patriot- 
ism, enterprise  and  public  spirit  that  are  essential  to  national 
prosperity  and  well-being,  is  a  task  which  our  teachers  may  wisely 
take  frequent  opportunities  to  perform. 

Pboorams  and  Preparation  for  Work. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  remarks  made  in  last 
year's  report  upon  school  programs  were  not  unheeded.  An  in- 
sjMSction  of  the  programs  displayed  in  every  school  room  will 
show  that  much  attention  has  been  given  to  such  a  rational 
division  of  the  school  houi-s  as  the  proper  conduct  of  the  course 
of  study  demands.  As  to  complete  preparation  for  each  day's 
work,  it  is  equally  satisfactory  to  report  that  decided  impi*ove- 
meut  has  been  made.     Although  the  great  majority  of  teachers 
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merit  uuthing  but  commendation  for  the  careful  aud  complete 
manner  in  which  each  day's  labors  are  prearranged,  a  few  arc  still 
unmindful  of  the  admonition  given  last  year.  It  was  then  sug- 
gested that  each  teacher  keep  a  note-book  in  which  to  set  down 
the  special  preparation  made  daily,  the  book  to  l)e  open  to 
inspection  by  supervisory  officei's ;  but  it  was  justly  objected  to 
this  device  that  it  was  inquisitorial  aud  distrustful.  But,  after 
all,  a  supervisor  does  not  need  much  pei'spicacity  to*detect  a  lack 
of  adequate  preparation  in  the  careless  teacher ;  nor  can  he  fail 
to  quickly  recognize  the  indefatigable  hidustry  of  the  teacher 
who  has  armed  himself  at  all  points.  In  the  latter  case,  the  work 
of  the  class  goes  along  swimmingly,  not  a  moment  is  lost,  the 
succeeding  exercises  glide  into  each  other  naturally,  almost  im- 
perceptibly, and  the  observer  feels  assui-ed  that  the  progress 
sought  for  is  going  on  rapidly  aud  surely.  In  the  former  case, 
minute  after  minute  is  criminally  wasted  in  the  hesitation  and 
emhairassmeut  arising  from  the  teacher  not  having  determined 
beforehand  how  to  occupy  every  precious  moment ;  and  the  class, 
if  advancing  at  all,  is  moving  in  a  halting,  uncertain  way  that 
bodes  ill  for  its  record.  May  the  small  number  of  half-hearted 
workers  who  thus  *' slaughter  the  innocents"  soon  disappear  I 

Teaohkbs. 

Two  hundred  forty-one  (241)  teachera  were  employed  by  the 
Board  this  year.  Two  hundred  eighteen  (218)  of  these  are  women, 
and  twenty-three  (23)  men.  One  hundred  twenty-six  (126)  are 
High  School  graduates,  sixty-two  (62)  are  Normal  graduates, 
twelve  (12)  were  prepared  at  colleges,  aud  the  remainder,  forty- 
one  (41),  were  educated  at  private  schools  and  academies. 

Twenty-five  (25)  new  appointments  were  made  during  the 
year ;  twenty-three  vacancies  resulting  Ifrom  resignations,  and 
two — ^Miss  Bachel  Jones,  of  School  No.  22,  and  Miss  Margaret 
Fogarty,  of  No.  20 — ^from  death.  Miss  Jones  had  taught  aocept- 
ufoly  for  nine  years,  and  Miss  Fogarty,  after  about  one  yearns  ex- 
perience, gave  excellent  promise  of  usefulness.  Both  are  sincerely 
mourned  by  their  pupils  and  their  associates.  Our  schools  have 
lost  the  valuable  services  of  a  number  of  experienced  teachers 
this  year,  none  of  whom  will  be  missed  more  than  Miss  Martha 
Winne,  late  Principal  of  School  No.  17,  who  has  accepted  a 
responsible  position  in  the  faculty  of  the  State  Noimal  School  of 
Nebraska.  Miss  Winue's  sti-ong  individuality,  professional  en- 
thttsiasm  and  clear  and  philosophic  methods  of  teaching,  have  left 
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an  endurable  impress  on  the  schools  of  Albany,  for  which  all  should 
be  grateful.  Miss  Winue  will  be  succeeded  in  the  Principalship 
of  School  No.  17  by  Miss  Martha  McFarland,  of  School  No.  5, 
previously  Principal  of  Primary  School  No.  3,  consolidated  with 
No.  5  in  September  last.  Miss  McFarland  made  an  excellent 
record  while  in  charge  of  No.  3,  and  will  maintain  the  high 
standard  of  .work  done  in  No.  17  during  the  past  two  years. 

It  is  believed  that  our  corps  of  teachers,  though  for  years  an 
unusually  efficient  body,  is  growing  stronger  year  by  year,  and 
that  no  more  faithful  and  hard-working  public  servants  can  be 
found  any whei'e.  In  view  of  the  precautions  now  taken  by  the 
Board  in  demanding  a  high  gi*ade  of  literary  pi^paration,  and  a 
year's  professional  study  and  practice  in  the  Training  Class  before 
a  license  to  tetioh  is  granted,  and  of  the  more  careful  supei*visiou 
now  exercised,  it  is  thought  that  there  are  no  longer  the  same 
reasons  for  the  annual  election  of  teachers  that  formerly  existed. 

The  suggestion  made  a  few  years  ago,  that  the  Board  lengthen 
the  i)eriod  of  a  teacher's  probationary  appointment  to  six  months, 
or,  preferably,  a  year,  and  if,  on  due  examination  of  the  classes 
taught,  the  teacher  proves  worthy,  make  the  temporary  appoint- 
ment permanent  without  recoui-se  to  annual  elections,  is  respect- 
fully renewed.  In  support  of  this  proposition,  attention  is 
solicited  to  the  following  extract  from  the  last  report  of  Super- 
intendent Jasper  of  New  York  city,  where  there  have  been  no 
annual  elections  of  teachera  for  many  years  : 

**The  provisional  license  granted  ceilifies  as  to  the  litei*ary, 
moral  and  physical  qualifications  of  the  candidate,  and  is  usually 
given  for  six  months,  in  order  that  there  may  be  ample  oppor- 
tunity to  ascertain,  by  means  of  actual  work  in  the  school-room, 
the  teacher's  ability  to  manage  a  class  and  teach  it  intelligently. 
This  temporary  license  may  be  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  six 
months  in  case  the  chai-acter  of  the  teaching  and  management 
Jias  not  then  been  positively  determined. 

After  an  experience  in  actual  teaching  for  six  months,  when 
satisfactory  evidence  as  to  ability  to  teach  has  been  obtained  by 
means  of  an  examination  of  the  class,  a  permanent  license  is 
awarded,  which  remains  in  force  as  long  as  the  teacher  holds  the 
position  and  does  good  work. 

In  case  of  a  positive  failure  to  show  satisfactory  work  in 
teaching,  the  temporary  license  expires  by  limitation. 

Having  obtained  a  permanent  license,  and  a  position  as  a 
regular  teacher  in  a  Primary  or  Grammar  School,  ample  pro- 
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tection  is  given  by  the  State  laws  and  the  by-laws  of  the  Board 
of  Education  to  insure  permanence  in  the  position.  The  pro- 
tection thus  guaranteed  works  advantageously  for  all  concernedi 
for  the  law,  securing  a  stable  tenure  of  office  for  the  teacher, 
secures  for  the  pupil  instruction  of  a  far  superior  character  to 
what  would  be  given  him,  if  doubt  about  eontinwuice  in  position 
and  consequent  unrest  troubled  the  teacher's  mind." 

Teachers'  Meetings. 

The  customary  monthly  meetings  of  the  Grammar  School 
Principals  were  held  throughout  the  year.  The  discussion  of  the 
operation  of  the  amended  couree  of  study  and  of  the  addition  of 
Physiology  to  the  coui'se,  occupied  the  attention  of  the  Princi- 
pals a  greater  portion  of  the  time.  Two  excellent  papers,  one 
on  **  Mechanical  Aids  and  Useful  Devices  in  the  School-room," 
read  by  Principal  A.  F.  Onderdonk  of  School  No.  21,  and  the 
other  on  **Home  Study,"  read  by  Principal  P.  H.  McQuade  ot 
School  No.  13,  were  agreeable  and  animating  breaks  in  the  mo- 
notony of  these  discussions.  Both  of  these  gentlemen  have  been 
requested  to  furnish  c(>[)ies  of  their  papers  for  publication  in  the 
Annual  Report  of  the  Board,  in  order  that  their  practical  sug- 
gestions may  have  the  larger  audicMce  they  richly  deserve. 

The  women  teacheiV  association  continued  its  meetings  during 
the  year,  although  the  fitful  and  varying  attendance  was  rather 
trying  to  the  faithful  few  who  were  present  at  nearly  every  meet- 
ing. It  is  hoped  that  this  jissociation  will  not  be  permitted  to 
languish  ;  its  possibilities  for  wide  usefulness,  for  pervading  influ- 
ence upon  the  public  sentiment  of  our  teaching  force,  ai*e  too  valu- 
able to  be  lost.  Let  the  workers  who  have  maintained  these 
meetings  for  the  past  two  years,  take  heart  of  grace  and  continue 
their  earnest  and  fruitful  efforts ;  they  will  surely,  at  last,  draw 
unto  themselves  the  majority  of  their  associates. 

The  Superintendent  has  refrained,  and  will  continue  to  refrain, 
from  active  participation  in  these  meetings,  because,  although  he 
believes  they  should  have  every  official  sanction  and  encourage- 
ment, he  also  believes  that  no  pressure  of  authority  should  be 
brought  to  bear  to  compel  attendance,  and  that  the  association, 
which  was  the  outgrowth  of  the  conviction  of  its  necessity  and 
usefulness  in  the  minds  of  its  projectoi*s,  should  be  fostered  and 
strengthened  by  the  voluntary  efforts  and  attendance  of  those 
that  are  to  receive  benefit  thereby. 

Three  grade  meetings  were  held  during  the  year  :  one  on  April 
4th,  for  the  benefit  of  first-year  teachers,  on  the  subject  of  num- 
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ber,  conducted  by  Misses  Sara  T.  Burt  and  Harriet  Meyers  of 
School  No.  24,  at  which  the  former  illustrated  the  development 
of  numbers  from  1  to  5,  and  the  latter  from  6  to  8,  by  means  of 
objects  ;  each  presenting  a  class  of  pupils  of  the  grades  whose 
work  was  exemplified ;  one  on  the  development  of  numbers  to 
18,  conducted  by  Miss  Jennie  F.  Cullen  of  School  No.  6,  with  a 
class  of  pupils  of  the  second  year  ;  and  one  on  Geography  as 
developed  by  lessons  in  molding,  conducted  by  Miss  Julia  Cordell 
of  School  No.  24,  which  has  already  been  somewhat  fully  de- 
scril>ed.  All  of  these  meetings  were  intensely  interesting,  largely 
attended  and  fruitful  of  inspiriting  and  guiding  influence.  Al- 
though, as  said  last  year,  the  need  of  these  grade  meetings  is 
sensibly  diminished  by  the  thorough  training  in  methods  received 
by  those  who  aspire  to  become  our  instnictora  of  youth,  in  the 
Teachera'  Training  Class,  they  will  be  occasionally  held  hereafter, 
whenever  they  appear  to  be  necessary  for  the  illustration  of  good 
methods  of  teaching. 

Changes  in  Organization. 

Last  September,  on  the  completion  of  the  new  structure  for 
School  No.  5,  the  pupils  and  teachers  of  School  No.  3,  which  had 
been  located  at  No.  7  Van  Tiomp  street,  for  fifty  years,  were 
transferred  to  the  new  building;  old  Nos.  3  and  5  were  sold,  and 
the  funds  thus  obtained  were  used  in  the  erection  of  new  No.  5. 

School  No.  16  on  Hudson  avenue,  originally  built  in  1853,  as  a 
school  for  colored  children  only,  and  called  the  Wilberforce 
School  —  but  transformed  into  a  regular  primary,  Sej^tember  1st, 
1873,  when  all  the  schools  were  thrown  open  to  our  colored  citi- 
zens— had  for  several  years  been  rapidly  falling  off  in  attendance, 
and  was  last  year  closed  and  the  property  sold.  The  pupils  and 
one  of  the  two  teacher's  were  transferred  to  No.  2. 

School  No.  4,  on  Union  street,  built  in  1838,  and  for  many 
yeai*s  a  prosperous  and  well  attended  school,  had  so  decreased  in 
numbei*s  that  the  Board  determined  last  year,  that  its  pupils  could 
be  accommodated  in  Nos.  8  and  15,  not  far  distant.  The  build- 
ing was  sold  and  its  principal,  Miss  Kate  McAuley,  was  tiunsfen-ed 
to  the  vacancy  existing  in  the  principalship  of  No.  18. 

In  October  last,  in  response  to  the  petitions  of  neighboring 
residents  who  lived  too  far  from  No.  21  to  send  their  younger  chil- 
dren to  that  school,  and  to  i-elieve  the  pressuie  upon  the  accommo- 
dations for  the  primary  grades  of  No.  21,  the  Board  leased  the 
premises  No.  6  Watervliet  avenue,  near  the  western  boiuidaiy 
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of  the  city,  as  a  primary  school.  The  building,  a  two-story  dwell- 
ing, was  altered  by  the  Board  iuto  a  quite  coiiveuieut  school 
buildiug,  coasisting  of  two  rooms,  with  seats  fpr  120  children. 

On  the  1st  of  October,  Miss  E.  F.  Dickson,  formerly  Principal 
of  No.  16,  was  directed  to  take  charge  of  the  new  school,  with 
the  assistance  of  Miss  Isabella  Holmes,  late  of  No.  4.  The  full 
attendance  at  this  school  through  the  year,  confined  though  it 
was  to  First  and  Second- Year  classes,  confirmed  the  wisdom  of 
the  Board  in  its  establishment.  All  these  changes  were  in  the 
interests  of  economjr  and  efiective  work,  and  they  were  ac- 
complished without  dispensing  with  the  services  of  any  of  the 
faithful  and  experienced  teachers  of  the  schools  abandoned. 

Fires. 

Two  slight  fii-es  occurred,  one  in  School  No.  10  and  the  other 
in  School  No.  1,  during  the  winter.  The  damage  inflicted  was, 
in  each  case,  promptly  repaired  by  the  insurance  companies. 
Both  fires  were  occasioned  by  the  proximity  of  over-heated  hot- 
air  ducts  to  wood-work. 

On  Saturday,  the*  26th  of  January,  a  much  more  serious  fire 
occuri-ed  at  School  No.  2,  by  which  the  interior  was  rendered 
wholly  unfit  for  school  purposes.  As  the  building  had  been  sold 
previously,  to  be  delivered  on  the  completion  of  the  new  edifice 
in  course  of  ccinstruction  on  Chestnut  St.,  the  Board  deemed  it 
unwise  to  make  temporary  repairs.  After  various  other  plans 
had  been  proposed  and  rejected,  it  was  finally  determined  to 
move  the  entire  school  to  School  No.  10,  the  nearest  in  location, 
and  to  hold  a  single  session  for  the  pupils  of  No.  10,  from  8.30  to 
12.30  A.  M.,  and  one  for  the  pupils  of  No.  2,  from  1.30  to  4.30 
p.  M.,  with  the  exception  of  the  Ninth- Year  Class,  which  was 
conducted  in  the  morning  by  Principal  Rockwell,  in  a  room  at 
the  High  School,  thus  permitting  him  to  give  the  afternoon  to 
the  supervision  of  the  school. 

This  plan  continued  in  operation  with  little  inconvenience  and 
without  the  loss  of  scholars  to  No.  2  until  the  close  of  the  year. 
The  new  building  on  Chestnut  street  will  be  opened  on  the  Ist  of 
Scpteml)er  next. 

The  old  building,  which  was  erected  in  1832,  had  become 
entirely  inadequate  in  room,  and  was  dark  and  inconvenient.  The 
loss  by  fire  was  entirely  covered  by  insurance. 
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LoNGrBLLow  Day. 

The  following  matter,  taken  from  the  printed  proceedings  of 
the  Board,  shows  how  the  children  of  the  Albany  Schools  spent 
the  afternoon  of  Wednesday,  February  27th  :

Dear  Sir — Will  it  be  agreeable  to  you  and  to  the  School 
Board  of  your  city  to  allow  the  schools  in  your  charge  to  cele- 
brate the  27th  day  of  Fel)ruary  next,  the  birthday  of  Longfellow, 
and  on  the  occasion  to  assist  Portland  in  erecting  a  suitable  statue 
to  the  poet's  memory  ?  By  an  appeal  to  the  school  children  of 
Maine  a  year  ago,  and  in  other  ways,  we  have  raised  about  $5,000 
for  the  purpose.  We  need  over  twice  that  sum,  and  we  now  ap- 
peal to  the  school  children  of  your  city,  among  othei*s,  to  aid  us 
in  honoring  one  who  has  bestowed  so  umch  pleasure  upon  the 
young. 

We  oflfer  to  each  pupil  in  return  for  a  dime  a  fine  engraving,  a 
faithful  likeness  of  the  poet.  This  picture  will  be,  we  are  sure, 
worth  more  than  the  dime  to  the  pupils,  anfl  with  their  dimes 
they  will  have  the  pleasure  of  helping  to  build  a  monument  to 
the  poet  in  his  native  city. 

I  shall  take  pleasure  in  forwarding  as  many  of  the  memorial 
cards  as  you  think  will  be  disposed  of  in  your  schools.

Albany,  March  17,  1884. 
To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruciimi: 

Gentlemen  —  Your  Superintendent  of  Schools  begs  leave  to 
repoit,  that  in  accordance  with  your  directions,  opportunity  was 
given  to  the  pupils  in  all  the  schools,  on  Wednesday,  February 
27th,  to  contribute  their  mites  towards  the  erection  of  a  statue 
to  the  poet  Longfellow,  at  his  place  of  birth,  Portland,  Maine. 

That  day  being  Longfellow's  natal  annivei-sary,  the  afternoon 
session  of  the  schools  was  set  apart  for  its  special  observance. 
Conimemomtive  exercises  consisting  of  quotations  of  striking 
passages  from  the  poet^s  writings,  the  recitation  or  reading  of 
entire  poems  and  brief  biogiiiphical  sketches  prepaied  by  the 
pupils,  constituted  the  chief  features  of  this  interesting  occasion. 
The  cultivating  influences  of  such  exercises  cannot  be  too  highly 
estimated.  Hundreds  of  children,  and  through  them,  gi-eat 
numl)er8  of  adults,  to  whom,  heretotVu-e,  Longfellow  has  been 
perhaps  only  a  name,  now  appreciate  to  some  extent,  how 
good  it  hiis  been  for  the  world  that  such  a  man  as  he  has  lived. 

The  aggregate  of  the  dime  contributions  of  the  children  was 
$361.95  ;  and  that  sum  has  been  duly  transmitted  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Longfellow  Statue  Association  of  Portland,  who  has 
acknowledged  the  receipt  of  the  money  in  the  following  commu- 
nication :

The  Sixteenth  Animal  Commencement  exeixjises  wei-e  held  in 
Music  Hall  on  the  afternoon  tif  June  27,  1884*  Arrangements 
were  at  first  made  for  holding  the  connneneement  in  the  Leland 
Opera  House ;  in  fact,  as  Music  Hall  w:is  engaged  for  a  perma- 

[PUB.  INS.]  57 
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neiit  nm^euin  and  continuous  series  of  entertainments,  no  other 
place  soemctl  available.  Bui  the  seating  capacity  of  the  Opera 
House  is  very  liniitod — only  about  four  hundred  on  the  main  floor; 
it  possesses  little  means  of  ventilation  and  must  be  lighted  wholly 
with  gas.  When  the  High  School  Committee  became  aiware  of 
these  facts  they  immediately  directed  that  Music  Hall  be  obtained 
if  possible,  and  it  was  sul)sequcntly  arranged  with  the  manager  of 
the  Music  Hall  exhibition  to  i-emovc  his  entertainment  to  another 
place  for  one  afternoon  and  give  the  High  School  the  use  of  the 
Hall  for  its  commencement.  The  vast  audience  which  assembled 
for  the  occasion  owes  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  High  School  Com- 
mittee for  their  prompt  and  timely  action  in  the  matter. 

As  usual,  tickets  of  admission  had  to  be  denied  to  multitudes 
who  wished  to  attend,  but  the  fifteen  hundred  or  more  who  were 
present  wei-e  for  the  most  part  very  comfortably  provided  for. 
As  last  year,  the  greatest  care  and  prei*aution  were  taken  to  guard 
against  panic.  The  danger  from  fire  in  such  a  hall  on  a  summer 
afternoon  is  very  small,  and,  since  the  new  fire  esc^ipes  have  l>een 
added,  can  hardly  be  said  to  exist ;  but  with  a  crowded  house  the 
liability  of  sudden  excitement  and  disordei*  always  remains.  All 
the  arrangements  weie  made  with  this  danger  in  view,  and  i>olice- 
men  were  stationed  in  each  of  the  gallery  stairways  and  at  various 
points  thnmgh  the  halls  and  entrances.  The  stage  was  beauti- 
fully decorated  with  floral  and  other  artistic  designs  under  the 
direction  of  a  conmiittee  of  the  lady  teachers. 

The  exercises  were  opc^ied  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Dr.  J.  McC.

Presentation  of  Prizes. 

Tho  prizes  thus  awardcMl  were  press^'iited  during  the  conimence- 
meiil  exercises  ;.s  follows,  viz.  :  The  medal  tor  the  hest  speaker, 
to  Peter  A.  Dclaney,  was  presented  by  Hon.  James  K.  Morrison  ; 
that  for  the  best  ivader,  wjis  pnsentod  to  Mi.>s  Grace  Templeton, 
l)y  Rev.  J.  McC.  Holmes,  D.  D.  ;  that  lor  the  best  graduatiiig 
essay  was  presented  to  K<lwaid  J.  Scott  by  Hon.  E.  L.  Judson  ; 
the  Easton  Literary  Medal  was  presenteil  to  George  B.  Galhip 
by  Alden  Chester,  Esq.  ;  thi*  High  School  Art  Medal  was  pre- 
sented to  Miss  Carrie  Cnrry,  by  John  H.  Lynch,  E>q.  ;  and  the 
prize  for  the  in^t  classical  essay  wa:s  presented  to  Nathan  Oppen- 
heim  by  Kev.  Samuel  V.  Leech,  I).  D. 

New  Prizes. 

Li  the  year  1^71,  the  High  School  graduated  its  first  class  or 
part  of  a  class,  and  a  inctlal  was  ottered  for  the  **  Ii(»st  Graduating 
E8.r>ay  ;'*  Ihe  lollowing  year  two  other  medals  were  established, 
one  for  the  **  Best  Speaker"  and  one  for  the  '*  Best  Reader." 
These  medals  weie  offx-red  from  year  lo  year  thereafter  and 
remained  tlu*  (»nly  i)rize-  till  1877,  when  a  fourth  wjui  added 
through  the  libi  rality  of  Gen.  Chailes  P.  Easton,  at  thai  time  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Public  Inslruction.  Li  his  letter 
establishing  this  prize  he  said  that  he  had  ''  observed  with  great 
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satisfaction  and  pleasure  the  excellence  of  the  essays  of  each  suc- 
ceeding graduating  class  of  the  Albany  High  School,"  that  he  was 
impressed  with  the  great  importance  and  value  of  this  depart- 
ment of  culture  and  wished,  if  possible,  to  extend  to  the  other 
cl  issi*s  the  incentive  then  held  out  to  the  senior  class  alone, 
adding  that,  **for  this  purpose  and  to  give  pernianenct?  to  the 
object  I  have  in  view,  I  place  with  the  Board  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion of  this  city  a  fund,  the  interest  of  which  shall  l)e  appropri- 
ated annually  to  provide  a  gold  medal  of  the  same  value  as  those 
now  given  to  the  senior  class,  to  Ih)  awarded  to  the  member  of  the 
junior,  second  or  first  year  class  who  shall  write  the  best  essay 
on  such  subject  as  shall  be  assigned."  Subsequently,  Gea.  Easton 
deposited  the  sura  of  four  hundred  dollai-s  in  the  All)any  Savings 
Bank,  the  interest  on  which  has  annually  been  devoted  to  the  pur- 
chase of  a  medal  which  has  been  awarded  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  accompanying  the  gift.  It  is  called  the  "  Easton 
Literary  Medal."  In  the  year  1880-1,  Commissioner  John  H. 
liynch.  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Music  and  Drawing, 
offered  a  medal  for  the  best  dmwing.  It  was  first  awarded 
in  1881  and  was  cnntiimed  for  three  years  till  Mr.  Lynch 
withdrew  from  the  Board.  It  was  called  the  **  Lynch  Art 
Medal."  The  last  year  it  was  g.ven  (1883),  owing  to  diffi- 
culty which  the  Committee  of  Award  found  in  deciding  upon  the 
merit  of  the  drawings,  another  medal  was  given  by  the  committee, 
which  they  named  the  ••  High  School  Art  Medal  of  1883."  This 
prize  was  included  among  those  offered  by  the  Board  of  Public 
Instruction  this  year.  In  the  sspring  of  1883,  the  sum  of  fifteen 
dollars  was  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  High  School  to  be  given 
as  a  piize.  In  consultation  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools, 
and  at  his  suggestion,  it  was  de'tennin(»d  to  award  it  to  the  author 
of  the  best  Classical  Essiiy.  And  here  it  should  be  understood  that 
for  many  yeara  the  classical  division  of  the  senior  class  have  been 
required  to  prepare  an  essay  on  some  topic  connected  with  their 
study.  The  aim  has  l»een  less  to  cultivate  a  <rood  literary  style 
than  to  encourage  and  teach  historical  study  and  research.  It  was 
understood  that  the  committee  selected  to  examine  the  essays 
would  award  the  prize  accordingly,  although  excellence  and  faults 
in  literaiy  composition  were  not  to  be  disregarded.  When  the 
prize  was  offered  in  1883  it  was  expected  that  a  like  amount 
would  be  furnished  for  renewing  the  prize  in  1884,  and  the  essays 
were  prepared  with  this  undei-standing  and  submitted  to  a  com- 
mittee, and  their  report  was  obtained.  Shortly  before  commence- 
[PUB.  iNa]  58 
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ment,  it  was  found  that  no  money  was  available  from  the  source 
above  referred  to,  and  this  prize  would  have  failed  had  not  Com- 
missioner Oren  E.  Wilson,  learning  the  facts,  generously  funiished 
the  necessary  sum — fifteen  dollars.  The  young  man  who  received 
the  prize  sul)seqnently  requested  that  it  might  be  changed  to  a 
medal,  and  accordingly  a  new  design  has  been  devised  and  the 
medal  purchased.  It  is  respectfully  recommended  that  this  prize 
be  made  permanent  and  included  among  those  annually  offered 
by  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction.  In  this  connection  the 
report  of  the  committee  selected  to  examine  the  essays  is  given  : 

Dr.  John  E.  Bradley,  Principal  Albany  High  School: 

Dear  Sir — Your  Committee,  to  whom  were  referred  the  essays 
offered  in  competition  for  the  Classical  Essay  Prize,  would  respect- 
fully submit  the  following  leport : 

They  have  read  with  interest  and  carefully  consideied  the  nine 
essays  submitted  to  them,  and  gladly  avail  themselves  of  this 
opportunity  of  testifying  to  the  excellence  of  the  work  done  by 
the  nienil>ers  of  the  class.  The  eosays,  without  exception,  evince 
a  considerable  degree  of  familiarity  with  classical  subjects  and 
times  in  general,  as  well  as  wide  residing  upon  the  special  topic 
treated  by  the  writer. 

Four  essays  easily  separated  themselves  from  the  i*est  as  display- 
ing in  a  superior  degree  the  desired  qualities  of  range  and  accuracy 
of  information,  and  clearness  and  vigor  of  presentation.  These 
were  the  essays  on  :  1st.  The  Municipal  and  Colonial  Govenmient 
of  Rome;  2d.  Rome  and  Carthage  (by  **  Roderic  Dhu  ")  ;  3d. 
Rome  its  a  Republic  compared  with  the  United  States  as  a  Repul>- 
lic;  and,  4th.  Homer  and  Virgil. 

These  four  essays  are  rated  by  the  committee  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  mentioned. 

The  second  (Rome  and  Carthage)  is  an  excellent  piece  of  work, 
written  in  a  graceful  and  graphic  nairative  style,  but  is  disfigured 
by  a  general  carelessness  in  matters  of  form  and  detail  which  de- 
tracts from  its  excellence. 

The  third  (Rome  as  a  Republic  compared  with  the  United 
States  as  a  Republic)  is  strongly  written  and  gives  evidence  of 
much  originality  and  vigor,  both  of  thought  and  expi'ession. 

The  fouith  (Homer  and  Virgil)  is  a  careful,  finished  piece  of 
work,  conscientiously  and  gracefully  done,  and  easily  deserves  an 
honorable  mention. 

The  committee  are  unanimous  [in  awarding  the  prize  to  the 
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author  of  the  essay  on  the  Colonial  and  Municipal  Government 
of  Konic,  believing  that  it  coinl>ines»  and  displays  in  a  higher  de- 
gree than  any  of  iis  coinpetitoi^s  the  requisite  qualities  of  painty- 
taking  care  in  research,  copiousness  of  material,  clearness  of 
arningement,  and  the  whole  presented  in  a  careful  and  well-bal- 
anced style.

The  following  extract  fnmi  the  report  of  the  committee  of 
award  the  previous  year  is  also  quoted  : 

*'The  requirement  from  members  of  the  Classical  Division  of 
the  graduating  class  of  essays  on  subjects  pertaining  to  the  work 
of  the  course,  seems  to  your  Committee  a  most  happy  one,  as 
affording  a  pleasiint  change  from  the  daily  routine  of  class-room 
work,  and  as'  stimulating  a  spirit  of  research  and  study  in  the 
field  of  classical  history.  In  conclusion,  the  Committee  express 
the  hope  that  this  prize  may  find  a  permanent  place  in  the  list  of 
incentives  to  the  scholars  in  the  High  School.'' 

Attendance. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  tables  of  attendance  to  be  found  in 
the  earlier  |)ai't  of  this  report.  The  per  cent,  of  attendance  has 
never,  since  the  first  year,  in  the  history  of  the  institution,  fallen 
below  96.5.  This  e(j[uals  the  record  of  the  best  Boston  schools 
for  any  year,  and  is  unequalled  by  the  records  of  any  institution 
for  a  like  series  of  years.  It  is  referred  to  with  especial  satisfac- 
tion, because  good  attendance  is  so  important  a  condition  of  the 
successful  work  of  the  school.  The  counection  between  regularity 
of  attendance  and  good  scholarship  is  too  obvious  to  require  com- 
ment here.  Not  only  is  the  continuity  and  completeness  of  a 
pupil's  knowledge  of  a  study  broken  by  an  occasional  absence, 
but  also  his  interest,  and  when  interest  in  a  study  is  lost  the  sub- 
sequent work,  both  of  the  pupil  and  teacher,  must  be  at  a  great 
disadvantage.  But  far  more  important  than  the  loss  of  scholar- 
ship resulting  from  the  pupil's  irregularity  of  attendance  is  the 
unconscious  effect  upon  his  character.  Reliability  and  habits  of 
steady  industiy  are  the  qualities  most  sought  in  the  business  world. 
We  receive  hundreds  of  requests  to  recommend  young  persons 
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for  ix)8iti(>iis  to  be  filled,  and  in  almost  every  instance  the  pains- 
taking, pei*si8tent  qualities  are  preferred  to  the  more  showy  but 
less  reliable  ones.  No  business  man  wants  a  clerk  to  whom  it  is  a 
hardship  to  be  at  his  post  every  day.  No  man  is  successful  iu 
bu.siness,  or  the  practice  of  his  profession,  who  does  not  give  it 
regular  and  punctual  attention.  Now  a  school  should  not  only 
impart  knowledge,  l)ut  also  help  to  form  those  habits  of  applica- 
tion and  standards  of  excellence  that  will  make  a  pupil's  life 
successful  and  honorable;  and  veiy  prominent  among  these  habits 
is  that  of  the  cheerful  tuid  invariable  performance  of  one's  daily 
work.  In  no  respect  is  it  more  true  that  the  ''  boy  is  the  father 
of  the  man"  than  in  the  perpetuation  in  after  life  of  the  slipshod 
and  negligent  habits  formed  by  irregular  attendance  at  school. 
The  largei'  part  of  our  al)sences  are  the  result  of  the  great  irregu- 
larity of  a  few  scholars.  A  very  large  number  are  never  alisent  or 
taitly,  and  a  veiy  considerable  portion  of  our  graduates  have  suc- 
ceeded in  completing  the  coui*se  of  four  yeai-s  without  an  absence  or 
tardiness.  One  of  the  principal  me^ms  which  we  have  adopted  to 
promote  constancy  in  attendance  has  been  the  *'  Roll  of  Honor," 
published  in  the  Merit  Roll.  As  the  publication  of  the  Merit 
Roll  was  omitted  this  year,  the  Roll  of  Honor  is  given  here,  with 
the  exception  of  those  in  the  graduating  class  who  had  never  been 
absent  or  tardy,  whose  names  are  included  in  the  **  Honoi's"  of  the 
Commencement  programme.

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Examinations. 

Decided  improvement  has  beeu  made  in  the  management  of 
the  Regents'  Examinations  this  year.  Two  or  three  additional 
branches  have  been  introduced  and  the  scope  of  other  subjects 
has  l>een  somewhat  modified.  The  principal  improvement,  how- 
ever, hjis  l)een  in  the  character  of  the  papers.  The  great  fault 
with  these  papei-s,  hitherto,  has  been  the  lack  of  proper  grading 
of  the  questions — a  failure  to  adapt  them  to  the  age  and  matu- 
rity of  the  pupil.  The  Regents*  Examinations  now  constitute 
a  connected  series  covering  the  work  of  six  or  seven  yeare. 
Beginning  while  the  candidate  is  still  a  child,  the  work  tested 
by  the  preliminary  examination  is  generally  completed  by 
about  his  fifteenth  year.  The  studies  of  the  academic  course 
are  then  Uikew  up  and  ought  to  occupy  four  years.  It  should 
not  be  forgotten  that  during  the  last  of  these  years  a  stu- 
dent's maturity  and  grasp  of  thought  are  gi*eatly  advanced  hs 
compared  with  his  first  year.  A  corresponding  gradation  ought 
lo  appear  in  the  questions.  Those  studies  which  are  pursued  in 
the  tii-st  academic  year  cannot  be  treated  in  the  same  way  as  those 
in  the  bust  year.  The  work  may  be  just  as  genuine  and  in  one 
senge  just  as  thorough  as  in  the  more  advanced  year ;  but  it  must 
*  differ  in  chanicter.  A  kind  of  instruction  and  investigation  which 
is  adapted  to  .<tudcnls  of  eighteen  would  be  utterly  unsuitable  for 
beginners  three  or  four  yeai-s  younger.  A  like  diflference  is 
requisite  in  the  questions  for  examinations.  A  paper  on  Caesar's 
Commentaries  should,  in  one  sense,  be  just  a»  difficult  as  one  on 
Cicero's  ^Mationc*;  that  is,  it  should  l)e  as  severe  a  test  for  a  Caesiir 
class  iis  the  other  is  for  a  CiciTo  class.  But  in  a  wc'll-ngulated 
coui-se,  the  student  is  two  years  older  when  he  reads  Cicero  than 
when  he  reads  Coesar,  and  he  has  studied  Latin  two  yeai-s  longer. 
The  scope  and  difficulty  should  vary  accordingly.  And  in  the 
same  way  it  is  a  serious  ovei-sight  to  make  the  questions  in  history 
as  advanced  and  mature  as  those  in  geology  oi*  political  economy, 
or  to  pi-epare  a  paper  in  algebra  as  if  it  were  for  pupils  of  the 
82uue  age  jis  those  in  trigonometry.  These  faults  which  were  at 
fii-st  so  serious  have  been  largely  remedied  in  the  papers  of 
this  year. 

Again  the  questions  should  be  fair  and  legitimate,  not  technical 
or  ** catch"  questions.  In  the  prepanition  of  these  papei*s  the 
examiner  is  constantly  exposed  to  the  temptation  to  introduce 
questions  on  special  or  even  trivial  points  in  order  to  avoid  r'-- 
peating  the  topics  of  previous  papers. 
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Some  of  the  woi-st  examination  pai>ers  which  I  have  ever  seen 
were  prepared  by  gentlemen  wh(»  rank  high  a.s  scholars  or  special- 
ists, but  who  were  not  only  ignorant  of  the  reiil  attaiiuneiits  of 
the  candidates,  l)ut  deticient  hi  good  judgment  concerning  the  test 
proposed.  Pjipers  have  thus  been  prepared  which  called  for  no 
essential  and  fundamental  fact«,  but  merely  tor  unimportant  de- 
tiiils.  making  the  examination  on  the  fringe  rather  than  the  ground- 
work of  the  subject.  I  do  not  think  that  the  Regents'  papers 
have  been  to  any  extent  open  to  this  charge  during  the  last  year. 

Huxley,  than  whom  no  one  has  had  a  wider  experience  jis  ex- 
aminer, says:  "  It  is  connnonly  supposed  that  any  (me  who  knows 
a  subject  is  competent  to  teach  it;  and  no  one  seems  to  doubt  that 
any  one  who  knows  a  subject  is  competent  to  examine  in  it.  I 
believe  both  these  opini(»ns  to  be  serious  mistakes ;  the  latter, 
perhaps,  the  more  serious  of  the  two.  In  the  first  place,  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  one,  who  is  not  or  has  not  been  a  ttachei-,  is  really 
qualified  to  examine  students;  and  in  the  second  place,  examina- 
tion is  an  art,  and  a  difficult  one,  which  has  to  be  learned  like  all 
other  arts.  Beginnei-s  always  set  too  difficult  questions,  partly 
because  they  are  afraid  of  being  suspected  of  ignorance  if  they  set 
easy  ones,  and  paitly  from  not  undei-standing  their  Ijusincss.  Stip- 
pose  you  want  to  Wat  the  relative  physical  strength  of  a  s.'ore  of- 
young  men  ;  you  do  not  put  a  hundredweight  down  before  them 
and  tell  each  to  swing  it  round;  if  you  do.  half  of  them  won't  be 
aide  to  lift  it  at  all.  and  only  one  or  two  will  be  able  to  perform 
the  task.  You  must  give  them  half  a  hundredweight,  and  see 
how  they  manoeuvre  that,  if  you  want  to  form  any  estimate  of 
the  musculnr  strength  of  e.ich.  So,  a  practiced  examiner  will 
seek  for  information  respecting  the  mental  vigor  and  training  of 
candidates  from  the  way  in  which  they  deal  with  questions  ejisy 
enough  to  let  reiison,  memory  and  method  have  free  play.'' 

These  Regents'  Examinations  occur  three  times  each  year.  The 
result  of  each  of  them  is  indicated  in  the  following  table.  In  most 
cases  where  none  are  reported  as  having  piissed  there  were  no 
candidates  to  take  the  examination  in  that  sulyect.

The  protracted  fllncss  of  Miss  Auuesley  wils  referred  to  iu  my 
last  report;  she  was  still  uuable  to  resume  her  work  in  the  High 
School  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  and  ahhough  we  are  now 
rejoiced  at  her  complete  recovery,  she  did  not  return  to  the  posi- 
tion so  willingly  kept  vacant  for  her.  Miss  Margaret  J.  Annesley 
(now  Mrs.  Frank  W.  Hoyt)  will  always  be  foHowed  by  the 
pleasant  remembrance  of  all  with  whom  she  wjis  so  long  asso- 
ciated in  the  High  Schoal,  uot  oiily  for  hei*  rare  pei'sonal  qnal- 
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ities,  but  also  on  account  of  her  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the 
institution. 

In  October  last  Miss  Kate  F.  Sullivan  resigned  her  position  in  the 
High  School  to  become  the  wife  of  Mr.  James  A.  Waid  of  Water- 
town.  Although  she  had  been  with  us  as  a  toacher  but  two  years, 
her  fidelity  and  efficiency  made  her  a  veiy  impoitant  member  of 
the  Faculty  and  one  whom  we  would  gladly  have  i-etaiued.  A 
graduate  of  the  school  and  valedictorian  of  hw  class,  she  brought 
to  her  position  thorough  scholai-ship  and  high  standards  of  excel- 
lence, identified  herself  with  every  eflfort  to  advance  the  iutere?its 
of  the  High  School,  and  won  for  hei-self  the  giatitude  and  regard 
of  her  pupils  and  her  associate  teuchei*s. 

The  vacancies  caused  by  these  two  resignations  have  been  filled 
by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Ida  E.  VVinnc  and  Miss  Anna  M. 
Halpen. 

In  January  Pi-ofessoi'  Richard  Prescott  resigned  his  position  as 
Professor  of  Physics,  which  he  had  held  for  many  years.  He 
had  also  been,  since  1877,  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  and,  in  this 
and  other  relations,  charged  wilh  many  and  respo'nsible  duties, 
all  of  which  he  performed  with  unfailing  ri'udiness  and  ^ood  wi.ll. 
He  was  an  enthusiast  for  natural  and  [)hysical  science  and  familiar 
with  every  department  of  it.  II  •  prosecuted,  con  amore^  many 
independent  investigations  and  rest*archcs,  and  surrendered  his 
position  in  the  High  School  to  enter  u|)ou  a  profession  which  will 
s*till  give  ample  scope  to  his  scientific  tastes  and  attainments. 
After  some  delay  and  temporary  arrangement?,  his  place  has  been 
tilled  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Ernest  A.  Corbin,  Principal  of  Public 
School  No.  7,

The  Committee  on  the  High  School  respectfully  reports  that 
the  seventeenth  annual  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  to 
the  High  School  was  held  at  Schools  Nos.  (>,  11,  12  and  14,  on 
the  10th,  11th  and  12th  days  of  June,  1884. 

Thre.'  hundi^  twenty-four  (324)  candidates  presented  them- 
aelves  for  examination.  Three  hundred  (300)  of  these  were 
from  the  Albany  public  schools,  and  the  remaining  tw«nty-four 
(24)  from  various  other  schools  of  this  city  and  vicinity. 

The  Regents'  questions  were  used  in  the  subjects  of  arithmetic, 
grammar,  geography  and  spelling.  The  questions  in  American 
history  were  prepared  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ex- 
aminations, George  B  Hoyt,  Esq.  The  action  of  the  Board  in 
directing  that  the  last-named  questions  be  thus  prepared  and 
used  in  place  of  the  Regents'  papers  on  that  subject,  21s  heretofore, 
haB  been  folly  justified  by  the  result  of  this  examination,  nine-

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tenths  of  our  pupils  having  shown  a  knowledge  of  this  subject 
fully  commensurate  with  their  yeairs  and  maturity.  Your  com- 
mittee is  highly  gratified  in  reporting  that  all  the  pupils  of  oar 
own  schools  succeeded  in  passing  the  required  examinations.  The 
average  percentage  of  our  pupils  was  considerably  above  that 
attained  by  any  previous  class,  and  as  the  questions  submitted

Accompanying  this  report  your  committee  has  provided  for 
each  member  a  schedule  ishowing  the  items  contained  in  this  and 
last  year's  budget.  These  schedules  will  enable  you,  at  a  glance, 
to  check  the  clianges  that  have  been  made.  Your  attention  is 
asked  to  the  following  explanations  of  the  siime  :  Owing  to  the 
change  made  in  the  method  of  payment  to  teachei's  the  fraction 
due  them  in  1883  wjis  carried  over  to  the  account  of  1884,  and 
the  budget  for  that  year  was  not  made  up  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ments in  the  manner  described,  so  that  this  year  it  bec*omes  neces- 
sary to  add  to  the  total  of  last  year  the  sum  of  $9,125.90. 
Hereafter,  of  course,  wc?  will  have  no  such  contingency  to  meet 
Your  committee  is  not  remiss  in  failing  to  comply  with  the 
•  instruction  of  the  Board  to  add  $20,000  for  steam  heating  pur- 
poses. It  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  aiAount  set  aside  for  repairs 
and  heaters — $8,000,  added  to  the  surplus  on  hand — $5,733.29, 
will  aflford  ample  opportunity  to  make  the  changes  most  ui'gently 
needed  in  this  particular  and  yet  not  add  materially  to  the  expen^sie 
of  maintaining  the  schools.  If  it  is  made  apparent  that  our  schools 
must  be  heated  by  steam,  we  can  provide  gradually  for  the  same, 
without  placing  the  tjix  burden  on  our  citizens  in  a  single  year. 
In  a  few  of  the  schools  it  is  mauifest  that  better  care  of  the  fur- 
niices  is  needed,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  generous  sum  fixed  for 
repairs  and  heatei-s  will  prevent,  to  a  great  degree,  a  repetition  of 
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the  ocHnplaints  made  last  year.  Oo  all  sides  we  are  met  by  a  de- 
mand for  better  school  facilities,  especially  in  the  primary  grades. 
On  Arbor  Hill,  a  section  densely  populated,  wo  have  knowledge 
that  at  least  three  hundi*ed  children  ai*e  kept  from  school  from 
lack  of  room  in  the  schools  located  there.  School  No.  7  on  Canal 
street  is  really  a  disgmce.  It  has  been  maintained  tor  yeai-s  under 
a  vigorous  protest  and  should  be  abandoned  without  delay.  The 
people  in  the  vicinity  ai'e  entitled  to  more  consideration  than  the 
Board  has  hei^etofore  given  to  their  claims.  Your  committee, 
although  desirous  of  relieving  our  citizens  from  excessive  taxation, 
so  far  as  may  be  within  its  power,  neveitheless  feels  ju8titied  in 
increasing  the  budget  to  the  extent  of  an  appropriation  for  a  new 
school.  After  allowing  for  ihe  amount  needed  to  pay  the  teachers' 
salaries  in  tenths — $9,125.90,  your  committee  reports  a  reduction 
of  $3,875  in  the  budget  of  1885,  compared  to  that  of  1884.  By 
adding  $^0,0^0  for  a  new  school  the  account  for  this  year  will  ex- 
ceed the  total  of  1884  in  the  sum  of  $16,125,  but  it  will  l>e 
ix'meml)ered  that  last  year  **the  lowest  budget  in. four  years"  was 
repoited,  being  in  amount  $16,000  less  than  the  preceding  year. 
If  the  Board  dors  not  deem  it  advisable  to  ei'cct  a  new  school 
building,  the  budget  will  stand  at  $145,100,  but  your  committee 
is  unanimously  of  the  opinion  that  at  least  one  additional  school 
should  be  provided  for  this  year.

1.  An  oral  coui'se  of  instruction  shall  be  established,  from  the 
iirat  to  the  eighth  y cat's  inclusive,  based  upon  the  book  just 
adopted  by  the  Board,  entitled  Practical  Work  in  the  School 
Room,  Part  1st ;  one-half  hour,  at  lejist,  eiich  week,  shall  be  given 
to  these  lessons. 

2.  The  text-book  adopted  by  the  Board  for  Grammar  School 
use — Lessons  in  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  by  O.  M.  Brand — to  be 
used  in  the  ninth  year  classes,  with  full  number  of  recitations,  as 
in  other  subjects. 

3.  In  order  to  intrcnluce  the  additiou'd  study  in  the  nhith  year 
class,  without  overburdening  the  pupils,  the  course  in  Geography 
shall  be  arranged  so  as  to  end  at  the  close  of  the  eighth  year ; 
the  Regents'  examination  shall  be  taken  at  that  time  and,  if  nec- 
essary, at  each  opportunity  during  the  ninth  yeai* ;  review  lessons 
in  Geography  shall  also  be  provided  for  during  the  ninth  year. 

A  more  extended  eoin-se  in  Physiology  shall  be  given  dining 
the  fii-st  year  in  the  High  School  course,  using  Walker's  Physi- 
ology. 

The  arrangement  of  the  details  of  the  course  in  the  Primary 
and  Giammar  Schools  shall  Ihj  made  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  the  Principals  of  said  schools.

A  rare  opportunity  to  obtain  the  illustrative  slides  and,  if  neces- 
sary, a  good  camera,  is  offered  through  the  Curators  of  the  Ameri- 
can Museum  of  Natural  History  in  New  York.  A  similar  coui'se 
of  lectures  is  now  lieing  delivei-ed  at  the  umseum  under  the 
auspices  of  the  State  Depailmeut  of  Public  Instruction  for  the 
benefit  of  the  public  school  teachers  of  New  York  city  and  of  the 
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State  Normal  Schools.  The  Cifratore  of  the  Museum,  through 
the  kind  intervention  of  Hon.  Wm.  B.  Ruggles,  State  Superin- 
tendent, offer  to  supply  the  necessary  slides,  etc.,  at  cost  price.

'  The  amount  distributed  as  per  the  list  submitted  disposes  of 
the  $750  placed  in  the  budget  for  this  puipose.  Your  committee 
have  awarded  the  same  as  equitably  as  their  judgment  permitted^ 
taking  into  consideration  the  difterence  between  those  buildings 
heated  l)y  steam  and  otherwise,  also  the  difference  in  the  location 
of  the  schools,  in  i-efcrence  to  the  amount  of  labor  required  in 
caring  for  the  outside  of  the  buildings.  Your  committee  believe 
that  in  some  of  the  schools,  a  larger  sum  ought,  perhai)s,  to  be 
paid  the  janitor ;  but  the  sum  placed  in  the  budget  would  not 
allow  it  at  the  present  time.

The  effect  of  the  amendment  will  be 
to  establish  a  vacation  of  one  week  about  midway  between  Janu- 
ary 1st  and  June  30th,  thus  making  a  break  in  the  hitheilo  con- 
tinuous term  of  six  months,  which,  it  is  believed,  will  prove  bene* 
ficial  to  the  health  and  not  at  all  impede  the  mental  pmgreas  of 
the  pupils.  Your  committee  approves  the  proposition,  but  i^ecom-

Mr.  President — Your  committee,  appointed  to  present  suit- 
able expression  of  the  sentiment  of  the  Board  in  illation  to  the 
death  of  Charles  P.  Easton,  recommend  that  the  following  be 
spread  upon  the  minutes  : 

The  solemn  event  that  has  called  us  together  this  evening  has 
caused  a  feeling  of  sorrow  among  our  citizens  that  needs  no  words 
of  ours  to  portray.  We  can  only  add  our  tribute  of  respect  to 
the  memory  of  our  departed  friend  and  former  associate.  With- 
out following  in  detail  the  record  which  marked  his  connec- 
tion with  this  Boaid,  it  will  not  be  out  of  place  at  this  time  to 
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ghre  utterance  to  our  high  appreciation  of  his  well-directed  ambi- 
tion in  laboring  to  fully  consummate  the  objects  of  public  educa- 
tion. In  his  death  our  city  loses  an  honored  citizen,  the  Board  of 
Public  Instruction  a  true  friend,  and  the  poor  a  liberal  benefactor. 

Mr.  Easton  became  a  member  of  the  old  Board  of  Education  in 
June,  1865,  and  upon  the  organization  of  this  Boai*d  he  was 
named  in  the  law  incoiporating  the  same  one  of  its  cbailer  mem- 
bei-s,  and  continued  a  member  of  the  Board  for  sixteen  yeai-s,  or 
until  June,  1881.  He  was  firat  elected  President  of  the  Board  in 
1872,  serving  in  this  position  one  year.  In  1875  he  was  again 
elected  President  and  was  re-elected  for  six  successive  terms. 
During  all  these  years  he  was  active  in  various  positions,  especially 
as  chairman  of  the  Committees  on  Constiiiction  and  Bepairs,  and 
the  High  School,  and  was  especially  energetic  in  founding  and 
promoting  the  interests  of  the  High  School. 

It  is  proper  that  action  be  taken  by  this  Board  in  paying 
due  honor  to  the  memory  of  him  whose  loss  we  are  called  upon 
to  mourn.  Your  committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  public 
schools  be  closed  on  the  day  of  the  funeral  and  that  the  members 
of  the  Board  attend  the  same.

Mr.  President — It  has  been  wisely  said  that  to  be  silent  upon 
such  an  occasion  is  to  be  most  eloquent,  for  it  is  a  painful  duty  to 
eulogize  the  manly  character  of  our  former  associate  and  departed 
friend. 

Charles  P.  Easton  was  a  charitable,  generous  and  true  man. 
As  a  citizen  he  was  proud  of  his  country  and  loyal  to  her  govern- 
ment To  the  poor  he  was  a  benefactor  and  friend.  In  all  his 
doings  there  was  an  earnestness  and  positiveness  of  purpose,  and 
a  keen  sense  of  right  marks  his  record  in  the  exercise  of  the  privi- 
leges entrusted  to  him  as  a  public  officer.  He  loved  to  labor  in 
the  interests  of  education,  and  his  generous  services  in  endeavor- 
ing to  fully  develop  the  benefits  of  our  broad  system  of  public 
school  education  has  endeared  him  to  teacher  and  pupil,  and  in 
their  memories  his  name  will  always  be  cherished.     In  all  his 
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intercourse  with  his  fellow  men  he  was  obliging,  truthful  and 
sincere,  commanding  the  respect  of  his  friends  and  the  confidence 
of  his  business  competitors. 

To  those  of  us  who  have  had  the  pleasure  of  serving  with  him 
in  this  Board  no  eulogy  is  necessary  to  award  him  the  praise 
merited  by  a  faithful  and  conscientious  performance  of  his  duties. 

We  would  all  rejoice,  had  he  been  spared  to  return  to  his  home 
and  the  scenes  of  his  usefuhiess  ;  but  God  has  otherwise  ordained, 
and  in  common  with  his  deeply  afflicted  family  and  friends  we 
mourn  his  loss.  We  will  miss  his  familiar  &ce  and  cheeiful  pres- 
ence, but  we  bow  in  submission  to  Him  *' who  doeth  all  things 
well."

The  Committee  on  the  High  School,  to  which  was  referred  ihe 
resolution  oflered  by  Commiosioner  Ruso  October  6,  1884,  to  the 
effect  *'  that  the  merit  roll  and  mairking  system  in  operation  in  the 
High  School  be  abolished,'^  respectfully  repoit  that  the  resolution 
was  duly  considered  by  the  committee  and  the  following  changes 
made  in  the  system,  these  changes,  it  lieing  undei'stood,  meeting 
the  views  of  the  proposer  of  the  resolution : 

1.  That  the  publication  of  averages  in  scholarship  in  the  form 
of  a  merit  roll  be  discontinued  and,  as  a  sulistitute  therefor,  that 
a  graded  catalogue  be  printed  annually  in  which  the  names  of 
pupils  in  each  grade  shall  be  arranged  alphabetically,  and  all 
figui'es  to  represent  scholarship  shall  be  omitted.

The  Committee  on  the  High  School,  to  which  was  referred  the 
snbject  of  a  revision  of  the  rules  and  regulations  applicable  par- 
ticularly to  that  school,  would  report  the  following.  It  will  be 
understood  that  in  most  respects  the  High  School  is  subject,  in 
common  with  the  other  schools  in  the  city,  to  the  rules  as  printed 
in  the  manual  of  the  Board : 

[pub.  INS.]  77 
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Article  I. 

Tettris,  Vacations^  etc. 

Section  1.  The  school  year  shall  commence  on  the  first  school 
day  in  September,  and  close  the  last  school  day  of  June,  and 
shall  be  divided  into  three  terms  by  a  vacation  of  two  weeks, 
commencing  on  the 'Monday  next  preceding  Christmas,  and  a 
vacation  of  one  week,  commencing  on  the  first  Monday  of  April. 

^  2.  There  shall  be  one  session  of  the  school  daily,  commenc- 
ing at  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  and  closing  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. 

Article  II. 

Relative  to  Teacher's. 

^  1.  The  faculty  of  the  High  School  shall  consist  of  all  such 
teachers,  regular  and  special,  i\s  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Board. 

^  2.  The  special  teachers  shall  punctually  discharge  the  duties 
for  which  they  are  employed  at  such  hours  as  the  Principal  shall 
appoint,  and  shall  report  to  him  for  absence  or  tardiness  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  regular  teachei-s. 

^  3.  Each  department  shall  be  under  the  general  supervision  of 
its  professor,  who  shall  report  to  the  Principal  any  chimges  that  he 
may  deem  necessary  to  add  to  its  efficiency. 

§  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  heads  of  departments  to  report  to 
the  Principal  from  time  to  time  any  defects  in  the  text-books  or 
other  facilities  provided  for  their  classes,  or  any  changes  desired. 

^  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  the  teachera  to  maintain  proper 
order  and  discipline,  not  only  in  their  recitation  rooms,  but  also 
in  such  other  portions  of  the  building  as  come  under  their  super- 
vbion,  and,  in  general,  shall  heartily  co-operate  with  the  Principal 
and  with  one  another  to  devise  and  execute  such  plans  as  are  cal- 
culated to  promote  the  prosperity  and  usefulness  of  the  institution. 

Article  III. 

Repvfi't  of  the  Principal. 

The  Principal  shall  annually,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  first 
of  July,  render  to  the  Board  a  report  on  the  state  of  the  High 
School  during  the  preceding  year,  recommending  such  changes 
and  improvements  as,  in  his  judgment,  will  promote  the  success 
of  the  institution. 
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Artiole  IV. 

Relative  to  Students. 

§  1.  During  the  month  of  June  of  each  year  the  pupils  of  the 
ninth-year  classes  in  the  various  public  schools  and  such  other 
candidates  as  may  be  admitted  to  the  examination  by  the  commit- 
tee, shall  assemble  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  committee  shall 
appoint,  tor  a  competitive  examination  for  admission  to  the  High 
School.  Such  examination  shall  be  by  written  answers  to  printed 
questions,  and  all  candidates  who  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
committee  shall  receive  a  certificate,*entitling  them  to  admission  to 
the  High  School  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  school  year. 

§  2.  On  entering  the  High  School,  the  pupils  (or  their  parents 
or  guardians)  are  expected  to  select  the  coui-se  of  study  which 
each  wishes  to  pursue,  but  subject  to  the  advice  and  judgment  of 
the  Principal. 

§  3.  The  i-egibter  of  students  received  into  the  High  School 
shall  include,  with  the  name,  the  age  and  residence  of  each  scholar,  - 
the  name  of  the  parent  or  guardian,  and  the  school  from  which 
received. 

§  4.  During  the  mouth  of  June  in  each  year  there  shall  be  an 
examination,  under  the  direction  of  the  committee,  of  all  the 
classes  in  such  studies  as  will  be  completed  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Article  V. 

Relative  to  Gradxwiing  Exercises. 

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  there  shall  be  such  commence- 
ment and  graduating  exercises  iu  coLueetion  with  the  award  of 
diplomas  and  medals  as  the  committee  shall  direct. 

Article  VI. 
Rvles  and  Regulations. 

1.  The  building  will  be  opened  for  pupils  at  twenty  minutes 
before  nine  o'clock. 

2.  Pupils  must  not  congregate  upon  the  steps  or  sidewalks  con- 
nected with  the  building. 

3.  At  three  minutes  before  nine  the  proper  bells  will  be  strucky 
when  all  pupils  will  assemble  at  once  in  the  study  halls,  and  the 
attendance  will  be  marked,  immediately  after  which  the  school 
will  pass  into  the  chapel,  where  the  opening  exercises  will  at  once 
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proceed  under  the  direction  of  the  Principal,  or  if  he  is  absent  or 
unavoidably  detained  at  the  time,  then  under  the  direction  of  the 
senior  member  of  the  faculty  present. 

4.  In  cases  of  tardiness  a  note  in  the  parent's  or  guardian's 
handwriting,  accounting  for  the  Uirdiness,  will  be  required. 

5.  Excuses  to  leave  school  before  the  close  of  the  session,  except 
in  cases  of  sickness  or  other  emergency,  will  only  be  granted  by 
the  Principal,  on  the  written  request  of  the  parent  or  guardian. 

6.  Scholars  who  have  been  alisent  must  bring  an  explanatory 
note,  signed  by  the  parent  or  guardian,  at  the  first  session  of  their 
retuni  to  school.  ' 

7.  The  Principal  is  authorized  to  use  his  discretion  in  excusing 
abstmces.  In  geneml,  illness  of  the  pupil,  severe  sickness  in  the 
family,  or  some  pressing  emergency,  should  be  deemed  the  only 
sufficient  excuse  for  absence  or  tardiness. 

8.  Students  detained  from  school  for  more  than  two  days  should 
uotiiy  the  Principal  by  post  or  otherwise  of  the  reason  for  their 
absence. 

9.  Five  unexcused  absences  during  one  term  forfeit  a  student's 
membei*ship  in  the  school. 

10.  Students  shall  not  i)e  allowed  to  respond  to  a  summons  to 
the  door,  except  by  permission  of  the  teacher  in  charge  at  the  time. 

11.  In  leaving  the  study  halls  at  the  time  of  dismissal  or  recita- 
tion, scholars  will  be  careful  to  pass  in  regular  order  and  at  proper 
intervals. 

12.  All  communication  should  cease  throughout  the  building 
when  the  hall  bells  are  rung,  at  commencement  of  school  and  at 
the  close  of  recess. 

13.  At  the  time  for  changing  cUisscs,  scholars  should  pass  as 
quietly  and  directly  iis  possible  from  one  recitation  room  to 
another ;  those  who  are  obliged  to  return  to  the  study  halls  will 
resume  their  seats  and  all  pass  in  their  order  at  the  stroke  of  the 
bell. 

14.  Scholars  must  not  visit  the  gymnasium  between  the  recita- 
tion horn's,  nor  communicate  in  the  halls  or  on  the  stairways. 

15.  In  each  recitation  room  scholara  are  subject  to  such  rules 
of  order  as  the  teachei-s  in  charge  may,  from  time  to  time, 
prescribe. 

16.  At  the  recess  or  dismissal  of  school,  scholara  must  not 
linger  about  the  street  doors. 

17.  As  the  object  of  the  discipline  established  in  the  High 
School  is  to  develop,  impiove  and  strengthen  cbai'acter  rather  than 
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by  espionage  to  detect  offenders,  scholars  are  put  upon  their  honor 
to  repoit  at  once  any  injury  to  school  furniture  or  property,  and 
at  the  close  of  each  school  day  to  report  any  violation  of  the  rules.

To  the  Board  of  Public  Instruction : 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  determining  upon  a  site,  whereon  to 
erect  the  new  No.  7  now  in  contemplation,  the  Ctimmittee  on 
Construction  and  Repairs  respectfully  report  that,  after  having  care- 
fully inspected  several  lots  which  were  offered  for  sale  and  a  num- 
ber that  were  not,  they  find  that  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  a  piece 
of  ground  altogether  free  from  objectionable  features,  or  to  make 
a  selection  that  will  meet  the  desires  and  interests  of  every  one. 

A  lot  situated  on  the  south  side  of  Oi'ange  street,  between  Cross 
and  Hawk,  is  desirably  located  and  seems  to  meet  every  other 
requirement,  but  the  owner,  Mr.  Thomas  McCredie,  declines  to  sell 
at  any  price,  and  assigns  as  a  reason  that  he  intends  to  add  to  his 
malt-houses,  and  that  he  will  need  the  ground  and  that  the  disposed 
of  it  would  interfere  with  and  frustrate  his  plans.     Your  committee 
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having  no  desii'C  to  disarmnge  his  business  pn>ject8,  does  not  reo- 
ommend  the  Board  to  avail  itself  of  its  legal  right  to  tiike  the 
property  by  commission.  The  same  gentleman  owns  the  lot  on 
the  south-e4ist  corner  of  Hawk  and  Orange,  for  which  he  asks 
$6,000.  This  property  would  not  be  sufficient,  but  the  adjoining 
ground  can  be  procured  for  $2,800,  making  the  total  cost  $8,- 
800,  a  sum  greatly  in  excess  of  its  value.  Should  manufacturing 
be  resumed  in  the  brewery  opposite,  or  the  proposed  viaduct  be 
erected,  this  would  not  be  an  eligible  site. 

The  comer  of  Clinton  avenue  and  Swan,  for  which  your  com- 
mittee was  negotiating,  could  not  be  purchased  for  less  than 
$9,500,  and  this  offer  was  conditional  on  its  acceptance  prior  to 
May  1st  inst.  The  situation  is  a  beautiful  one,  but  the  amount 
was  large,  and  we  would  not  take  the  risk  of  purchasing  without 
the  authority  of  the  Board.  Now  the  demands  of  the  tenants 
would  have  to  be  considered,  as  well  as  the  purchase- price 
mentioned. 

Various  sites  were  examined,  but  the  surroundings  or  other 
considerations  rendered  them  undesirable.  '  In  view  of  these  facts 
your  committee  feel  constrained  to  again  recommend  the  Coming 
lot  on  the  north  side  of  Clinton  avenue.  While  it  cannot  be 
denied  that  the  steep  grade  is  against  this  situation,  yet  in  every 
other  respect  it  is  admirably  adapted  to  the  required  purpose. 
The  frontage  on  Clinton  avenue  is  110  feet,  amply  sufficient  to 
admit  of  the  erection  of  a  building  84  feet  on  the  street  line.  It 
will  not  be  necessary  to  extend  the  building  back  more  than  46  or 
48  feet,  thus  avoiding  the  steepest  part  of  the  grade.  Upon  this 
lot  there  are  two  three-story  brick  iiuildings,  from  which  a  great 
deal  of  good  building  material  may  be  obUiined.  In  order  to  effect 
iU)  immediate  sale  of  this  property,  it  is  offei-od  to  the  Board  for 
the  sum  of  $7,000,  and  possession  given  at  once.  Your  connuittee, 
believing  that  it  will  be  advantageous  to  accept  the  proposition, 
offer  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Construction  and  Repairs  is 
hereby  directed  and  authorized  to  purchase  from  Erastus  Coming, 
Eijq.,  the  lot  on  Clinton  avenue  opposite  Swan  street,  for  the  sum 
of  seven  thousand  dollars.

When  sold,  the  amount,  about  $90.  will  go  into  the  library  fund. 
Your  committee,  in  submitting  this  repoit,  desire  iigain  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  want  of  shelf-room  in  the  library. 
If  it  is  thought  desirable  to  continue  the  usefulness  of  the  library 
(and  of  this  there  can  be  no  question),  then  more  room  must  be 
added.  This  point  was  made  hist  year  as  strong  as  we  thought  it 
could  be,  but  no  suggestion  was  submitted.  This  year  we  trust 
thif  Board  will  take  some  action.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Board  could  find  a  place  for  meeting  in  some  part  of  the  city 
ball  and  allow  the  present  room  to  be  added  to  the  library.  Your 
committee  recommend  that  fciuitable  action  be  taken  to  this  end. 
We  are  pleased  to  commend  the  faithful  services  of  the  librarian, 
and  recommend  that  she  be  allowed  the  usual  one  month's  vacation 
with  pay,  at  her  pleasure.

Your  Committee  on  Hygiene  herewith  presents  the  following 
report : 

In  the  discharge  of  our  duty  we  have  personally  visited  every 
public  school  building  in  the  city  and  have  examined  the  ^ame 
with  reference  tq  location,  seating  capacity,  drainage,  ventilation, 
means  of  heating  and  the  condition  of  outhouses  and  latrines. 

While  we  do  not  contemplate  the  presentation  of  an  exhaustive 
report  covering  all  the  above  points,  we  shall  call  attention  to 
those  inattei-s  which,  in  our  opinion,  demand  most  urgently  the 
attention  of  the  Boaid. 

In  the  opniion  of  your  committee  the  ventilation  and  drainage 
of  our  school  buildings  bear  most  directly  upon  the  physical, 
menial  and  moral  health  of  the  scholars,  and  are  thei-efoi-e  the 
most  important  of  all  the  sanitary  needs  of  the  schools. 

In  regard  to  the  matter  of  location,  we  have  to  report  that  for 
the  most  part  the  schools  of  this  city  are  admirably  located,  with 
aini)le  grounds  and  open  surroundings.  Five  exceptions  to  this 
statement,  however,  must  be  made  as  follows  : 

School  No.  1,  on  South  Pearl  street,  is  an  old,  dark  and  dilapi- 
dated building,  altogether  unsuited  to  the  pui'pose  to  which  it  is 
devoted  and  entirely  devoid  of  ventilation  and  drainage.  The 
cellar  is  always  damp,  and  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year  the  back 
water  from  the  river  stands  in  it  in  unhealthy  pools,  thus  etidim- 
gering  the  health  alike  of  pupils  and  teachei-s. 

Schools  Nos.  7  and  19,  on  Canal  street,  are  poorly  located  on  a 
side  hill,  thus  catching  all  the  surface  dminage  from  above. 
Their  sanitary  conditi(ni  is  bad  in  every  respect.  By  vote  of  the 
Board  these  utterly  unsuitable  biiildhigs  aie  to  be  replaced  with  a 
new  one,  and  it  is  .strongly  urged  that,  in  selecting  a  location  for 
this  new  building,  it  should  be  placed  either  upon  a  corner  lot  or 
with  plenty  of  surrounding  ground  space.  Air  and  light  ai^e  the 
birth-right  of  all,  and  it  is  certainly  unjust  to  discriminate  in  the 
matter  of  healthful  locations  for  any  special  part,  section  or  class 
of  our  growing  city. 
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School  No.  23,  on  Second  street,  is  in  no  wise  adapted  to  school 
uses.  It  is  an  old  church  huikling  htistily  remodeled  to  meet  de^ 
mands  that  yeai-s  of  inci^asing  population  have  long  since  proved 
inadequate  to  the  present  needs.  It  has  no  system  either  of  ven- 
tilation or  drainage.  The  building  is  without  a  cellar,  and  the 
addition  made  about  three  years  ago  was  built  over  an  old  privy 
pit  which  was  carelessly  or  imperfectly  cemented,  and  the  exhala- 
tions from  this  pit  have  led,  it  is  believed,  to  several  crises  of  sick- 
ness. 

School  No.  3,  on  Watervliet  ave.,  is  leased  by  the  Board.  It 
is  a  small  two-story  building  originally  used  as  a  dwelling  house. 
The  claas-rooms  are  overcrowded,  the  ventilation  is  entirely  inade- 
quate and  the  other  sanitary  arrangements  are  poor.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  course  of  time  a  new  school  may  be  built  in  this  section. 

These  five  cases  of  badly  located  school  buildings  are  cited  to 
show  where  change  is  not  only  needed,  l)ut  is  imperative.  In 
every  case  new  school  buildings  are  a  necessity,  and  in  discussing 
this  possibility  the  Board  is  urged  to  consider  that  in  all  centres 
of  population  large  school  buildings  are  the  most  desirable  and  in 
the  end  the  cheapest.  Concentration  securt's  the  only  sjitisfactory 
results,  alike  in  administration,  proportionate  expenditures, 
possible  growth  and  geneml  usefulness.  Increased  accommo- 
dations in  certain  of  the  school  buildings,  otherwise  sati^factory, 
would  not  only  relieve  the  pressuie  on  the  overcrowded  class- 
rooms, but  meet  the  needs  of  growing  sections  of  the  city.  No 
good  or  substantial  educational  work  can  be  done  in  cramped  or 
crowded  quartei"s. 

In  the  matter  of  heating  and  ventilating  your  committee  find 
ample  room  for  improvement.  Of  the  twenty-four  school  build- 
ings under  the  charge  of  the  Board  only  six  can  be  said  to  be 
really  well  heated.  The  furnaces  and  stoves  placed  in  the  build- 
ings under  a  contract  systeni  which  looks  to  the  cheapest  aiticle 
only,  no  matter  what  its  sjuiitary  qualities,  are  entirely  inadequate 
to  do  the  work  needed  and  are  generatoi's  of  discomfort  rathei' 
than  of  comfort. 

In  School  No.  5,  on  North  Pearl  street,  a  new  school-house,  the 
hot-air  flues  are  so  ridiculously  small  that  the  rooms  can  only  be 
heated  by  a  great  consumption  of  fuel  and  by  extra  ni<iht  work  on 
the  part  of  the  janitor.  In  certain  rooms  in  which  the  flues  have 
been  enlarged  a  heightened  temperature  of  at  loa^^t  ten  degre<»s  h«s 
been  attained.  The  flues  should  be  enlarged  throughout  the  entire 
building. 

[fub.  IKS.]  82 
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Veutiktion  and  hei^ting  are  so  inseparably  connected  that  where 
one  is  uiadequate  the  other  must  be.  Only  seven  school  build- 
inga  are  even  iairly  ventilated,  and  in  the  majority  of  the  buildings 
there  is  no  ventilation  whatever  other  than  the  old  and  utterly 
insufficient  method  of  opening  flues  near  the  ceilings,  or  by  means 
of  so-called  air-shafts  which  are  of  no  earthly  use. 

School  No.  6,  on  Second  street,  is  miserably  ventilated.  The 
annex,  comprising  four  new  rooms  added  last  fall,  is  properly 
heated  and  ventilated  ;  but  with  the  exception  of  this  portion  the 
building  is  in  the  worst  ptissible  sanitary  condition.  The  cellar  is 
dark  and  damp,  lull  of  musty  odors  and  exhalations  from  latrines 
and  of  sewer  gas,  which  penetrate  through  the  whole  of  the  main 
building  and  owing  to  the  lack  of  ventilation  make  the  buildmg  a 
standing  menace  to  the  health  of  teaehei's  and  scholara.  It  is 
thought  that  several  cases  of  sicknes>}  can  be  directly  traced  to 
these  causes,  the  bad  effects  of  which  can  only  be  remedied  by 
immediate  attention  on  the  part  of  this  Board. 

School  No.  II,  on  Madison  avo..  one  of  the  best  school  build- 
ings in  the  city,  is  well  supplied  with  steam-heating  appai-atus,  but 
is  entii*ely  devoid  of  healthful  ventilation.  The  system  of  ventila- 
tion on  the  plan  of  indirect  radiation  is  strongly  urged  as  being 
not  only  necessary,  but  imperative  in  this  building. 

School  No.  21,  on  Clinton  ave.,  as  originally  ventilated,  ap- 
pears to  have  been  in  good  condition,  but  for  some  cause,  which 
your  committee  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain,  four  rooms  in  the 
building  (K^casionally  pass  their  vitiatinl  air  through  those  directly 
above.  The  heating  ca[)acity  of  this  building  is  not  suflicient,  and 
in  six  rooms  during  the  prevalence  of  westerly  winds,  in  zero 
weather,  the  temperature  is  never  above  59  . 

The  High  School  building  needs  the  method  of  heating  by  in- 
direct radiation  added  to  the  present  system  to  make  its  ventila- 
tion complete. 

In  this  connection  your  committee  would  i-ej^ort  that  they  have 
listened  to  many  diffei'cnt  plans  and  propositions  relative  to  im- 
proved heating  and  ventilating  methods,  and  have  inspected  cer- 
tain systems  suggested  and  recommended.  After  careful  investi- 
gation, however,  they  unaminously  and  unhesitatingly  recommend 
what  is  known  as  the  Ruttan  &  Smoad  system  as  by  far  the  best 
method  of  securing  efficiency  in  these  very  necessary  $anitai*y 
departments. 

In  company  with  members  of  the  Committee  on  Construction 
and  Repaii-s,  your  committee  visited  the  public  school  building 
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located  at  Fultonville,  N.  Y.,  and  cai*efally  inspected  the  workings 
of  the  Ruttan  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  there  used. 

Thissystem  secures  absolute  unifonnity  of  temperatui-e,  economy 
in  consumption  of  fuel,  desirable  quality  of  air,  natural  and 
healthful  summer  heat,  complete  control  of  the  temperature  by 
the  teacher,  and  a  supply  of  fresh  air  always  entering  the  room. 

The  Fultouville  school  building,  visited  by  your  committee,  is 
exposed  to  sharp  winds  on  all  sides,  And  yet  was  perfectly 
hesited  and  ventilated.  This  being  so,  it  is  obvious  that  in  the 
most  exposed  school  buildings  under  control  of  the  Board,  this 
system  would  be  found  entirely  adequate  and  satisfactoiy,  and 
your  committee  urge  that  at  least  in  Schools  Xos.  21,  20  and  12, 
which  have  the  most  exposed  surface  of  any  of  our  buildings,  this 
Ruttan  system,  or  some  other  system  which  shall  embrace  similar 
features  and  give  promise  of  equal  effectiveness,  be  at  once  iutix>- 
duced  ;  adding  also  that  in  the  case  of  No.  21  the  windows  on  the 
westem  side,  now  in  poor  condition,  be  made  air-tight. 

As  an  indication  of  what  can  be  d(ine  towards  improving  the 
sanitary  condition  of  our  school  buildings,  we  submit  the  follow- 
ing extract  from  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Chicago  Board  of 
Education : 

"  The  improvements  in  the  stmitary  condition  of  school  build* 
ings  actually  made  and  undertaken,  during  the  past  year,  have 
been,  it  is  safe  to  say,  more  numerous  and  radical  than  those  of 
any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  Chicago,  and  probably  they 
surpass  any  year's  work  in  this  direction  ever  done  by  any  other 
city  in  any  land.  The  improvements  in  ventilation  alone  have 
bettered  the  condition  of  more  than  17,000  different  pupils.  Fol- 
lowing is  a  statement  of  the  more  important  changes  : 

**  Thirteen  old  school-houses  having  old-style  furnaces  and  de- 
fective ventilation,  have  hud  their  heating  apparatus  removed  and 
have  i-eceived,  instead,  large  Ruttan  furnaces  with  good  fresh-air 
supply.  At  the  same  time  the  old  foul-air  ducts,  such  as  they 
were,  have  been  discarded  and  in  their  stead  large  central  shafIbB 
have  been  substituted.  In  the  center  of  esich  large  shaft  stands  an 
iron  smokestack,  which  warms  the  aii  of  the  shaft,  causing  a  rapid 
up-current  and  consequent  exhaust  of  the  foul  air  from  the  ix>oms. 
At  a  moderate  estimate  the  changes  mentioned  give  each  school 
room  affected  by  them  more  than  twice,  probably  three  times,  as 
much  fresh  air  as  they  foimerly  had,  and  reduce  in  the  same  ratio 
the  fouling  of  the  air  the  pupils  breathe.  With  the  temperature 
out  doors  at  zero,  Fahrenheit,  the  new  apparatus  put  into  these 
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buildings  supplies  every  pupil  per  hour  an  average  of  about  1.500 
cubic  feet  of  fiesh  air,  while  a  corresponding  volume  of  foul  air  is 
carried  off.  This  statonieut  is  based  on  observations  actually  made 
with  instruments  of  precision  in  the  hands  of  experts  who  were 
entirely  unconnected  with  the  builders  of  the  machinery. 

**  In  six  buildings  the  work  was  completed  in  time  to  be  tested 
during  the  severe  weather  o:  the  past  winter,  when  it  gave  entire 
satisfaction,  and  great  comfort  to  the  teiichers  and  pupils. 

•*  There  attended  these  thirteen  schools  during  the  past  year,  up- 
wards of  13,000  different  pupils.  These  children  have,  liy  the 
improvements  made,  passed  from  a  stuffy  and  impure  air  into  oue 
approaching  the  ideal  for  an  occupied  room." 

It  should  be  added  in  the  way  of  suggestion  that  no  system  of 
ventilation  is  automatic,  and  unless  teachei's  will  themselves  attend 
to  the  regulation  of  the  temperature  of  their  rooms  and  act  ujion 
the  directions  ordinarily,  given,  not  even  the  most  perfect  system 
of  heating  and  ventilating  will  keep  the  room  free  from  foul  air 
and  th3  inmates  from  discomfort. 

Cleanliness  is  of  tirst  importance.  Thcrefora,  all  outhouses 
should  be  abolished.  They  are  invariably  found  to  be  nuisances 
and  are  nearly  always  unclean.  Whenever  a  proper  flow  of  water 
can  be  secured,  the  introduction  of  latrines  into  the  cellaiB  is 
strongly  recommended.  If  the  closets  are  properly  ventilated  and 
are  closely  cared  for  by  the  janitora,  one  of  the  gt*eate^t  sources  of 
annoyance,  disgust  and  disease  am  \>e  removed. 

In  Schools  Nos.  5,  6  and  20  the  ventilation  of  the  closets  is 
inadequate  and  needs  immediate  attention. 

In  the  High  School  building  the  latrines  are  in  poor  condition, 
chiefly  through  the  lack  of  a  sepamte  water  supply,  and  new 
urinals  are  required. 

While  on  this  subject  of  cleanliness  ycmr  committee  would  urge 
that  the  special  attention  of  [)rineipals  and  teachtM*s  be  directed  to 
securing  the  pei-sonal  cleanliness  of  scholai's.  Parents  intrust  their 
children  to  the  guidance  and  supervision  of  teachere  in  full  taitb 
that  they  will  l>e  kept  from  contamination,  and,  certainly,  to  intix>- 
duce  into  a  company  of  children  others  that  are  filthy  in  person  is 
one  of  the  surest  methods  of  breeding  and  spreading  diseases. 
Water  is  plentiful  and  always  at  hand. 

The  sulrject  of  light  in  the  school-room  is  one  that  should  call 
for  attention  in  future  reports.  Dark  rooms  and  over-lighted 
rooms  are  equally  detrimental  to  eyesight  and  health.  In  thiee 
of  the  schools,  Nos.  14,  20  and  23,  an  excess  ot  light  in  several 
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rooms  is  complained  of.  and  some  means  to  control  this  excess 
should  be  adopted. 

It  is  I'eeonimended  also  that,  na  fast  as  possible,  new  desks  be 
placed  in  the  class-rooms  wherever  needed,  taking  the  places  of 
such  as  have  been  long  in  use  or  are  improperly  constructed  or 
designed. 

Your  committee  would  offer  these  suggestions  for  special  con- 
sideration :  Fii*st,  that  the  janitoi's  of  the  several  school  buildings 
l>e  placed  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Buildings,  who,  being  himself  responsible  to  the  Commissioners, 
would  see  to  it  that  proper  care  and  attention  bo  given  to  each 
school  building  by  the  janitor  in  charge. 

Second,  That  all  plans  for  new  school  buildings  be  submitted 
to  the  Committee  on  Hygiene  for  suggestions  relative  to  sanitary 
arrangements  and  regulations. 

Third,  That  hereafter  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  amount 
appropriated  in  each  yetu-'s  budget  for  repaii-s  and  heatera  be 
devoted  to  heating,  ventilation,  diwnage,  etc.,  and  thus  gradually 
to  put  the  buildings  under  control  of  the  Board  in  complete  sani- 
tary condition. 

Au  extended  table,  at  the  close  of  this  report,  presents  in  detail 
not  only  the  matters  herein  mentioned,  but  others  of  equal  interest 
and  importance. 

In  closing,  your  committee  cannot  but  feel  that  in  giving  atten- 
tion to  the  all-impoitant  subject  of  hygiene  in  our  schools  this 
Board  will  but  discharge  a  duty  which  is  due  alike  to  the  scholars 
and  teachei-s  under  their  charge,  to  the  citizens  whose  educational 
interests  they  represent,  and  to  the  city  which  honoi's  them  \Vith 
the  trust  of  one  of  the  most  important  helps  to  its  growth  and  life. 

In  a  city  which  boasts  a  building  that  excites  the  admiration  of 
all  who  look  upon  it,  and  attracts  visitors  from  all  sections  of  the 
country,  it  is  possible  to  make  our  public  schools,  from  which  goes 
out  so  incalculable  an  influence  for  good,  even  more  renowned 
than  is  our  Capitol  in  all  those  qualities  of  excellence  and  efficiency 
that  are  more  lasting  than  granite  walls  and  that  make  the  institu- 
tion of  public  education  so  important  a  factor  in  the  advancement 
and  enlightenment  of  our  country  and  the  world.
